tian; inſtead of leaving them to the promiſcuous 
reading of the Bible; which is not always attended 
with the wiſhed for improvements.

ever ſaw in all the land of Egypt

And when 
all the land of Egypt was famiſhed, 
the people cried to Pharaoh for 
eel? g : and Pharaoh ſaid unto all the 
Egyptians, © Go to Joſeph; what 
he ſaith unto you, do.“ And the 
famine was over all the face of the 
earth: and Joſeph opened all the 
ſtorehouſes, and 1old unto the Egyp- 
tians; and the famine vaxed fore in 
the land of Egypt.

7s not this it, 
in which my lord drinketh? and 
** whereby indeed he divineth? Ye 
have done evil in fo doing.” 

And he overtook them, and he 
ſpake unto them theſe ſame words. 
And they faid unto him, Where- 
fore ſaith my lord theſe words? 
+ God forbidthat thy ſervants ſhould 
do according to this thing! Behold, 
the money which we found in our

And the Loxv ſaid unto Moſes,

* and the children of Iſrael ſhall go 
* on dry: ground through the midſt of

& > HESE are the words. which 

A Moſes ſpake unto all Iſrael on 
this fide Jordan in the wilderneſs, in 
the plain over againſt the Red-fea, 
between Paran, and Tophel, and La- 
ban, and Hazeroth, and Dizahab, ** 
And it came to paſs in the fortieth 

ear, in the eleventh month, on the 

rſt day of the month, that Moſes 
ſpake unto the children of Iſrael, ac- 
cording unto all that the LoD had 
given him in commandment unto 
them: “ On this ſide Jordan, in the 
land of Moab, Moſes began to declare 
this law, ſaying, | 

The Lon our God ſpake untq us 

in Horeb, ſaying, Ye have dwelt lon 
enough in this mount: Turn ye, an 


take your journey, and go to the 


mount of the Amorites, and unto all 
the places nigh thereunto, in the plain, 
in the hills, and in the vale, and in 
the ſouth, and by the ſea {ide; to the 
land of the Canaanites, and unto 
Lebanon, to tne great river, the ri- 
ver Euphrates. Behold, L have ſet 
the land before you: go in and poſſeſs 
the land which the Lo xD {ware unto

And I ſpake unto you at that time, 
ſaying, I am not able to bear you 
myſelf alone. The Lord your God 
hath multiplied you, and behold, ye 
are this day as the ſtars of heaven for 
multitude: (The Loxp God of your 
fathers make you a thouſand times fo 
many more as ye are, and bleſs you as 
he hath promiſed you!) How can I 
myſelf alone bear your cumbrance, 
and your burden, and your ſtrife? 
Take ye wiſe and underſtanding, 
men, and known among your tribes; 
and I will makethem rulers overyou. 
And ye anſwered me, and ſaid, The 
thing which thou haſt ſpoken, is good 
for us to do. So I took the chief of 


and made them heads over you, cap- 
tains over thouſands, and captains 
over hundreds, and captains over ht- 
ties, and captains over tens, and ofh- 
cers among your tribes. 

And I charged your judges at that 
time, ſaying, Hear the cauſes between 
your brethren, and judge righteouſly 
between every man and his brother, 
and the ſtranger that is with him. 
Ye ſhall not reſpect perſons in judge- 
ment, but ye ſhall hear the ſmall as 
well as the great: ye ſhall not be 
afraid of the face of men; for the

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judgement is God's: and the cauſe that 
is too hard for you, bring it unto me, 
and I will hear it. 
manded you at that time all the things 
which ye ſhould do. 

And when we departed from Ho- 
reb, we went through all that great 
and terrible wilderneſs, which ye 
law by the way of the mountain of 
the Amorites, as the Lord our God 
commanded us; and we came to Ka- 
deſh-barnea.

And they took of the fruit of the land 
in their hands, and brought it down 
unto us, and brought us word again, 
and ſaid, It ig a good land, which the 
Loxp our God doth give us. 

Notwithſtanding, ye would not go 
up, but rebelled. againſt the com- 
mandment of the LoxD your God. 
And ye murmured in your tents, and 
ſaid, Becauſe the Lon p hated us, he 
hath brought us forth out of the land 
of Egypt, to deliver us into the hand 
of the Amorites, to deſtroy us. Whi- 
ther ſhall-we go up? our brethren 
have diſcouraged our heart, ſaying, 

Ihe people ir greater and taller than 
we; the cities are great and walled 
upto heaven; and moreover we have 
ſeen the ſons of the Anakim there. 

Then I ſaid unto you, Dread not,

Moreover, your little ones, who, 
ye ſaid, ſhould be a prey, and your 
children, who in that day had no 
knowledge between good and evil, 
they ſhall go in thither, and unto 
them will 1 give it, and they ſhall 
poſſeſs it. But as for you, turn ye, 
and take your journey into the wil-

him to anger; I call heaven and earth 
to witneſs againſt you this day! that 
ye ſhall ſoon utterly periſh from off 
the land whereunto ye go over Jor- 
dan to poſſeſs it: ye Aut prolong 
75 days upon it, but ſhall utterly be 

eſtroyed. And the Lox will ſcat- 
ter you among the nations, and ye 
ſhall be left few in number among 


the heathen, whither the LORD ſhall | 


lead you, And there ye ſhall ſerve 
gods, the work of mens hands, wood 
and ſtone, which neither ſee, nor 
hear, nor eat, nor ſmell. 

But if from thence thou ſhalt ſeek 
the Loxp thy God; thou ſhalt find 
him, if thou ſeek him with all thy 
heart and with all thy ſonl. When 
thou art in tribulation, and all theſe 
things are come upon thee, even in 
the dauer days, if thou turn to the 
Loxp thy God, and wilt be obe- 
dient unto his voice; for the Lonp 
thy God is a mereiful God; he will 
not forſake thee, nor deſtroy thee, 
nor forget the covenant of thy fa- 
thers which he fware unto them. 

For aſk now of the days that are 
paſt, which were before thee, ſince 
the day that God created man upon 
the earth; and aſk from the one fide 
of heaven unto the other, whether 
there hath been any ſuck thing as this 
great thing it, or hath been heard like 
it. Did ever people hear the voice of 
God ſpeaking out of the midſt of the 
fire, as thou haſt heard, and live? 
or hath God affayed to £0 and take 
him a nation from the midſt of another 
nation, by temptations, by ſigus, and 
by wonders, and by war, and by a 
mighty hand, and by a ſtretched-out 
arm, and by great terrors, accordin 
to all that the Loxn your God did 
for you in Egypt before your eyes? 

Unto thee it was ſhewed, that thou 
mighteſt know that the Lory he 1 
Cod: there is none elſe behdes him. 
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i . 
Out of heaven he cauſed thee to heat 


his voice, that he might inſtruct thee; 


and upon earth he ſhewed thee his 
great fire, and thou heardeſt hiswords 
out of the midſt of the fire. And 
becauſe he loved thy fathers, there- 
fore he choſe their feed after them, 
and brought thee out in his fight with 
his mighty power out of Egypt; to 
drive out nations from before thee, 
greater and mightier than thou, to 
bring thee in, to give thee their 
land foran inheritance, asatthisday. 

Know therefore this day, and con- 
ſider in thine heart, that the Lozs 
he is God in heaven above, and 
the earth beneath: there is none elſe, 
Thou ſhalt therefore keep his ſta- 
tutes, and his commandments which 
command thee this day, that it may 
go well with thee, and with thy chil- 
dren after thee, and that thou maye 
prolong thy daysuponthe earth which 
the Lors thy God giveth thee for 
ever. * 

CHAP. V. 

The covenant in Horeb. The ten com- 

mandments. At the people's ve Mo- 
- fes receiveth the lat 2 God. © 7 

ND Moſes called all Iſrael, and 
ſaid unto them, Hear, O Ifracl ! 


the ſtatutes and judgements which 1 


ſpeak in your ears this day, that ye 
may learn them, and keep and do 
them. The Logo our God made a 
covenant with us in Horeb. The 
Lo RD made not this covenant with 
our fathers, but with us, even us, who 
are all of us here alive this day. The 
Lord talked with you face to face in 
the mount out of the mid} of the 
fire; (I ſtood between the LoD and 
you at that time, to ſhew you the 
word of the Lox o; for ye were afraid 
by reaſon of the fire, and went not 
up into the mount;) ſayin 5 

I am the Loan thy God, who 
brought thee out of the land of Egypt, 
from the houſe of bondage. 
I. Thou fhalt have no other gods 
before me. 


II. Thou ſhalt not make thee any 
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graven image, or any likenels of any 
thing that is in heaven above, or that ts 
in the earth beneath, or that is in the 
waters beneath upon the earth; thou 
. Thalt not bow downthyſelf untothem, 
nor ſerve them: for I the LoRD thy 
God am a jealous God, viliting the 
iniquity of the fathers upon. the chil- 
dren, unto the third and fourth genera- 
tion of them that hate me, and ſhew- 
ing mercy unto thoulands of .them 
that love me and keep my command- 
ments, . | 
ITE. Thou ſhalt not take the name 
of the .Loxp thy God in vain: for 
the Lonxp will not hold him guiltleſo 
that taketh his name in vain. 
IV, Keep the ſabbath day, to ſanc- 
tify it, as the Loxn thy God hath 
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or his man-ſervant, or his maid-ſer- 


vant, his ox, or his aſs, or any ug 
that is thy neighbour's, 

Theſe — the Lord ſpake unto 
all your aſſembly in the mount, out of 
the midſt of the fire, of the cloud, 
and of the thick darknels, with a 
great voice; and he added no more. 
And he wrote them in two tables of 
ſtone, and delivered them unto me. 
And it came to paſs, when ye heard 
the voice out of the midſt of the dark- 
neſs (for the mountain did burn with 
hre) that ye came near unto me, even 
all the heads of your tribes, and your 
elders; and ye ſaid, © Behold, the 
Lon our God hath ſhewed us his 
* glory and his greatneſs, and we 
* have heard his voice out of the 


commanded thee. Six days thou ſhalt | midſt of the fire; we have ſeen this 


labour, and do all thy work; but the 
ſeventh day.:s the ſabbath of the LoD 
thy God : in it thou ſhalt not do any 
work, thou, nor thy fon, nor thy 
Caughter, nor thy man-ſervant, nor 
thy maid- ſervant, nor thine ox, nor 
thine aſs, nor any of thy cattle, nor 
thy {tranger that is within thy gates;

| . Honour thy father and thy mo- 
ther, as the Lox o thy God hath com- 
manded thee; that thy days may be 
prolonged, and that it may go well 
with thee, in the land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, 

VI. Thou ſhalt not kill, 

VII. Neither ſhalt thou commit 
adultery. 

VIII. Neither ſhalt theu ſtcal, 

IX. Neither ſhalt thou bear ſalſe 
witneſs againſt thy neighbour. 

X. Neither ſhalt thou deſire thy

* why ſhould we die? for this great

Ye ſhall obferve to do therefore as 
the Lox p your God hath commanded 
you: Ye ſhall not turn aſide to the 
right hand or to the left. Ye ſhall 
walk in all the ways which the Loxb 
vour God hath commanded you; that 
ve may live, ard that it may be well 
with you, and that ye may „ 
your days in the land which ye ſhal 
poſſeſs. 
CHAP. VI. 

The end of the law is obedience, An ex- 
hortatton thereto. 
OW theſe are the command- 
ments, the ſtatutes, and the 
judgements which the Loxp your 
God commanded to teach you, that 
ye might do them in the land whither 
vc go to poſſeſs it : that thou mighteſt 
fear the NN thy God, to keep all 
his ſtatutes and his commandments 
which I command thee; thou, and 
thy ſon, and thy ſon's fon, all the 
days of thy life, and that thy days 
may be protonged. 

Hear a O Iſrael, and ob- 
ſerve to do it! that it may be well 
with thee, and that ye may increaſe 
mightily, as the Loxp God of thy 
fathers hath promiſed thee, in the 
land that floweth with milk and ho- 
ney. Hear, O Iſrael, the Lox o our 
(od is one Lon po! And thou ſhalt 
love the Loxd thy God with all thine 
heart, and with all thy foul, and with 
all thy might. And theſe words 
which I command thee this day ſhall 
be in thine heart: and thou ſhalt 
ach them diligently unto thy chil- 
dren, and fhalt talk of them when 
hou fitteſt in thine houſe, and when 
thou walkeft by the way, and when 
tou lieſt down, and when thou riſeſt 
up. And thou ſhalt bind them for 
: {gn upon thine hand, and they ſhall 
be as frontlets between thine eyes. 
and thou ſhalt write them upon the 
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| . 

And it ſhalt be when the Loxs 
thy God ſhall have brought thee into 
the land which he ſware unto thy fa- 
ther's, to Abraham, to Iſaac, and to 
Jacob, to give thee great and goodly 
cities, which thou buildedſt not, and 
houſes full ofall goodthings, which thou 
filledſt not, and wells digged, which 
thou diggedſt not, vineyards ” and 
olive-trees which thou plantedſt not, 
when thou ſhalt have eaten and be 
full; then beware leſt thou forget the 
Loxp who brought thee forth out of 
the land of Egypt, from the houſe of 
bondage. 

Thou ſhalt fear the Loxd thy God, 
and ſerve him, and ſhalt fwear by his 
name. Ye ſhall not go after other 
gods, of the gods of the people which 
are round about you: For the Lok 
thy God « a jealous God among you; 
left the anger of the Loxo thy God 
be kindled againſt thee, and deſtroy 
thee from off the face of the earth. 

Ye ſhall not tempt the Lox» your 
God, as ye tempted him in Maſſah. 
Ye ſhall diligently keep the com- 
mandments of the Loxd your God, 
and his teſtimonies, and his ſtatutes 
which he hath commanded thee. 
And thou ſhalt do that which ts right 


— 


and good in the ſight of the Eon; 


that it may be well with thee, and 
that thou mayeſt go in, and poſſeſs the 
good land which the Loxp ware 
unto thy fathers: to caſt out all thine 
enemies from before thee, as the 
Lon hath fpoken. | 
And when thy fort afketh thee in 
time to come, faying, What mean the 
teſtimonies, and the ſtatutes, and the 
judgements which the Lox o our God 
hath commanded you ? 
ſhalt ſay unto thy fon, We were Pha- 
raoh's . in Egypt; and the 
Lon d brought us out eee with a 
mighty hand. And the Lok fhew- 
ed ſigns and wonders, great and ſore, 
upon Egypt, upon Pharaoh, and upon 
al his houſhold, before our eyes: 
and he brought us out from thence, 
that hg might bring us in, to give us 


poſts of thy houſe, and on thy gates, |

then thou 
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the land which he {ware unto our fa- 
thers. And the Loxp commanded 
us to do all theſe ſtatutes, to fear the 
Lon p our God, for our good always; 
that he might preſerve us alive, as it 
at this = And it ſhall be our 
righteouſneſs, if we obſerve to do all 
theſe commandments beforethe LoRD 
gur God, as he hath commandcd us. 
r. VII. 
All communion with the nations forbidden, 
for fear of idolatry, and other reaſons. 
HEN the Lonxp thy God 
ſhall bring thee into the land 
whither thou goeſt to poſſeſs it, and 
hath caſt out many nations before 
thec, ** nations greater and mightier 
than thou; and when the Loxy thy 
God ſhall deliver them before thee: 
thou ſhalt ſite them, and utterly de- 
{troy them; thou ſhalt make no cove- 
nant with them; nor ſhew mercy 
unto them. Neither ſhalt thou make 
marriages with them ; thy daughter 
thou ſhalt not give unto his ſon, nor 
his daughter ſhalt thou take unto thy 
ſon. 

For they will turn away thy ſon 
from following me, that they may 
ſerve other gods; ſo will the anger of 
the Lox be kindled againſt you, and 
deſtroy thee ſuddenly. But thus ſhall 
ve deal with them; ye ſhall deſtroy 
their altars, and break down their 
images, and cut down their groves, 
and burn their graven images with 
te. For thou art a holy people unto 


the Lord thy God: the Lord thy 


God hath choſen thee to be a ſpecial 
people unto himſelf, above all people 
that are upon the face of the cart. 
The Loꝝx p did not ſet his love upon 
you, nor chooſe you; becauſe ye were 
more in number than any people; for 
ye were the feweſt of all people. But 
becauſe the Lok o loved you, and be- 
cauſe he would keep the oath which 
he had ſworn unto your ſathers, hath. 
the Loxp brought you out with a 
mighty hend, and redeemed you out 
of the houſe of bond-men, ſrom the 
hand of Fharavh king of Egypt, 
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Know therefore that the Lon p thy 
God, he is God, the faithful God, 
who keepeth covenant and mercy 
with them that love him, and keep 
his commandments, to a thouſand 
generations; and repayeth them that 
hate him to their face, to“ deſtroy 
them: he will not be ſlack to him 
that hateth him; he will repay him 
to his face, Thou ſhalt therefore 
keep the commandments, and the ſta- 
tutes and the judgements which 1 
command thee this day, to do them, 

Wherefore it ſhall come to pals, it 
ye hearken to theſe judgements, and 
keep and do them; that the Logo 
thy God ſhall keep unto thee the co- 
venant and the mercy which he ſware 
unto thy fathers: and he will love 
thee, and bleſs thee, and multiply 
thee : he will alſo bleſs the fruit of 
thy womb, and the fruit of thy land, 
thy corn, and thy wine, and thine oil, 
the increaſe of thy kine, and the 
flocks of thy ſheep, in the land which 
he ſware unto thy fathers to give 
thee. Thou ſhalt be bleſſed above 
all people: there ſhall not be male or 
female barren among you, or among 
your cattle, And the Lon b will take 
away from thee all ſickneſs, and will 
put none of the evil diſeaſes of Egypt, 
which thou knoweſt, upon thee; but 
will lay them upon all them that hate 
thee. And thou ſhalt conſume all 
the people which the Lord thy God 
ſhall deliver to thee ; thine eye ſhall 
have no pity upon them; neither ſhalt 
thou ſerve their gods; for that wil! be 
a ſnare unto thee, 

If thou ſhalt ſay in thine heart, 
* Theſe nations are more than I; how 
can I diſpoſſeſs them?” thou ſhalt 
not be aſraid of them: but ſhalt well 
remember what the Loxp thy God 


the great temptations which thine 
eyes ſaw, and the ſigns, and the V on- 
ders, and the mighty hand, and the 
ſtretched-out arm, whereby the Lox» 
thy God brought thee out: ſo ſhall 


the Loxp thy God do unto all the

CHAP. VIII. 
An exhortation to obedience in regard &f 
Gad's dealing with them. 
L L the commandments which 
I command thee this day ſhall 
ye obſerve to do, that ye may live, 
and multiply, and go.in and poſtels 
the land which the Lox» ware unto 
your fathers. And thou ſhalt remem- 
ber all the way which the Loxp thy 
God led thee theſe forty years in the 
wilderneſs, to humble thee, and to 
prove thee, to know what was in 
thine heart, whether thou wouldeſt 
keep his commandments, or no, And 
he humbled thee, and ſuffered thee 
to hunger, and fed thee with manna, 
which thou kneweſt not, neither did 
thy fathers know; that he might make 
thee know that man doth not live by 
bread only; but by every word that 


proceedeth out of the mouth of the| 


Lonp doth man live. 
Thy raiment waxed not old upon 


thee; neither did thy faot ſwell theſe | 


forty years. Thou ſhalt alſo conſider 
in — heart, that as a man chaſten- 
eth his fon, ſo the Loxp thy God 
chaſteneth thee. Therefore thou 
ſhalt keep the commandments of the 
Loan thy God, to walk in his ways, 
and to fear him. For the Loxo thy 
God bringeth thee into a good land; 
2 land of brooks of water, of foun- 
tains, and depths that ſpring out of 
valleys and hills: a land of wheat, 
and barley, and vines, and fig-trees, 
and pomegranates, a land of oil- olive, 


and honey; a land wherein thou ſhalt 


eat bread without ſcarcenes, thou 
ſhalt not lack any thang in it; a land 
whofe ſtones are iron, and out of 
whoſe hills thou mayeſt dig braſs. 
When thou haſt eaten and art full, 
then thou ſhalt bleſs the Lord thy 
God for the good land which he hath 
given thee, Beware that thou forget 
not the Lox» thy God, in not keep- 
ing his commandments, and his judge- 
ments, and his ſtatutes, which I 


Cuar. vin, ix. 79 
| command thee this day : leſt wen 


thou haſt, caten and art full, and haft 
built geodly houſes, and dwelt therein; 
and when thy herds and thy flocks 
uli; and thy ſilver and thy gold 
is maltiplicd, and all that thou haſt is 
multiplied; then thine heart be lifted 
up, and thou forget the Lonp thy 

God, who brought thee forth out of 

the land of Egypt, from the houſe of 

bondage; who led thee through that 
great and terrible wilderneſs, wherem 
were fiery ſerpents, and ſcorpions, and 
drought, where there was no water; 
who brought thee forth water out of 
the rock of flint; who fed thee in 
the wildernes with manna, which 
thy fathers knew not; that he might 
humble thee, and that he might prove 
thee, to do thee good at hy latter 
end; and thou fay in thine heart, 
„My power and the might of my 
hs kn hath gotten me this wealth,” 

But thou ſhalt remember the Lox o 
thy God: for it is he that giveth thee 
power to get wealth, that he may 
eſtabliſh his covenant which he ware 
unto thy fathers, as it is this day. And 
it ſhall be, if thou do at all forget the 

Loxp thy God, and walk after other 

gods, and ſerve them, and worſhip 

them, I teſtify againſt you this day 
that ye ſhall ſurely periſh. As the 
nations which the LoD deftroyeth 
| before your face, fo ſhall ye perith; 
becauſe ye would not be obedient un- 
to the voice of the Loxv your God. 
. IX. 

Mofes defſuadeth them from the m—_— 
their oron Tighteouſneſs, and remi 
them of his promiſes. 

EAR, O Iſracl! Thou art to paſs 

over Jordan this day, to go in 

to poſſeſs nations greater and mightier 

than thyſelf, cities great and fenced 

up to heaven.

And thou ſhalt eat the fruit of thine 
own body, the fleſh of thy ſons and 
of thy daughters which the Loxp 
thy God hath given thee, in the ſiege 
and in the ſtraitneſs wherewith thine 
enemies ſhall diſtreſs thee; ſo that the 
man that ts tender among you and 
very delicate, his eye ſhall be evil 
toward his brother, and toward the 
wife of his boſom, and toward the 
remnant of his children which he 
ſhall leave: fo that he will not give 
to any of them of the fleſh of his 
children whom he ſhall eat; becauſe 
he hath nothing left him in the ſiege, 
and in the ſtraitneſs wherewith thine 
enemies ſhall diſtreſs thee in all thy 
gates, 3 DD 

The tender and delicate woman 
among you, who would not venture 
to ſet the fole of her foot upon the 
ground for delicateneſs and tender- 
neſs; her eye ſhall be evil towards 
the huſhand of her boſom, .and to- 
wards her ſon, and towards her 
daughter, and towards heryoung one, 
and towards her children whom ſhe 
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ſhall bear: for ſhe ſhall cat them, for 
want of all things, ſecretly in the ſiege 
and ſtraitneſs wherewith thine enc- 
my ſhall diſtreſs thee in thy gates. 

If thou wilt not obſerve to do all 
the words of this law that are written 
in this book, that thou mayeſt fear 
this glorious and fearful name, THE 
LORD THY GOD; then the 
Lorp will make thy plagues won- 
derful, and the plagues of thy ſeed, 
even great plagues and of long conti- 
nuance, and ſore ſickneſſes and of 
long continuance, Moreover, he 
will bring upon thee all the diſeaſes 
of Egypt, which thou waſt afraid of; 
and they ſhall cleave unto thee. Alſo 
every ſickneſs and every plague 
which is not written in the book of 
this law, them will the Loxp bring 
upon thee, until thou be deſtroyed. 

And ye ſhall be left few in num- 
ber, whereas ye were as the ſtars of 
heaven for multitude; becauſe thou 
wouldeſt not obey the voice of the 
Lorp thy God. And it ſhall come 
to paſs, that as the Lorp rejoiced 
over you to do you good, and to mul- 
tiply you; fo the Loxp will rejoice 
over you to deſtroy you, and to bring 
you to nought: and ye ſhall be pluck- 
ed from off the land whither thou 
goeſt to poſſeſs it. 1 

And the Loxp ſhall ſcatter thee 


among all people, from the one end 


of the earth even unto the other; 
and there thou ſhalt ſerve other gods, 
which neither thou nor thy fathers 
have known, even wood and ſtone. 
And among theſe nations ſhalt thou 
find no eaſe, neither ſhall the ſole of 
thy foot have reſt: but the LoD 
ſhall give thee there a trembling 
heart, and failing of eyes, and ſor- 
row of mind. And thy life fhall 
hang in doubt before thee; and thou 
ſhalt fear day and night, and ſhalt 
have no aſſurance of thy life. In 
the morning thou fhalt ſay, * Would 
5 God it were even!” and at even 
thou ſhalt ſay, Would God it were 
morning!“ for the fear of thine

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heart wherewith thou ſhalt ſear, and 
for the ſight of thine eyes which 
thou ſhalt ſee. And the Lox ſhall 
bring thee into Egypt again with 
ſhips, by the way whereof I ſpake 
unto thee, “ Thou ſhalt ſee it no 
„more again: and there ye ſhall 
be fold unto your enemies for bond- 
men and bond-women, and no man 
ſhall buy you, | 

H A P., XXIX. 
An exhortation to obedience. . The people 
enter into covenant before the Lord. 
HESE are the words'of the co- 
venant which the Lox D com- 
manded Moſes to make with the chil- 
dren of Iſrael in the land of Moab, 
beſides the covenant which he made 
with them in Horeb.. . + | " 
And Moſes called-unto all Iſrael, 
and ſaid unto them, Ve have ſeen all 
that the Loxp did before your eyes 
in the land of Egypt, unto Pharaoh, 
and unto all his ſervants, and unto 
all his land; the great temptations 
which thine eyes have ſeen, the ſigns, 
and thoſe great miracles: yet the 
Lord hath not given you an heart 
to perceive, and eyes to ſee, and cars 
to hear, unto this day.. Wer 
And I have led you forty years in 
the wilderneſs: your clothes are not 
waxed old upon you, .and thy ſhoe. 
is not waxed old upon thy foot. Ye 
have not caten bread, neither have. 
ye drunk wine or ſtrong drink: that 
ye might know that I am the LoRD 
your God. ** Keep therefore the 
words of this covenant, and do them; 
that ye may proſper in all that ye do. 
Ye ſtand this day all of you be- 
fore the Lov your God; your cap- 
tains of your tribcs, your elders, and 
your officers, wh all the men of 11- 
rael, your little ones, your wives, 
and thy ſtranger that is in thy camp, 
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himſelf, and that he may be unto thee 
a God, as he hath ſaid unto thee, and 
as he hath ſworn unto thy fathers, to 
Abraham, to Ifaac, and 5 
Neither with you only do I make

Moſes therefore wrote this ſong the 
ſame day, and taught it the children 
of Iſrael. And he gave Joſhua the 
ſon of Nun a charge, and ſaid, Be 
ſtrong, and of a good courage: for 
thou ſhalt bring the children of Iſ- 
rael into the land which I Ware unto 
them: and I will be with thee. 

And it came to paſs when Moſes 
had made an end of writing the words 
of this law in a book until they were 
finiſhed; that Moſes add the 
Levites who bare the ark of the co- 
venantof the Loxv, ſaying, Take this 
book of the law, iy: put it in the 
ſide of the ark of the covenant of the 
Loxp your God; that it may be there 
for a witneſs againſt thee. For I know 
thy rebellion, and thy ſtiff neck : be- 
hald, while I am yet alive with you 
this day, ye have been rebellious 
againſt the Loxy; and how much 
more after my death! 3 

Gather unto me all the elders of 
your tribes, and your officers, that I 
may ſpeak theſe words in their ears, 
and call heaven and earth to record 
againſt them. For I know that after 
my death ye will utterly corrupt your- 
felves, and turn aſide from the way 
which I have commanded you: and 
evil will befal you in the latter days; 
becauſe ye will do evil in the fight of 
the Lord to provoke him to anger 
through the work of your hands. 

And Moſes ſpake in the cars of all 
the congregation of Ifracl the words 
of this ſong until they were ended.

and carried them over with them

And Joſhua ſet up twelve ſtones 
in the midſt of Jordan, in the place 
where the feet of the prieſts who 
bare the ark of the covenant ſtood;

For the prieſts who bare the ark 
ſtood in the midſt of Jordan, until 
every thing was finiſhed that the 
Loxp commanded Joſhua to ſpe:

At that time the Lorxp ſaid unto 
Joſhua, Make thee ſharp Knives, and 
circumciſe again the children of If- 
rael the ſecond time. And Joſhua 
made him ſharp knives, and circum- 
ciſed the children of Ifrael at the hill 
of the fore-ſkins, And this is the 
cauſe why Joſhua did circumciſe: all 
the people that came out of Egypt, 
that were males, even all the men of 
war died in the wilderneſs by the 
way, after they came. out of Egypt. 
Now alt the people that came out 
were circunicited ; but all the people 
that were born in the wildernels by 
the way, as they came forth out of 
Egypt, them they had not circumciſed. 
For the children of Ifrael walked 
forty years in the wildcrnefs, till ail 
the people that were men of war who 
came out of Egypt were conſumed. 
becauſe they obeyed not the voice of 
the Loxp; unto whom the Lozyd 
ſware, that He would not ſhew them 
the land which the Lo RD ſware unto 
their fathers, that He would give us, 
a land that floweth with milk and 
honey. | 

And their children, whom he raiſed 
up in their ſtead, them Jofhua cir- 
cumciſed; for they were uncircum- 
ciſed, becauſe they had not circum- 
eiſec them by the way.

So the 2 ſent to Shiloh, that 
they mi fi ing from thence the 
ark of the covenant of the LoxD oO 
hoſts, who dwellcth between the che- 
rubim: and the two ſons of Eli, 
Hophni and Phinehas, were there 
with the ark of the covenant of God. 
And when the ark of the covenant 
of the Loxp came into the camp, 
all Iſrzcl ſhouted with a great ſhout, 
lo that the earth rang again.

And the Philiſtines 
called for the prieſts and for the di- 
viners, ſaying, What ſhall we do to 
the ark of the Lorvy? tell us where- 
with we ſhall ſend it to its place. 
And they ſaid, If ye ſend away the 
ark of the God of Iſrael, ſend it not 
empty. * * 
Nov therefore make a new cart. 
and take two milch-kine, on which 
there hath come no yoke, and tie the 
kine to the cart, and bring their 
calves home from them; and take 
the ark of the Loxo, and lay it upon 
the cart: and put the jewels of gold, 
which ye return him for a treſpaſs- 
offering. in a cofter by the fide there- 
of; and fend it away, that it may go. 
And ſee, if it goeth up by the way 
of its own coaſt to Beth-ſhemeſh, 
then He (71) hath done us this great 
evil: but if not, then we ſhall know 
that it is not his hand that ſmote us, 
it was a Chance that happened to us. 
And the men did ſo: and took two 
milch-kine, and tied them to the 
cart, and ſhut up their calves at 
home: and they Faid the ark of the 
Loxp upon the cart, and the coffer. 
And the kine took the ſtraight way 
to the way of Beth-ſhemeſh, and went 
along the nighway, lowing as they 
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went, and turned not aſide to the 
right hand or to the left; and the 
lords of the Philiſtines went after 
them unto the border of Beth-ſhe- 
meſh. And they of Beth-ſhemeſh 
were reaping their wheat-harveſt in 
the valley; and they lifted up their 
eyes, and ſaw the ark, and rejoiced 
to ſee it. And the cart came into the 
field of Joſhua a Beth- ſhemite, and 
ſtood there, where there was a great 
ſtone: and they clave the wood of 
the cart, and offered the kine a 
burnt-offering unto the Lob. 
And the Levites took down the 
ark of the Lon o, and the coffer that 
[was with it, wherein the jewels of 
gate were, and put them on the great 
itone: and the men of Beth-ſhemeſh 
offered burnt offerings, and ſacrificed 
ſacrifices the ſame dayunto the Logo.

ND the men of Kirjath-jearim 

came, and fetched up the ark 

of the Lox, and brought it into the 
houſe of Abinadab on the hill, and 
ſanctified Eleazar his fon to keep the 
ark of the Lon Dp. And it came to 
paſs while the ark abode in Kirjath- 
jearim, that the time was long; for it 
was twenty years: and all the houſe 
of Ifrael lamented after the Loxp. 

And Samuel ſpake unto all the 
houſe of Iſrael, ſaying, If ye do re-

And 
they gathered together to Mizpeh, 
7 drew water, and poured it out 
before the Lon p, and faſted on that 


day; and faidthere, * We have ſinned 


«againſt the Lox d.“ And Samuel 
judged the children of Iſrael in Miz- 
peh. And when the Philiſtines 
heard that the children of Ifract were 
gathered together to Mizpeh, the 


tords of the Philiſtines went up} 


againſt Iſrael. And when the chil- 
dren of Ifrael heard it, they were 
afraid of the Philiſtines. And the 
children of Ifrael ſaid to Samuel, 
Ceaſe not to cry unto the Lox» our 
« God for us, that He will fave us out 
of the hand of the Philiſtines.“ 
And Samuel took a ſucking lamb, 
and offered it for a burnt-offering 
wholly unto the Loxp. And Sa- 


muel cried unto the Lon p for Iſrael; 
and the Log y heard him. And as 


Samuel was offering up the burnt- 
offering, the Philiſtines drew near to 
battle againſt Iſrael: but the Lorxp 
thundered with a great thunder on 
that day upon the Philiſtines, and 
diſcomfited them; and they were 
mitten beſore Iſrael. And the men 
of Iſrael went out of Mizpeh, and 
purſued the Philiſtines, and ſmote 
them, until they came under Beth- car. 

Then Samuel took a ſtone, and 
ſet it between Mizpeh and Shen, and 
called the name of it Eben-ezer (72), 
ſaying, * Hitherto hath the Loxp 
* helped us.” So the Philiſtines 
were ſubdued, and they came no 
more into the coaſt of Iſrael. And the 
hand of the Loxp was againſt the 
Philiſtines all the days of Samuel.

Now the 
name of his frſt-born fon was Joel: 
and the name of his ſecond Abiah: 
they were judges in Beer- ſheba. And 
his fons walked not in his ways; but 
turned aſide after lucre, and took 
bribes, and perverted judgement. 
Then all the elders of Iſrael ga- 
thered themſelves together, and came 
to Samuel unto Ramah, and ſaid 
unto him, © Behold, thou art old, 
and thy ſons walk not in thy ways: 
now make us a king to fudge us, 
like alt the nations.” But the thing 
diſpleaſed Samuel, when they faid, 
Give us a king to judge us. And 
Samuel prayed unto the Loan.

And it came to paſs at the time of 
the offering of the evening ſacrifice, 
that Elijah the prophet came near.

this day that thou art God in If 
& rael, and that I am they ſervant, 
and that I have done all theſe 
things at thy word. Hear me, O

Then the fire of the Lox fell. 
and conſumed the burnt-facrifice.

* one of them by to-morrow about 
this time!” And when he ſaw that, 
he aroſe, and went for his life, and 
came to Beer-ſheba, which belongeth 
to- Judah, and left his ſervant there. 
ut he himſelf went a day's jour- 
ney into the wilderneſs, and came 
and fat down under a juniper-tree; 
and he requeſted for himlelf that he 
might die, and ſaid, © It ig enough;

things, that Naboth the Jez-

And Ahab came into his houſe 
heavy and diſpleaſed, becauſe of the 
word which Naboth the Jezreelite 
had ſpoken to him: For he had ſaid, 
I will not give thee the inheritance 
of my fathers. And he laid him 
down upon his bed, and turned 
away his face, and would eat no 
bread; — But Jezebel his wife came 
to him, and ſaid unto him, Why is 
thy ſpirit ſo ſad, that thou eateſt no 
% bread?” And he ſaid unto her, 
& Becauſe I ſpake unto Naboth the 
« Jezreelite, and ſaid unto him, Give 
me thy vineyard for money; or 
& elſe, if it pleaſe thee, I will give 
& thee another vineyard for it: and he 
« anſwered, I will not give thee my 
& vineyard.” 

And Jezebel his wife ſaid unto 
him, Doſt thou now govern the 
kingdom of Iſrael? ariſe, and cat 
bread, and let thine heart be merry! 
— ] will give thee the vineyard of 
Naboth the Jezreclite. 

So ſhe wrote letters in Ahab's 
name, and ſcaled them with his ſeal; 
and ſent the letters unto the elders 
and to the nobles, that were in his 
city dwelling with Naboth. And 
ine wrote in the letters, ſaying, Pro- 
„claim a faſt, and ſet Naboth on 
* high among the people; and ſet 
two men, ſons of Belial (89), be- 
& fore him, to bear witneſs againſt 
& him, ſaying, Thou didſt 22

ry him out, and ſtone him, that 
& he may dic.” 
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And the men of his city, even the 
elders and the nobles who were the 
inhabitants in his city, did as Jezebel 
had ſent unto them, and as it was writ- 
ten in the letters which ſhe had ſent 
unto them. They proclaimed a faſt, 
and ſet Naboth on high among the 
ople. And there came intwo men, 
children of Belial, and fat before 
him: and the men of Belial witneſſed 
againſt him, even againſt Naboth, in 
the preſence of the people, ſaying, 
Nabqch did blaſpheme God and the 
king." Then they carried him forth 
out of the city; and ſtoned him with 
ſtones, that he died. | 

Then they ſent to Jezebel, faying, 
Naboth is ſtoned, and is dead. And 
it came to paſs when Jezebel heard 
that Naboth was ſtoned, and was 
dead, that Jezebel ſaid to Ahab, 
“ Arte, take poſſeſſion of the vine- 
yard of Naboth the Jezreelite, 
* which he refuſed to give thee for 
«© money! for Naboth is not alive, 
„but dead.” And it came to pals 
when Ahab heard that Naboth was 
dead, that Ahab roſe up to go down 
to the vineyard of Naboth the Jez- 
reelite, to take poſſeſſion of it. 

And the word of the Loxn came 
to Elijah the Tiſnbite, faying, © Ariſe, 
go down to meet Ahab king of 11- 
e racl, who is in Samaria: behold, he 
is in the vineyard of Naboth, whi- 
ther he is gone down to poſlels it. 
„And thou ſhalt ſpeak unto him, 
„ ſaying, Thus faith the Lozp, Haſt 


thou killed, and alſo taken poſſeſ- 


* fron? And thou ſhalt ſpeak unto

And Ahab ſaid to Elijah, © Haſt 
* thou ſound me, O mine enemy?”

* LoxD, Behold, I will bring evil 
* upon thee, and will take away thy

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„Ahab every male, and him that is 
% ſhut up, and left in Ifrael. And 
« will make thine houſe like the

cation wherewith thou ha o- 
« yoked me to anger, and made Ifrael 
* to ſin,” And of jezebel alſo ſpake

But there was none like unto 
Ahab, who did fell himſelf to work 
wickedneſs in the fight of the Lox», 
whom Jezebel his wife ſtirred up. 
And he did very abominably in fol- 
lowing idols, according to all things 
as the Amorites did, whom the Lox v 
caſt out before the children of Iſrael. 

And it came to paſs when Ahab 
heard thoſe words, that he rent his 
clothes, and put fackcloth upon his 


fleſh, and faſted, and lay in fackcloth, * fa 


and went ſoftly. And the word of 
the Lor p came to Elijah the Tiſh- 
bite, ſaying, Seeſt thou how Ahab 
humbleth himſelf before me? be- 
cauſe he humbleth himſelf before 
me, I will not bring the evil in his 
days (90): but in his ſon's days will I 
bring the evil upon his houſe.

but he was a leper, And the Syrians 
had gone out by companies, and had 
brought away captive out of the land 
of Iſrael a little maid; and ſhe waited 
on Naaman's wife. And ſhe ſaid 
unto her miſtreſs, * Would God my 
lord were with the prophet that is 
in Samaria! for he would recover 
him of his leproſy.” 

And one went in, and told his lord, 
ſaying, Thus and thus ſaid the maid 
that z of the land of Iſrael.

evil upon this place, and upon the

* of Judah hath read. Becauſe they 
have forſaken me, and have burn- 
*ed incenſe unto other gods, that

And they ſa- 
crificed facrifices unto the Lox p, 
and offered burnt- offerings unto the 
Los on the morrow after that day, 
even a thoufand bullocks, a thouſand 
rams, and a thoufand. lambs, with 
their drink-offerings, and facrifices 
in abundance for all Iſrael; and did 
eat and drink before the Loxp on 
that day with great gladneſs. And 
they made Solomon the ſon of Da- 
vid king the ſecond time, and anoint- 
ed him unto the Lord to be the chief 
| governor, and Zadok to be prieſt, 

Then Solomon fat on the throne . 
of the Lox, as king, inſtead of Da- 
vid his father, and proſpered ; and 
alt Iſrael obeyed him. And all the 
princes andthe mighty men, and all 
the ſons likewiſe of king David, ſub- 
mitted themſelves unto Solomon the 
king. And the Loxp magnified 
Solomon exceedingly in he ſight of 
all Ifrael; and beſtowed upon him 
fuch royal majeſty as had not been on 
any king — him in Iſrael. 

Thus David the fon of Jeſsè reign- 
ed over all Iſrael. And the time that 
he reigned over Iſrael was forty years;

all the judges of the carth. I love 
them that love me; and thoſe that 
ſeek me early, ſhall find me. 
Riches and honour are with me; 
yea, durable riches and righteouſnels. 
My. fruit is better than gold, yea, 
than fine gold; and my revenue than 
choice filver, I lead in the way of 
rightcouſncts, in the midſt of the 
paths of judgement; that I may cauſe 
thoſe that love me to inherit fub- 
ſtance: and I will fill their treaſures. 
The Lon pollefled me in the

He is in the way of life that 
keepeth inſtruction; but he that re- 
fuſeth reproof, erreth.

that heareth it, put thee to ſhame, 
and thine inſamy turn not away. 

A word fitly — es lle apples 
of gold in pictures of ſilver. As an 
ear-ring of gold, and an ornament of 
fine gold; y is a w iſe reprover upon 
an Obedient car. As the cold of 
ſnow in the time of harvelt; fo is a 
faithful meſſenger to them that ſend 
him: for he xefreſheth the ſoul of 
lus maſters. 

Whoſo boaſteth himſelf of a falſe 
gift, is lite clouds and wind with- 
out rain.

The 
ſluggard is wiſer in his own conceit, 
than ſeven men that can render a 


reaſon, | 
He that paſſeth by, and meddleth 
with ſtrife belonging not to him, is like 


one that taketh a dog by the ears. As 


a mad man who caſteth fire-brands, 
arrows, and death; ſo is the man that 


deceiveth his ncighbour, and faith,

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Am not I in ſport? Where no wood 
is, there the fire gacth out; fo where, 
there is no tale-bearer,, the ſtrife cea{- 
eth. As coals axe to burning coals, 
and wood. to fire; fo a coutcntious 
man to kindle'{trife. * *.

the temple of the houſe of God 
which was at Jeruſalem; and the 
king and his princes, his wives and 
his concubines drank in them. They 
drank wine, and praiſed the gods of 
gold, and of filver, of braſs, of iron, 
of wood, and of ftone. 

In the ſame hour came forth fin- 
gers of a man's hand, and wrote over 
againſt the candleftick upon the 
F ai ſter of the wall of the king's pa- 
lace; and the king ſaw the part of 
the hand that wrote, Then the 
king's countenance was changed, 
and his thoughts troubled him; ſo 
that the joints of his loins were looſ- 
ed, and his knees ſmote one againſt 
another, The king cried aloud to 
bring in the aſtrologers, the Chal- 
deans, and the ſooth4ayers. And the 
king ſpake and ſaid to the wiſe men of 
Babylon, Wheſoever ſhall read 
this writing, and ſhew me the in- 
© terpretation thereof, ſhall be cloth- 
4 ed with ſcarlet, and have a chain 
v of gold about his neck, and ſhall be 
the third ruler in the kingdom.” 

Then came in all the king's wiſe 
mn; but they could not read the 
writing, nor make known to- the 
King the interpretationthereof, Ihen 
was king Belſhazzar greatly trou- 
bled, and his countenancewaschang- 
ed; and his lords were aſtoniſhed. 
Now the queen, by reaſon of the 
words of the king and his lords, came 
into the banquet-houſe : and the 
queen ſpake and ſaid, O king, live 
* forever! Let not thy thoughts trou- 
ble thee, nor let thy countenance 
be changed: There is a man in thy 
kingdom in whom is the Ipirit of 
< the holy gods; and in the days of 
thy father, light and underſtand-

Then was Daniel brought in be- 
fore the King. And the king ſpake 
and ſaid unto Daniel, Art thou that 
„Daniel who art of the children of 
the captivity of Judah, whom the 
*king my father brought out af 
« Judea? I have even heard of thee, 
that the ſpirit of the gods is in thee; 
* and that light and underſtanding 
and excellent wiſdom is found in 
e thee. And now the wiſe men, the 
* aſtrologers, have been brought in 
before me, that they ſhould read 
* this writing, and make known 
e unto me the interpretation thereof; 
* but they could not fhew the inter- 
pretation of the thing: and I have 
< heard of thee that thou canſt make 
e interpretations, and diſſolve doubts: 
* now if thou canſt read the writing, 
and make known to me the in- 
* terpretation thereof, thou ſhalt he 
* clothed with fcarlet, and have 2 
chain of gold about thy neck, and 
* ſhalt be the third ruler in the kang- 
dom.“ | 

Then Daniel anſwered and faid 
before the king, Let ty gift be to 
* thyſelf, and give thy rewards to 
another; yet 1 ill read the writing 
* unto the King, and make known 
to him the interpretation. O thou 
„King! the moſt high God gave 
% Nebuchadnezzar thy father a king- 
dom, and majeſty, and glory, and 
* honour. And for the majeſty that 
she gave him, all people, nations 
and languages, trembled and feared 


of the gods, was found in him; 


* before him; whom he would he

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«flew, and whom he would he kept 
© alive, and whom he would he 11 
*up, and whom he would he put 
„down. But when his heart was 
«lifted up, and his mind hardened 
& in pride, he was depoſed from his 
& kingly throne, and they took his

« ven from the ſons of men, and his 
& heart was made like the beaſt's, and 
© his dwelling was with the wild 
s afles; they Rd him with graſs like 
* oxen, and his body was wet with 
& the dew of heaven, till he knew

* he wall. And thou, his fon, O 
& Relſhazzar, haſt not humbled thine 
& heart, though thou knoweſt all 
this: but haſt liſted up thyſelf a- 
& cainſt the Lord of heaven; and 
= Nos have brought the veſlels of 
his houſe before thee, and thou 
„and thy lords, thy wives and thy 
& concubines have drank wine in 
| «them; and thou haſt praiſed the 

gods of filver and geld, of braſs, 
iron, wood, and ſtone, which ſec 
* not, nor hear, nor know; and the 
God in whole hand thy breath is, 
and whoſe are all thy ways, haſt 
thou not glorifed.” 

Then was the part of the hand 
ſent from him, and this writing was 
written. And this zs the writing that 
was written; MENE, ME NE, 
TEK EL, UPHARSIN. This 
is the interpretation of the thing: 
MEN E; God hath numbered thy 
kingdom, and finiſhed it. TEK EL; 
thou are weighed in the balances, 
and art Ta, wanting.

Then Belſhazzar commanded, and 
they clothed Daniel with ſcarlet, 
and put a chain' of gold about his 
neck; and made a proclamation con- 
cerning him, that he ſhould be the 
third ruler in the kingdom, 
night was Belſhazzar the king of

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the Chaldeans ſlain, And Darius 
the Median took the kingdom, be- 
ing about threeſcore and two years

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Daniel's preferment. He is caſt into the 
den of lions, and ſaued. 
1 pleaſed Darius to ſet over the 

kingdom an hundred and twenty 
princes, who ſhould be over the 
whole kingdom; and over theſe, 
three . of whom Danicl 
was firſt: that the princes might give 
accounts unto them, and the king 
ſhould have no damage. Then this 
Daniel was preferred above the pre- 
ſidents and princes, becauſe an ex- 
cellent ſpirit was in him; and the 
king thought to ſet him over the 
whole realm. | 
Then the preſidents and princes 
ſought to find occaſion againſt Daniel 
concerning the kingdom; but they 
could find no occahon nor fault; 
foraſmuch as he was faithful, neither 
was there any error or fault found in 
him. Then ſaid theſe men; We 
ſhall not find any occaſion againſt 
this Daniel, except we find it againſt 
him concerning the law of his God. 

Then theſe preſidents and princes 
aſſembled together to the king, and 
ſaid thus unto him, © King Darius, 
live ſor ever! All the preſidents of 
* the kingdom, the governors, and 
the princcs, the counſellors, and 
the captains have conſulted toge- 
„ther to eſtabliſh a royal ſtatute, 
and to make a frm decree, that 
80 whoſocver ſhall aſk a petition of 
* any god or man for thirty days, 
| + fave of thee, O king, he ſhall be 
* caſt into the den of lions, Now, 
„O king! eſtabliſh the decree, and 
* ſign the writing, that it be not 
* changed; according to the law of 
*the Medes and Perſians, which al- 
j © tercth not.” Wherefore king 
Darius ſigned the writing and the

Now when Daniel knew that th 
writing was hgned, he went into his

a day, ity rayed, arid gave thanks 
before his God, as he did aforetime. 
Then theſe men aſſembled, and 
found Damiet praying and making 
ſupplication before his God. Then 
they came near, and ſpake before 
the king concerning the king's de- 
cree; © Haſt thou not wed a de- 
« cree, that every man that ſhall aſk 
« petition of any god or man within 
„thirty days, ſave of thee, O king, 
& ſhall be caſt into the den of lions?” 
The king anſwered and ſaid, The 
thing is true, according to the law 
64 of the Medes and Perſians, which 
& altereth not.” Then they anſwer- 
cd and ſaid before the king, That 
& Daniel, who tis of the children of

© not thee, O king! nor the decree 
e that thou haſt ſigned, but maketh 
his petition three times a day.” 
Then the king, when he heard 
thefe words, was ſore diſpleaſed with 
himſelf, and ſet his heart on Daniel 
to deliver him; and he laboured till 
the going down of the ſun to deliver 
him. Then theſe men aſſembled 
unto the king, and ſaid unto the 


king, © Know, O king, that the law 
of the Medes and Perſians ig, that 


no decree or ſtatute which the 
king eſtabliſneth, may be chang- 
© ed,” Then the king 5 
and they brought Daniel, and caſt 


him into the den of lions. Nowthe 


king ſpake and faid unto Daniel, 


Thy God whom thou ſerveſt conti- 
nually, He will deliver thee, And 
a ſtone was brought and laid upon 
the mouth of the den, and the king 
fealed it with his own fignet, and 
with the ſignet of his lords; that the 
purpoſe might not be changed con- 
cerning Daniel. | 

Then the king went to his palace, 
and paſſed the night faſting; neithex 
were inſtruments of muſe brought 
before him, and his fleep-went from 
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him. Then the king aroſe very poly 
in the morning, and went in haſte 
unto the den of lions. And when 
he came to the den, he cried with a 
lamentahle voice unto Daniel; and 
the King ſpake and faid to Daniel, 
*O Daniel, ſervant of the living 
God! is thy God whom thou ſerv- 
** eſt continually able to deliver thee 
«from the lions?” Then faid Daniel 
unto the king, „O King, live for 
* ever: My God hath ſent his angel, 
* and hath ſhut the lions' mouths, 
* that they have not hurt me: foral- 
* much as before him innocency was 
found in me; and allo before thee, 
„O king, have L done no hurt,” 

Then was the king exceeding glad 
for him, and commanded that they 
ſhould take Daniel up out of the 
den. 'So Daniel was taken up out 
of the den, and no manner of hurt 
was found upon him,. becauſe: he 
believed in his God. And the king 
commanded, and they brought thoſe 
men who had accuſed Daniel, and 
they caſt into the den of lions, them, 
their children, and their wives; and 
the lions had the maſtery of them, 
and brake all their bones in pieces 
before they came at the bottom of 
the den. 

Then king Darius wrote unto-all 
people, nations, and languages that 
dwell in all the earth; 
peace be multiplied unto you. 
l make'a decree that, in every 
* dominion of my king, men 
*tremble and fear before the God 
* of Daniel; for he tis the livin 
God, and ſtedſaſt for ever, and his

And the diſciples came, and ſaid 
unto him, Why ſpeakeſt thou unto 
them in parables?”

given unto you to know the myſte-

* to them it 1s not given. For who- 
e ſoever hath, to him ſhall be given,

„do ſhew forth themſelves in him.“ 
For Herod had laid hold on John, 
ut him in priſon 
for Herodias's fake 2 brother Phi- 
lip's wife: for John ſaid unto him, 
& It is not lawful for thee to have 
her: 
And when he would have put 
him to death, he feared the multi- 
tude; becauſe they counted him as a 
prophet. But when Herod's birth- 
day was kept, the daughter of He- 
rodias danced before them, and 
pleaſed Herod: whereupon he pro- 
miſed with an oath to give her what- 
ſoever ſhe would aſk. 

And ſhe, being before inſtructed 
by her mother, ſaid, Give me here 
“John Baptiſt's head in a charger 
*(41).” And the king was forry; 
nevertheleſs for the oath's ſake, and 
them who fat with him at meat, he 
commanded it to be given her. And 
he ſent, and beheaded John in the 
priſon: and his head was brought in 
a charger, and given to the dam» 
fel; and ſhe brought it to her mo- 
ther. ö | 
And his difciples came and took 
, | up the body, and buried it, and wen

Jeſus went forth, and faw a 
great multitude, and was moved with 
compaſſion toward them; and he 
healed their fick. And when it was

But he aniwered and faid unto 
them, © Why do ye alſo tranſgreſs

But ye ſay, Whoſoever ſhall ſay to

free. Thus have ye made the com- 
« mandment of God of no effect by 
—— AA 
e hypocrites, well did Ifaiah 
« prophely of you, ſaying, This peo- 
« ple draweth nigh unto me with 
their mouth, and honoureth me 
e with their lips; but their heart is 
far from me. But in vain do they 
* worſhip me, teaching for dottrines 
the commandments of men.” 
And He called the multitude, and 
faid unto them, Hear, and under- 
* ſtand! Not that which goeth into 
as the mouth defileth a man; but that 
„% which cometh out of the mouth, 
«this defileth a man.” Then came 
his diſciples, and faid urito him,

Then ſhe came and worſhipped 
him, ſaying, © Lord, help me!” But

And Jeſus anſwered and {aid unto 
him, * Bleffed art thou, Simon-Bar- 
* zona; for fleſh and blood hath not 
{© revealed it unto thee, but Fa- 
ther who is in heaven. And I fay 
** alſo unto thee, That thou art Pe- 
*ter (42), and upon this rock I will 


* hell ſhall not prevail agatuſt it. 
And wilt give unto thee the keys 
„of the kingdom of heaven: and 
© whatfoever thou ſhalt bindon earth 
„ ſhall be bound in heaven; and 


earth ſhall be loofed in heaven.“ 
Then He charged his diſctples, that 
they ſhould tell no man that He was

A D after fix days Jefas taketh 

1 Peter, James, aud John his 
brother, and bringethi them up into 
u high mountain apart, — Was 
Mu SO before them; and his 
face did ſhine as the ſun, and his rai- 
ment was White as the light. And 
behold, there appeared unto them 
Moſes and Elijah talking with him. 
Then Peter anſwered, and ſaid unto 
Jeſus, Lord, it is good for us to be 
« here: if thou wilt, let us make 
* here three tabernacles; one for 
* thee, and one ſor Moles, and one 

© for Elijah.“ 

While he yet ſpoke, bchold, a 
bright cloud overſhadowed them; 
and behold, a voice out of the cloud, 
which ſaid, This is my beloved 
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Son, in whom J am well pleaſed: 
hear ye Him!” And when the dif. 
ciples heard it they fell on their 
faces, and were fore afraid. And 
Jeſus came and touched them, and

mountain, Be thou removed, and 
be thou caſt into the ſea; it ſhall

And when. he was come into the 
temple, the chict prieſts and the 
Elders of the people came unto him 
as he was teaching, and ſaid, © By 
„What authority doeſt thou theſe 
things? and who gave thee this 


authority? And jeſus anfwered 


and ſaid unto them, I alſo will aſk 
# you one thing, which if ye tell me, 
J will likewiſe tell you by what

2 Jeſus anſwered, and ſpake 

unto them by parables, and 

ſaid, © The kingdom of heaven (33) 

„is like unto a certain king who 

* made a marriage for his fon; and 

© ſent forth his ſervants to call tkem 

* that were bidden to the wedding; 

und they would not come. Again 

© he ſent forth other ſervants, ſay- 
33) That is, The Goſpel diſpenſa-

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„ing, Tell them who are bidden, 
* Behold, I have prepared my din- 
* ner; my oxen and my fatlings are 
„Killed, and all things are ready: 
come unto the marriage. But they 
* made light of i, and went their 
* way, one to his farm, another to 
* his merchandiſe, And the reſt 
took his ſervants, and treated them 
* ſpitcfully and ſlew them. | 
But when the king heard thereof, 
„he was wroth; and he ſent forth 
his armies, and deſtroyed thoſe 
* murderers, and burned up their 
„city. Then faith he to his ſer- 
* vants, The wedding is ready; but 
*they who were bidden were not 
* worthy. Go ye therefore into the 
* high-ways, and as many as ye ſhall 
find bid to the marriage. thoſe 
* ſervants went out into the high 
* ways, and gathered together all as 
6 I as they found, both bad and 
* good; and the wedding was ſur- 
e niſned with gueſts. | 
* And when the king came in to 
* ſee the gueſts, he ſaw there a man 
* who had not on a wedding-gar- 
* ment; and he faith unto him, 
Friend, how cameſt thou in hither 
„not havi g a wedding-garment p 
* and he was ſpeechleſs. Then ſaid 
* the king to the ſervants, Bind him 
* hand and foot, and take him away, 
and caſt him into outer darkneis; 
there ſhall be weeping and gnaſh- 
ing of teeth. For many are called 
but few are choſen.” a 
Then the Phariſces went, and took 
counſel how they might entangle 
him in x talk. And they ſent out 
unto him their diſciples, with the 
Herodians, ſaying, © Maſter, we 
tt know that thou art true, and teach- 
* eſt the way of God in truth, nei- 
© ther careſt thou for any man; for 
thou regardeſt not the perſon of 
© men. Tell us therefore, What 
* thinket thou? Is it lawful to give 
tribute unto Ceſar, or not?” © 
But Jeſus perceived their wicked- 
neſs, and ſaid, Why tempt ye me, 
2b 4 * 
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&« ye hypocrites? ſhew me the tribute - 
money.“ And they brought unto 
him a penny. And he ſaith unto 
them, Whoſe is this image and ſu- 
« perſcription? They ſay unto him, 
« Ceſar's. Then faith he unto them, 
% Render therefore unto Ceſar the 
« things which are Ceſar's; and unto 
God the things that are God's.“ 
When they had heard theſe words, 
they marvelled, and left him, and 
Went their way, 

The ſame day came to him the 
Sadducees, who ſay that there is no 
reſurrection, and aſked him, ſaying, 
% Maſter! Moſes ſaid, If a man die, 
« having no children, his brother 
« ſhall marry his wife, and raiſc up 
« ſeed unto his brother (54). Now 
« there were with us ſeven brethren; 
«© and the firſt, when he had marri- 
«ed a wiſe, deceaſed, and having 
no iſſue, left his wife unto his bro- 
«ther: likewiſe the ſecond alſo, and 
the third, unto the ſeventh. And 
« laſt of all the woman died alſo. 
Therefore in the reſurrection, 
« whoſe wife ſhall ſhe be of the 
« ſeven? for they all had her.“ 

eſus anſwered and ſaid unto, 
them, © Ye do err, not knowing the 
« ſcriptures, nor the power of God, 
For in the reſurrection they nei- 
« ther marry, nor are given in mar- 
© riage; but are as the angels of God 
in heaven, But as touching tke 
« reſurreQion of the dead, have ye 
not read that which was ſpoken 
* unto you by God, ſaying, I am the 
« God of Abraham, and the God of 
« Iſaac, and the God of Jacob?” 
« God is not the God of the dead. 
« but of the living,” And when the 
multitude heard this, they were aſto 
Z OO. 
But when the Phariſees had heard 
that he had put the Sadducces to ſi- 
ence, they were gathered together, 
Then one of them who was ves 


aſked him a queſtion, tempting him,.

and ſaying; © Maſter, which is the 
great commandment in the law?” 
Jeſus ſaid unto him, “ Thou ſhalt 
* love the Lord thy God with all

and with all thy mind. This is the 
* firſt and great commandment. And 
* the ſecond is like unto it, Thou 
* ſhalt love thy neighbour as thyſelf. 


On theſe two commandments hang 


* ail the law and the prophets.” 
While the Phariſees were gather- 

ed together, Jeſus aſked them, ſay- 

ing, What think ye of Chriſt? 

* Whoſe Son is he?” They ſay unto 

him, The jon of David.” He faith 

unto them, How then doth David 

„in ſpirit call him Lord, faying, 

“The Lond ſaid unto my Lord, Sit 

thou on my right hand, till I make 

*thine enemies thy footſtool?” If 

5 David then call him Lord, how is 

* he his Son?” And no man was able 

to anſwer him a word, neither durſt 

any man from that day forth aſk him 

any more gueſttons (35).

The deſt ruc- 
tion of Jeruſalem foretold 

5 HEN Jeſus ſpake to the multi- 

tude, and to his diſciples, ſay- 
ing, * The ſcribes and the Phariſees 

„„ fit in Moles's ſeat: All therefore 

** whatſoever they bid you obſerve, 

*that obſerve and do; but do not ye 

after their works: for they ſay, and 

* do not, For they bind heavy bur- 

* dens and grievous to be borne, and 

lay them on men's ſhoulders; but 

they themſelves will not move them 

* with one of their fingers, 

* But all their works they do to be 
ke broad 

their phylacteries, and enlarge the 
borders of their garments, and love 

* the uppermoſt rooms at feaſts, and 

* the chief ſeats in the ſynagogues,

* whoſoever ſhall ſwear by the gold 
* of the temple, he is a debtor. Ye 
* fools, and blind! for whether is 
* greater, the gold, or the temple 
that ſan&ifieth the gold? And 
© whoſoever ſhall ſwear by the altar, 
*1t is nothing; but whoſoever ſwear- 
*cth by the gift that is upon it, he is 
* guilty. Ye fools, and blind! for 
* whether is greater, the gilt, or the 
* altar that ſancti fieth the giſt. 
Wholo therefore ſhall {wear by 
*the altar, ſweareth by it, and by all

Fathers; the laſt is commonly applied to 


Monks by the papiſts. 
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„things thereon. And whoſo ſhall 


„ ſwear by the temple, ſweareth by 
* it, and by him that dwelleth there- 
*m, And he that ſhall ſwear by 
© heaven, ſweareth by the throne 
* of God, and by him that fitteth 
* thereon, 

Wo unto you, {cribes and Pha- 
* rilees, hypocrites! for ye pay 
© tithe of mint, and aniſe, and cum- 
min, and have omitted the weigh- 
* tier matters of the law, judgement, 
* mercy, and faith: theſe ought 
to have done, and not to leave t 
* other undone, Ye blind guides! 
© who ſtrain out a gnat, and ſwal- 
« low a camel. Wo unto you, ſcribes 
and Phariſees, hypocrites! for 
make clean the outſide of the cup 
and of the platter; but within th 
*arc full of extortion and exc 
Tou blind Phariſce! cleanſe firſt 
that which ts within the cup and 
platter, that the outſide of them 
may be clean allo, : 

& Wo unto you, ſcribes and Phari- 
* ſees, hypocrites! for ye are like - 
8 whites ſepulchres, which indeed 
appear beautiful outward, but are 
© within full of dead men's bones and 
* of all uncleanneſs. Even ſo ye 
* allo outwardly appear righteous 
(6 _ men; — within, ye are full 
* of hypocriſy and iniquity, 

as as you 2 and Pha- 
* riſees, hypocrites! becauſe ye build 
5: the tombs of the prophets, and gar- 
* niſh the ſepulchres of the righte- 
* ous, and fay, If we had been in 
the days of our fathers, we would 
not have been partakers with them 
„in the blood of the prophets. 
* Wherefore" yc are witneſſes unto 
« yourſelves, that ye are the children 
of them who killed the prophets. 
Fill ye up then the meaſure ——— 
fathers; ye ſerpents, ye generation 
* of vipers! how can ye eſcape the 
* damnation of hell? 

* Wherefore behold, I ſend unto 
** you prophets, and wiſe men, and 


F ſcribes; and ſome of them ye ſhall 


6 kill 
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* kill and crucify; and ſome of them 
* {hail ye ſcourge in your fynagogues, 
and perſecute them from city to city. 
* That upon you may come all the 
* righteous blood ſhed upon the 
& earth from the blood of righteous 
& Abel unto the blood of Zacharias 
*ſon of Barachias, whom ye flew 
between the temple and the altar, 
* Verily I fay unto you, All theſe 
„things ſhall come upon this gene- 
& ration. 

* © Jeruſalem, Jeruſalem! thou 
*thatkilleſt the prophets, and ſton- 
© eft them who are ſent unto thee, 
* how. often would I have gathered 
thy children together, even as a 
* hen gathereth her chickens under 
© her wings, and ye would not! Be- 
* hold, your houſe is left unto you 
& deſolate! For I ſay unto you, Ye 
© ſhall not fee me awry till ye 
Mall fay, Bleſſed is he that cometh 
in the name of the Lord.” | 

CH AP. XXIV. | 
The deſtrudtion of the temple foretold. Of 

Oris coming to judgement. 

A D Jeſus went out, and de- 
parted from the temple; and 

His diſciples came to him to ſhew him 
the buildings of the temple. And 
Jeſus ſaid unto them, © See ye not 
all theſe things? Verily 1 fay unto 
© you, There ſhall not be left here 
one ftone upon another, that ſhall 
5 not be thrown down.” | 
And as he fat upon the mount of 
Olives, the diſciples came unto him 
ivately, ſaying, © Tell us, when 

e ſhall theſe things be? and what 
ten all be the ſign of thy coming, and 
* of the end of the world?” And 
Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto them, 
* Take heed that no man deceive 
«you: for many ſhall come in my 
*name, ſaying, I am Chriſt; and 
6 ſhall deceive many. And ye ſhall 
* hear of wars, and rumours of wars; 
e ſee that ye be not troubled: for al! 
& theſe things muſt come to pals; bu! 
the end” is not yet, For nation 
$ ſhall riſe againſt nation, and king- 
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* dom againſt kingdom; and there 
* ſhall be famines, and peftilences, 
* and earthquakes in divers places, 
All theſe are the beginning of for. 
ros. 

Then ſhall they deliver you up 
* to be aſflifted, and ſhall kill you; 
„and ye ſhall be hatcd by all nati. 
ons, for my name's ſake (57). And 
then ſhall many be offended, and 
* ſhall betray one another, and ſhall 
hate one another. And many fall: 
* prophets ſhall rife, and ſhall de- 
* cerve many. And becauſe iniquity 
* ſhall abound, the love of many 
* ſhall wax cold: But he that ſhall 
* endure unto the end, the ſame 
* ſhall be faved. And this Goſpel 
* of the kingdom ſhall be preached 


in all the world for a witneſs unto 


*all nations; and then ſhall the end 


* come. 


When ye therefore ſhall ſee the 
* abomination of deſolation, ſpoken 


of by Daniel the prophet, ſtanding 


in the holy place, (Whoſo readcth, 


“* let him fan then let them 


* who are in ſudea flee unto the 
mountains. Let him who is on 
* the houſe- top not come down to 
*take any thing out of his houſe : 
Neither let him who is in the field 
* return back to take his clothes. 
„And wo unto them that are with 
child, and to them that give fuck 
in thoſe days (38)! but pray ye that 
your flight be not in the winter, 
nor on the ſabbath- day. 

For then ſhall be great tribula- 
* tion, ſuch as was not finct the be- 
*oinning of the world to this time, 
* no, nor ever ſhall be. And ex. 
* cept thoſe days ſhould be ſhorten- 
ed, there ſhould no fleſh be ſaved: 
but for the elect's ſake thoſe days 
* ſhall be ſhortened, Then if any 
* man ſhall ſay unto you, Lo, here

& ſhaken. - And then ſhall appear 
the ſign of the Son of man in hea- 
„ven; and then ſhall all the tribes 
© of the earth mourn, and they ſhall 
ſee the Son of man coming in the 
* clouds of heaven with power 
*and great glory. And he ſhall 
*ſend his angels with a great ſound 
of a trumpet, and they ſhall gather 
* together bis ele& from the four

No learn a parable of the fig- 

*tree; When its branch 1s yet ten-

*the doors, Verily, I ſay unto you,

ut of that day and hour know- 
eth no man, no not the angels of 
heaven, but my Father only, But;

CHAP, XXVL 


The rulers conſpire againſt Chriſt. Fudas 
felleth kim. Chriſt eateth the pafſover. 
He is betrayed by Judas. | 


ND it came to paſs, when je- 
ſus kad finiſhed all theſe ſay- 
ings, he ſaid unto his diſciples, © Ye 
+ know that after two days is the feaft 
* the paſſover, and the fon of man 
is betrayed to be crucified.” Then 
aſſembled together the chief prieſts, 
and the ſcribes and the elders of the 
people, unto the palace of the high 
prieſt, who was called Caiaphas; 
and conlulted that they might take 
Jeſus by ſubtilty, and kill im. But 
they ſaid, Not on the feaſt- day, leſt 
there be an uproar among the people. 
| Now when Jeſus was in Bethany, 
in the houſe of Simon the leper, 
there came unto him a woman hav- 
ing an alabaſter-box of very precious 
ointment, and poured it on his head 
as he fat at meat.

Then one of the twelve, called 
Judas Iſcariot, went unto the chief 
prieſts, and ſaid wnto them, What

him unto you?” And they cove- 
nanted with him for thirty pieces of 
filver (62). And from that time 
he fought opportunity to betray him. 
No on the firſt day of the feaſt of 
unleavened bread, the diſciples came 
to Jeſus, faying unto him, Where 
& wilt thou that we prepare for thee 
«to cat the — And he ſaid, 
Go into the city to ſuch a man, and

Now when the evening was come, 
he ſat down with the twelve.

And they were ex- 
ceeding ſorrowful, and began 2 
one of them to ſay unto him, © Lord, 
* is it IP” And he anſwered and 
faid, © He that dippeth his hand with

&as it is written of him; but wo 
* unto that man by whom the Son of 
man is betrayed! it had been good 
for that man if he had not been 
* born.” Then Judas, who betrayed 
him, anſwered, and laid, © Maſter, 
is it I?”

And as they were cating, Jcſus 
took bread, and bleſſed it, and brake 
it, and gave it to the diſciples, and 
faid, „Take, eat: this is my bo- 
dy (63).” And he took the cup,

diſciples. 

Then cometh fſeſus with them 
unto a place called Gethſemant, and 
faith unto the diſciples, © Sit ye here, 
while I go and pray yonder.” And 
he took with him Peter, and the 
two fons of Zebedee, and began to 
be ſorrowful and very heavy. Then 
faith he unto them, © My foul is ex-

© tarry ye here and watch with me.” 

And he went a little farther and 
fell on his ſace and prayed, ſaying,

field to bury ſtrangers in. here- 
fore that field was called, The 
held of blood, unto this day. Then

Barabbas, or 
ſeſus who is called Chriſt?” (For 
he knew that for envy they had de- 
livered him.) 

When hewasſetdownon the judge- 
ment-ſcat his wife ſent unto him, ſay- 
ing, Have thou nothing to do wich 
that juſt man; for I have ſuffered 
* many things this day in a dream, 
** becauſe of him.“ 

But the chief prieſts and elders 
perſuaded. the multitude that they 
ſhould aſk Barabbas, and deſtroy Je. 
lus, The governor anſwered and

They ſaid, © Barabbas.” Pilate faith 
unto them, What ſhall I do then 
te with Jeſus who is called Chriſt ?” 
They all fay unto him, © Let him be 
e crucified!”

But they cried out the more, ſaying, 
Let him be crucified?“ 

When Pilate ſaw that he could 
prevail nothing, but that rather a tu- 
mult was made; he took water and 
waſhed his hands before the multi- 
tude, ſaying, © I am innocent of the 
blood of this juſt perſon: ſee ye to 
©:t1” Then pa om? all the people, 
and ſaid, His blood be on us, and 
eon our children!” 

Then he releaſed Barabbas unto 
them; and, when he had ſcourged 
Jelus, he delivered him to be cruci- 
fied, Then the ſoldiers of the go- 
vernor took Jeſus into the common 
hall, and gathered unto him the 
whole band of foldiers; and they ſtrip- 
ped him, and put on him. a ſcarlet 
robe. And when they had platted a 
crown of thorns, they put it upon 
his head, and a reed (96) in his right 
hand; and they bowed the knee 
before him, and mocked him, ſay- 
ing, © Hail, King of the Jews!” 
And they ſpit upon him, and took

But 
Simon's wife's mother lay ſick of a 
fever; and anon they tell him of her. 
And he came and took her by the 
hand, and lifted her up; and im- 
 mediately the fever left her, and ſhe 
miniſtered unto them, 

And in the evening, when the ſun 
did ſet (75), they brought unto him all 


(76) That is, When the ſabbath was 
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that were diſeaſed, and them that 
were poſſeſſed with devils, And all 
the city was gathered together at the 
door, And he healed many that 
were ſick of divers diſeaſes, and caſt 
out many devils; and ſuffered not 
the devils to ſpeak, becauſe they 
knew him, 

And in the morning, riſing up a 
great while before day, he went out, 
and departed into a ſolitary place, 
and there prayed, And Simon, and 
they that were with him, followed 
aſter him; and when they had found 
him, they faid unto him, All men 
e ſeek for thee.” And he faid unto 
them, © Let us go into the next 
* towns, that I may preach there 
“ alſo; for therefore came I forth.“ 
And he preached in their ſynagogues 
— all Galilee, and caſt out 

evils. 


And there came a leper to him, 


beſeeching him, and kneeling down 
to him, and ſaying unto him, If 
*thou wilt, thou canſt make me 
*clean.” And Jeſus, moved with 
compaſſion, put forth his hand, and 
touched him, and ſaith unto him, 
“1 will; be thou clean!” And as 
ſoon as he had ſpoken, immediately 
the leproſy departed from him, and 
he was cleanſed, 

And he ſtraitly charged him, and 
forthwith ſent him away; and ſaith 
unto him, © See thou ſay nothing to 
* any man: but go thy way, ſhew 
„ thyſelf to the prieſt, and offer for 
5 2 cleanſing thoſe things which 
+ Moſes commanded, for a teſtimony 
* unto them.” But he went out and 
began to publiſh it much, and to 
blaze abroad the matter; inſomuch 
that Jeſus could no more openly enter 
into the city, but was. without in de- 
ſert places; and they came to him 
from every quarter. by 7,

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AF D again he entered into Ca- 
. pernaum after ſome days; and 
it was noiſed that he was in the houſe:

much as about the door; and he 
preached the word unto them. 

And they come unto him, bring- 
ing one ſick of the pally, who was 
borne by four. And when they could 
not comenigh unto him for the prels, 
[or croud] they uncovered the roof 
where he was; and when they had 
broken it up, they let down the bed 
wherein the ſick of the pally lay. 
When Jeſus ſaw their faith, he ſaid 
unto the ſick of the palſy, Son, 
thy ſins are forgiven thee.” 

But there were certain of theſcribes 
ſitting there, and reaſoning in their 
hearts, Why doth this man thus 
« ſpeak blaſphemies? who can for- 
give fins but God only?” And im- 
mediately, when Jeſus perceived in 
his ſpirit that they ſo reaſoned with- 
in themſelves, he ſaid unto them, 
* Why reaſon ye theſe oP in your 
“hearts? whether is it eaſier to ſay 
to the ſick of the palſy, Thy fins are 
e forgiven thee; or to ſay, Ariſe, and 
take up thy bed, and walk? 
But that ye may know that the 

Son of man hath power on earth 
 *to forgive fins,” — He faith to the 
ſick of the pally, “I ſay unto thee, 
* Ariſe, and take up thy bed, and go 
«thy way into thine houſe!” And 
immediately he aroſe, took up the 
bed, and went forth before them 
all; inſomuch that they were all a- 
mazed, and, glorified God, ſaying, 
„We never {aw it on this faſhion 
6 (76). . 

And he went forth again by the 
ſea-fide; and all the multitude reſort- 
ed unto him, and he taught them. 
And as he paſſed by, he ſaw Levi 
the ſon of Alpheus fitting at the re- 
ceipt of cuſtom, and Fai unto him, 


. (76) Or, We never ſaw any thing 
ke this, 
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&« Follow me!” And he aroſe, and 
followed him, 

And it came to paſs, that as Jeſus 
ſat at meat in his houſe, many publi- 
cans and ſinners fat alſo oaths with 
Jeſus and his diſciples; for there 
were many, and they followed him. 
And when the ſcribes and Phariſees 
ſaw him eat with publicans and ſin- 
ners, they ſaid unto his diſciples, 
Hou is it that he eateth and drink- 
* eth with publicans and ſinners?” 
When Jeſus heard it, he faith unto 
them, They that are whole have 
*no need of the phyſician, hut they 
that are ſick; I came not to call the 
© righteous, but ſinners, to repent- 
© ance,” 

And the diſciples of John arid of 
the Phariſees uſed to faſt. And they 
come and ſay unto him, Why do 
the diſciples of John and of the 
* Phariſees faſt, but thy diſciples faſt 
* not?” And Jeſus ſaid unto them, 
Canthe children of the bride-cham- 
ber faſt while the bridegroom is 
„with them? as long as they have 
* the bridegroom with them, the 
cannot fait, But the days will 
* come when the bridegroom ſhall 
* be taken away from them, and 
then ſhall they faſt in thoſe days. 

No man allo ſeweth a piece of 
*new cloth on an old garment; 
*elſe the new piece that filled it up 
* taketh away from the old, and the 
* rent is made worſe. And no man 
* putteth new wine into old bottles; 
* elſe the new wine doth burſt the 
bottles, and the wine is ſpilled, 
and the bottles will be marred: but 
© new wine muſt be put into new 
bottles.“ a 5 

And it came to paſs, that He went 
through the corn- fields on the ſab- 
bath ; and his diſciples began, 
as they went, to pluck the ears of 
corn. And the Phariſees faid unto 
him, © Behold, why do they on the 
« ſabbath-day, that which is not law- 
„ful?“ And he faid unto them, 
& Have ye never read what David 
ce g did 
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& did when he had need and was 
hungry, he, and they that were 
«with im? How he went into the 
* houſe of God in the days of Abia- 
*thar the high-prieſt, and did eat 
-* theſhew-bread, which it is not law- 
ful to eat but for the prieſts, and 
6 gave alſo to them who were with 
«© him?” 

And he ſaid unto them, The ſab- 

© bath was made for man, and not 

* man for the ſabbath. Therefore 

the Son of man is Lord alſo of the

A D He entered again into the 

ſynagogue; and there was a man 
there who had a withered hand. 

And they watched him whether he 

would heal him on the ſabbath-day; 

that they might accuſe him. And 
he ſaith unto the man who had the 
withered hand, Stand forth.” And 
he faith unto them, Is it lawful to 

& do good on the ſabbath- days, or to 

do evil? to fave life, or to kill?” 

But they held their peace. And 

when he had looked round about on 

them with anger, being grieved for 
the hardneſs of their hearts, he faith 
unto the man, Stretch forth thine 

& hand.” And he ſtretched it out: 

and his hand was reſtored whole as 

the other. 

And the Phariſees went forth, 
and ftraightway took counſel with 
the Herodians againſt him, how they 
might deſtroy him. But Jeſus with- 
drew himſelf, with his diſciples, to 
the ſea; and a great multitude from 
Galilee followed him, and from Ju- 
dea, and from Jeruſalem, and from 
Idumea, and from beyond Jordan; 
and they about Tyre and Sidon, a 
great multitude, whenthey had heard 
what great things he did, came unto 
him. | 

And he ſpoke to his diſciples, that 

a {mall ſhip ſhould wait on kim, be- 
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cauſe of the multitude, leſt the 
ſhould throng him. For he had eat. 
ed many; — that they preſſed 
upon him to touch him, as many 
as had plagues. And unclean ſpirits, 
when they ſaw him, fell down be- 
fore him, and cried, ſaying, Thou 
* art the Son of God!” And he 
ſtraitly charged them, that they 
ſhould not make him known, 

And He goeth up into a mountain, 
and calleth unto him whom he 
would; and they came unto him. 
And he ordained twelve, that they 
ſhould be with him, and that he 
might ſend them forth to preach, 
— to have power to heal ane 
and to caſt out devils, And Simon 
he ſurnamed Peter. And James the 
fon of Zebedee, and John the bro- 
ther of James; and he ſurnamed 
them Boanerges, which 1s, The ſons 
of thunder, And Andrew, and Phi- 
lip, and Bartholomew, and Mat- 
thew, and Thomas, and James the 
ſon of Alpheus, and Thaddeus, and 
Simon the Canaanite, and Judas Iſ- 
cariot, who alſo betrayed him. 

And they went into an houſe: and 
the multitude come together again, 
fo that they could not ſo much as eat 
bread. And when his friends heard 
of it, they went out to lay hold on 
him; for they ſaid, He is beſide 
* himſelf (77).” 

And the ſcribes who came down 
from Jeruſalem, ſaid, He hath

And he called them unto him, and 
ſaid unto them in parables, © How 
can Satan caſt out Satan? And if 
* a kingdom be divided againſt itſelf, 
* that kingdom cannot ſtand : And 
*ifa houſe be divided againſt itſelf, 
* that houſe cannot ſtand. And if 
Satan riſe up againſt himſelf, and 
* be divided, he cannot ſtand, but 
* hath an end. No man can enter

N D He began again to teach 
by the lea de and there was 
athered unto him a great multitude, 
A that He entered into a ſhip, and 
ſat in the ſea; and the whole multi- 
tude was by the ſea on the land. 
And he taught them many things 
by parables, and ſaid unto them in 
his doctrine, © Hearken! Behold, 
© there went out a ſower to ſow: 
*and it came to paſs as he ſowed, 
*ſome fell by the way de, and the 
* fowls of the air came and devour- 
*edit up. And {ome fell on {tony 
2 . where it had not much 
earth; and immediately it ſprung 
* up, becauſe it had no depth of 
«earth, But when the ſun was up,

* hearts. And theſe are they like- 
* wiſe which are ſown on ſtony 
* sround; who, when they have 
* heard the word, immediately re- 
„ ceive it with gladneſs; and have 
no root in themſelves, and ſo en- 
* dure but for a time: afterward 
* when affliction or perſecution ariſ- 
*eth forthe word's ſake, immediate-

on a candleſtick ? for there is no- 
* thing hidden which ſhall not be 
* manifeſted; neither was any thing 
% kept ſecret but that it ſhould come 
« abroad. If any man have ears to 
hear, let him hear!” 

And he ſaid unto them, Take 
cc heed what ye hear! With what 
© meaſure ye mete, it ſhall be mea- 
** ſured to you; and unto you that 
i hear ſhall more be given. For he 

% that hath, to him mall be given; 
* and he that hath not, from him 
«* ſhall be taken even that which he 
hath.” 

And he ſaid, © So is the kingdom 
** of God, as if a man ſhould caſt 
* ſeed into the ground, and ſhould 

'* ſleep, and x" 4 night and day; 
„and the ſeed ſhould ſpring and 
„grow up, he knoweth not how. 
For the earth bringeth forth fruit 
« of itſelf; firſt the blade, then the 
« ear, after that the full corn in the 
* ear. But when the fruit is brought 
„forth, immediately he putteth in 
the ſickle, becauſe the harveſt is 
© come.” 

And he ſaid, Whereunto ſhall 
« we liken the kingdom of God? or 
& with what compariſon ſhall we 
compare it? It i like a grain of 
& muſtard-ſeed, which, when it is 
« ſown in the earth, is leſs than all 
the ſeeds that are in the earth. 
« But when it is ſown, it groweth 
«up, and becometh greater than all 
« herbs, and ſhooteth out great 
* branches; ſo that the fowls of the 
air may lodge under the ſhadow 
«of it.“ 

And with many ſuch parables. 
he ſpoke the word unto them, as they 
were able. to hear it, But without 
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a parable ſpoke he not unto them 
and when they were alone, he ex 
pounded all things to his diſciples. 
And the ſame day, when the even- 


ng was come, he faith unto them, 
« Let us 


als over unto the other 
* fide.” And when they had ſent 
away the multitude, they took him, 
even as he was in the ſhip. And 
there were alſo with him other little 
ſhips. 

And there aroſe a great ſtorm of 
wind, and the waves beat into the 
ſhip; fo that it was now full. And 
he was in the hinder part of the ſhip, 
aſleep on a pillow. And they awake 


him, and ſay unto him, “ Maſter! 


* careſt thou not that we periſh?” 
And he aroſe, and rebuked thewind, 
and ſaid unto the ſea, Peace! be 

6 ſtill!“ And the wind ceaſed, and 

there was a great calm. And he ſaid 

unto them, Why are ye ſo fearful? 

* How 1s it that ye have no faith?” 

And they feared exceedingly, and 

laid one to another, What manner 

* of man is this, that even the wind 

* and the ſea obey him!” 

CRAPTY, 

Chrift cafteth out the legion of devils, heals 
the bloody iſſue, and raiſes Fairus's 
daughter. * 

A* D they came over unto the 
other ſide of the ſea, into the 
country of the Gadarenes. And 
when He was come out of the ſhip, 
immediately there met him out of the 
tombs a man with an unclean ſpirit, 
who had his dwelling among the 
tombs; and no man could bind him, 
no not with chains. Becauſe that he 
had been often bound with fetters 
and chains, and the chains had been 
plucked aſunder by him, and the 
tetters' broken in pieces; neither 
could any man tame him. And al- 
ways night and day he was in the 
mountains and in the tombs, crying, 
ind cutting himſelf with ſtones, 
But when he ſaw leſus afar off, he 
ran and worſhipped him, and cried 


{with a loud voice, and ſaid, What 


& have 


* 
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« have I to do with 8 thou 
= of the moſt high God? I adjure 
«thee by God, that thou torment me 
« not!” (For He ſaid unto him, 
© Come out of the man, thou unclean 
& ſpirit!”) And Heaſked him, © What 
« ;; thy name?” And he anſwered, 
ſaying, “ My name is Legion; for 
© we are many.” And he beſought 
him much that he would not ſend 
him away out of the country. 

Now there was there, nigh unto 
the mountains, a great herd of {wine 
feeding; and all the devils beſought 
him, ſaying, © Send us into the ſwine, 
that we may enter into them.“ And 
forthwith Jcſus gave them leave. 
And the unclean ſpirits went out, 
and entered into the ſwine: and the 
herd ran violently down a ſteep place 
into the ſea, (they were about two 
thouſand,) and were choked in the 
ſea, And they that fed the ſwine 
fled, and told it in the city and in 
the country. 

And they went out to ſee what it 
was that was done: and they come 
. and ſee him that was poOſ- 
ſeſſed with the devil, and had the 
legion, ſitting and clothed, and in 
his right mind; and they were afraid. 
And they that ſaw it told them how 
it befel to him that was poſſeſſed 
with the devil, and alſo concerning 
the ſwine. And they began to pray 
him to depart out of their coaſts. 

And when he was come into the 
ſhip, he that had been poſſeſſed with 
the devil prayed him that he might! 
be with him. Howbeit, Jeſus ſuffer- 
ed him not; but faith unto him, © Go 
home to thy friends, and tell them 
* how. great things the Lord hath 
done 2 thee, and hath had com- 
. omen on thee.” And he depart- 
ed, and began to publiſh in Deca- 
polis how great things Jeſus had 
done for him. And all men did 
marvel. | 

And when Jeſus had paſſed over 
again by ſhip unto the other fide, 
much people gathered unto him; 
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and he was nigh unto the ſea. And 


behold, there cometh one of the 
rulers of the ſynagogue, Jairus by 
name; and when he ſaw him, he 
fell at his feet, and beſought him 
greatly, ſaying, © My little I hter 
* lieth at the point of death: I pray 
* thee, come, and lay thy hands on 
© her, that ſhe may be healed; and 
* ſhe ſhall live.” And 7efus went 
with him, and much people Tollow 
ed him, and thronged him. 4 
And a certain woman who had 
an iſſue of blood twelve years; and 
had ſuffered many things from many 
hyſicians, and had ſpent all that ſhe 
had, and was nothing bettered, but 
rather grew worſe; when ſhe had 
heard of Jeſus, came in the preſs 
or croud | behind, and touched his 
garment. For ſhe ſaid, If I may 
touch but his clothes, I ſhall be 
whole. And ſtraightway the foun- 
tain of her blood was dried up; and 
ſhe felt in her body that ſhe was heal- 
ed of her plague. e \ 
And Jeſus, immediately knowing 
in himſelf that virtue had gone out 
of him, turned him about in the 
preſs, and faid, * Who touched my 
clothes ? And his diſciples ſaid 
unto him, “ Thou ſeeſt the multi- 
* tude thronging thee, and ſayeſt 
* thou, Who touched me?” d 
te looked round about to ſee her that 
had done this thing, But the wo- 
man fearing and trembling, know- 
ing what was done in her, came, and 
fell down before him, and told him 
all the truth. And he ſaid unto her, 
Daughter, thy faith hath made thee 
* whole; go in peace, and be whole 
* of thy plague!” | | 
While he yet ſpake, there came 
from the ruler of the fynagogue's 
houfe certain who ſaid, © Thy daugh- 
ter is dead: why troubleſt thou the 
* maſter any iarther?” As ſoon as 
Jeſus heard the word that was ſpok- 
en, he faith unto the ruler of the 
ſynagogue, © Be not afraid; only 


[ OR” And he ſuffered no man to 


follow 
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follow him, fave Peter and James, 
and John the brother of James. 
And he cometh to the houſe of 
the ruler of the ſynagogue, and ſeeth 
the tumult, and them that wept and 
wailed greatly. And when he was 
come in, he faith unto them, Why 
make ye this ado, and weep? the 
mw damfel is not dead, but ſleepeth.“ 
And they laughed him to ſcorn. But 
When he had put them all out, he 
taketh the father and the mother of 
the damſel, and them that were With 
him, and entereth in where the dam- 
ſel was lying. And he took the dam- 
Fel by the hand, and faid unto her, 
TTALITHA, CUN1; Which is, being 
bc interpreted, Damſel, (I ſay unto 
© thee) ariſe!” | 
And ftraightway the damſel aroſe, 
and walked; for the was of the age of 
twelve years. And they were aſto- 
miſhed with a great aſtoniſhment. 
And he charged them ftraitly, that 
no man ſhould know it; and com- 
manded that ſomething ſhould be 
given her to eat. 
CHAP. VI. | 
Chriſt is contemned by tus countrymen.

A ND he went out from thence, 
and came into his own coun- 
try; and his diſciples followed him. 
And when the fabbath-day was

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but in his own country, and among 


* his own kindred, and in his own 
* houſe,” And he could there do Yo 
mighty works, ſave that he laid his 
hands upon a few fick folks, and 
healed them. And he marvelled be- 
cauſe of their unbelief. And he 
went round about the villages, teach- 
ing, 
And he calleth unto him the 
twelve, and began to ſend them forth 
by two and two; and gave them 
mee over unclean ſpirits, 
e commanded them, that they ſhould 
take nothing for their journey, fave 
a ſtaff only; no ſcrip, no bread, no 
money in their purſe: but be ſhod 
with ſandals; and not put on two 
coats. 
And he ſaid unto them, © In what 
e place ſoever ye enter into a houſe, 
© there abide till ye depart from that 
* place. And whoſoever ſhall not 
* receive you nor hear you, when ye 
* depart thence, ſhake off the duſt 
* under your feet for a teſtimony 
* againſt them. Verily I ſay unto 
* you, It ſhall be more tolerable for 
Sodom and Gomorrha in the day 


[of judgement than ſor that city,” 


And they went out, and preached 
that men ſhould repent. T5 they 
caſt out many devils, and anointed 
with oil many that were lick; and 
healed them. | 

And king Herod heard of Jeſus; 
for his name was ſpread abroad: and 
he ſaid, That John the Baptiſt was 
riſen from the dead, and therefore 
mighty works do ſhew forth them- 
ſelves in him. Others ſaid, That 
it is Elijah; and others ſaid, That it 
is a * or as one of the pro- 
phets. But when Herod heard tere. 
of he ſaid, „It is John whom I be. 
* headed; he is riſen from the dead.” 

For Herod himſelf had ſent forth 
and laid hold upon John, and bound 
him in priſon, for Herodias's fake 
his brother Philip's wife; for he had 
married her. For John had ſaid unto 
Herod, It is not lawſul for thee !0 


have 


And 
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have thy brother's wife. Thereſore 
Herodias had a * againſt him, 


and would have killed him; but ſhe 
could not. For Herod feared (80 
John, knowing that he was a juſt 
and a holy man, and obſerved him; 
and when he heard him, he did ma- 
ny things, and heard him gladly. 

And when a convenient day was 
come, that Herod on his birth-day 
made a ſupper to his lords, high cap- 
tains, . chief ſtates of Galilee; 
and when the daughter of the ſaid 
Herodias came in, and danced, and 
pleaſed Herod and them that fat 
with him, the king ſaid unto the 
damſel, © Aſk of me whatloever thou 
« wilt, and I will give it thee.” And 
he fware unto her, Whatſoever, 
« thou ſhalt aſk of me, I will give 
&« thee, unto the half of my king- 
« dom,” 

And ſhe went forth and faid unto 
her mother, What ſhall I aſk?“ 
And ſhe ſaid, * The head of John 
te the Baptiſt.” And ſhe came in 
ſtraightway with haſte unto the king, 
and aſked, ſaying, *I will, that thou 
e give me by and by in a charger the 
head of John the Baptiſt.” And 
the king was exceeding ſorry ; yet 
for his oath's ſake, and for their 
fake who ſat with him, he would 
not rejett her. | 

And immediately the king ſent ar. 
executioner, and commanded his 
head to be brought; And he went 
and beheaded him in the priſon, and 
brought his head in a charger, and 
gave it to the damſel; and the damſel 
gave it to her mother. And when 
his diſciples heard of it, they came 
and took up his corple, and laid it in 
a tomb, 

And the Apoſtles gathered them- 
ſelves together unto Jeſus, and told 
him all things, both what they had 
done, and what they had taught. 
And he ſaid unto them, © Come ye 
* yourſelves apart into a delert place, 


(80) That is, Reverenced. 
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* and reſt a while:” for there were 
many coming and going; and they 
had no leiſure ſo much as to eat. 
And they departed into a deſert 
place, by ſhip, privately. And the 
people ſaw them departing, and ma- 
ny knew him, and ran ue 2 thither 
out of all citics, and outwent them, 
and came together unto him. 

And Jelus, when he came 
ſaw much people, and was mov 
with compathon toward them, be- 
cauſe they were as ſheep not havi 
a ſhepherd; and he began to eh. . 
them many things. And when the 
day was now far fpent, his diſci 
came unto him, and ſaid, This is 
* a deſert place, and now the time 1s 
* far paſſed; ſend them. away that 
they may go into the country round 
* about, and into the villages, and 
* buy themſelves bread : Go they 
* have nothing to eat.“ He anſwer⸗ 
ed and faid unto them, Give ye 
5: them to eat.“ 

And they ſaid unto him, . Shall 

ve go and buy two hundred | 
* ny-worth 810 of bread, and give 
them to eat?” He faith unto them, 
How many loaves have ye? 
* and ſee.” And when they knew, 
they ſav, Five, and two fiſhes.” 
And he commanded them to make 
all fit down by companies on the 
green grals. And they fat down in 
ranks by hundreds, and by fifties 
(8a). 

And when he had taken the five 
loaves and the two fiſhes, he looked 
up to heaven, and bleſſed, and brake 
the loaves, and gave them to the dif- 
ciples, to ſet before them; and the 
two fiſhes he divided among them 
all. And they did all eat, and were 
alled. And they took up twelve 
baſkets full of the fragments, and of 
the fiſhes. And they that did eat of 
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(82) That is, 100 in van, and 30 


* 
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the loaves were about five thouſand 
men. 

And ſtraightway he conſtrained 
his diſciples to get into the ſhip, and 
to go to the other ſide before unto 
Bethſaida, while he ſent away the 

people. And when he had ſent them 
away, he departed into a mountain 
to pray. And when evening was 
come, the ſhip was in the midſt of 
the ſea, and he alone on the land, 
And he ſaw them toiling in row- 
ing; for the wind was contrary unto 
them: and about the fourth watch 
of the night, he cometh unto them, | 
walking upon the ſea, and would 
have paſſed by them. 

But when they ſaw him _— 
upon the ſea, they ſuppoſed it ha 
been a ſpirit, and cried out: for they 
all ſaw him, and were troubled. And 
immediately he talked with them, 
and faid unto them, Be of good 
& cheer, it is I; be not afraid!” 
And he went up unto them into the 
ſhip; and the wind ceaſed. And they 
were ſore amazed m themſelves be- 
yond meaſure, and wondered. For 
they conſidered not the miracle of the 
loaves; for their hearts were hard- 
ened. 

And when they had paſſed over, 
they came into the ai of Genne- 
faret, and drew to the ſhore. And 
when they were come out of the 

ſhip; ftraightway they knew him, 
| _ ran through the whole region 
round about; and began to carry 
about in beds thoſe that were fick 
where they heard he was. And whi- 


therſoever he entered into villages, or 


cities, or country, they laid the fick 
in the ſtreets, and befought him Mat 
they might touch if it were but the 
border of his garment; and as many 
as touched him were made whole, 
OG IT AF.

The Pharifees find fault with the diſciples 
for eating with unwaſted hands. Meat 
deflth nat a an. 1 
0 * N came logether unto him 
the Phariſees, and certain o | 
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the ſcribes, who came from Jeruſa. 
lem; and when they ſaw ſome of his 
diſciples eat bread with defiled (that 
is to fay with unwaſhed) hands, they 
found fault. For the Phariſees, and 
all the Jews, except they waſh their 
hands often, eat not, holding the tra- 
dition of the elders. And when they 
come from the market, except they 
waſh, they cat not. And many other 
things there are which they have 
received to hold, as the waſhing of 
cups and pots, brazen veſſels, and 
of tables, | 

Then the Phariſees and ſcribes 
aſked him, Why walk not thy dil. 
ciples according to the tradition of 
* the elders, but eat bread with un- 


* waſhed hands?” He anſwered and 


ſaid unto them, Well hath Ifaiah 
propheſied of you hypocrites! as it 
is written, This people honoureth 
„me with their lips, but their heart 
*:s far from me. Howbeit, in vain 
* do they worſhip me, teaching for 
* doftrines the commandments of 
* men. For laying afide the com- 
* mandment of God, ye hold the 
* tradition of men, as the waſh- 
ing of pots, and cups; and many 
* other ſuch like things ye do.” 

And he ſaid unto them, “ Full 
well ye reje& the commandment 
of God, that ye may keep your 
* own tradition. For Mods ſaid, 
Honour thy father and thy mother; 
* and, Whoſo curſeth father or mo- 
ther, let him die the death. 

* But ye ſay, If a man ſhall ay to 
* his father and mother, It is Cor- 
ban, that is to ſay, a giſt, by what- 
* ſoever thou mighteſt be profited 
by me; he ſhall be free. Add ye ſul⸗ 
* fer him no more to do ought for 
* his father, or his mother; making 
„the word of God of no effect 
„through your tradition which ye 
* have delivered. And many ſuch 
like things ye do.“ . 

And when he had called all the 
people unto him; He ſaid unto them, 
** Hearken unto me everyone of yu 

an 
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« and underſtand ! There is nothing 
& from without a man that, entering 
« into him, can defile him; but the 
things which come out of him, 
« thoſe are they that defile the man. 
If any man have ears to hear, let

And when he was entered into 
the houſe from the people, his diſ- 
ciples aſked him concerning the pa- 
rable. And he faith unto them, 
„Are ye ſo without underſtanding 
«alſo? Do ye not perceive that 
« whatſoever thing from without 
« entercth into a man, it cannot de- 
« file him? becauſe it entereth not 
© into his heart, but into the belly, 
«and goeth out into the draught, 
« purging all meats.” _ 

And he ſaid, That which com- 
*eth out of, the man, that defileth 
«the man. For from within, out 
of the heayt of men, proceed evil 
te thoughts, fadulteries, fornications, 
| thefts, coveteouſneſs, 
«© wickedneſs, deceit, laſciviouſnels, 
*an evil eye, blaſphemy, pride, 
% fooliſhneſs: all theſe evil things 
* come from within, and defile the 
„man.“ 

And from thence he aroſe, and 
went into the borders of Tyre and 
Sidon, and entered into a houſe, 
and would have no man know tt; but 
he could not be hidden. For a cer- 
tain woman whoſe young daughter 
had an unclean ſpirit, heard of him, 
and came and fell at his feet. The 
woman was a Greek, [a Gentile] a 
Syrophenician. by nation; and ſhe 
beſought him that he would caſt 
forth the devil out of her daughter. 

But Jeſus ſaid unto her, Les the 
children firſt be filled; for it is not 
meet to take the children's bread 
and to caſt it unto the dogs.” And 
ſhe anſwered and ſaid unto him, 
*Yes, Lord; yet the dogs, under 
*the table, eat of the children's 
*crumbs,” And he ſaid unto her, 
„For this faying, go thy way; the 
devil is gone out of thy daughter.” 
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And when ſhe was come to her 
houſe, ſhe found the devil gone out, 
and her daughter laid upon the bed. 
And again, 2 from the 
coaſts of Tyre and Sidon, he came 
unto the fea of Galilee, through 
the midſt of the coaſts of Decapolis. 
And they bring unto him one that 


was deaf, and had an impediment 
in his ſpeech; and they h him 
to put his hand upon him. And he 


took him aſide from the, multitude, 


and put his fingers into his ears, and 
he ſpit and touched his tongue. And, 
looking up to heaven, he ſighed, and 
ſaith unto him, EyaraaTHA, that 
* is, Be opened!“ And ſtraightway 
his cars were 0 and the ſtring 
of his tongue was looſed, and he 
ſpoke plain. 
And he charged them that they 
ſhould tell no man. But the more 
he charged them, ſo much the more 
a great deal they publiſhed #; and 
were beyond meaſure aſtoniſhed, 
ſaying, © He hath done all things 
* well; he maketh both the deaf to 
c hear, and the dumb to ſpeak!” 
CHAP. VIII. | 
Chrift feedeth the miraculouſly, and 
refufeth to give a gn to the Pharijees, 
. thoſe days the multitude being 
very great, and having nothing 
to eat, jeſus called his diſciples unto 
him, and faith unto them, I have 
compaſſion on the multitude, be- 
cauſe they have now been with me 
three days, and have nothing to eat: 
And if I ſend them away faſting to 
their own houſes, they will faint by 
the way; for divers of them came 
from far. And his diſciples anſwer- 
e.' him, From whence can we ſatisfy 
theſe men with bread here in he 
wilderneſs? And he aſked them, 
How many loaves have ye?” and 
they ſaid, © Seven.” | 
And. he commanded the | 
to fit down on the ground: and he 
took the ſeven loaves, and gave 
thanks, and brake, and gave to his 
diſciples to ſet before them; aun ; 


baſkets. 
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did ſet them be ſore the people. And 
they had a few ſmall Eos: and he 
bleſſed, and commanded to ſet them 
alſo before them. So they did cat, and 
were filled: and they took up of the 
broken meat that was left ſeven 
And they that had eaten 
were about four thouſand. And he 
ſent them away, | 
And ftraightway he entered into 
a ſhip with his diſciples, and came 
into the parts of Dalmanutha. And 
the Phariſees came forth, and began 
to queſtion with him, ſeeking of him 
a ſign from heaven, tempting him. 
And he ſighed deeply in his fpirit, 
and faith, © Why doth this genera- 
tion ſeek aſter a ſign? verily I ſay 
* unto you, There {hall no ſign be

he left them, an entering into the

Now the difaples had forgotten to 
take bread; neither had they in the 
ſhip with them more than one loaf. 
And he charged them, laying, © Take

themſelves, ſaying, It is becauſe we

And when Jeſus knew it, he faith

ing ears, hear ye not? and do ye 
not remember, when 1 brake the

ye took up?” They ſay unto him, 
« Twelve.” And when the ſeven 
four thouſaid, how many 
*:baſkets full of fragments took ye 
* up?” And they ſaid, Seven.” 
And he ſaid unto-them, © How is it 
* that ye do not underſtand?” 
And he cometh to Bethſaida; and 
they bring a blind man unto him, 
and beſought him to touch him. And 
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he took the blind man by the _ 
and led him out of the town; an 
when he had ſpit on his eyes, and 
put his hands upon him, he aſked 
him if he ſaw any thing. And he 
looked up, and ſaid, “I ſee men, as 
trees, walking.” Aſter that, he put 
his hands again upon his eyes, and 
made him look up: and he was 
reſtored, and ſaw every man clearly, 
And he ſent him away to his my 
ſaying, © Neither go into the town, 
nor tell it to any in the town.“ 

And Jeſus went out, and his dif. 
ciples, into the towns of Ceſarea 
Philippi; and by the way he aſked 
his diſciples, ſaying unto them, 
* Whom do men fay that I am?” 
And they anſwered, * John the Bap- 
*tiſt: but ſome jay Elijah; and 
others, One of the prophets.” And 
he faith unto them, © But whom ſay 
* ye that I am?” And Peter anſwer- 
ed and faid unto him, * Thou art 
* the Chriſt!” And he charged them 
that they ſhould tell no man of 
him (83). | 

And he began to teach them, that 
the Son of man muſt ſuffer many

*the ſea. And if thy hand offend 
* thee, cut it off; it is better for thee 
*to enter into life maimed, than 
“having two hands to go into hell, 
* into the fire that never ſhall be 
* quenched; where their worm di-

it off: it is better for thee to enter 
* halt into life, than having two

The danger of riches, 

ND He aroſe from thence, and 

cometh into the coaſts of Ju- 

dea by the farther fide of Jordan: 

and the people reſort unto him a- 

gain; md as he was wont, he taught 
them again. 

And the Phariſees came to him, 
and aſked him, Is it lawful for a 
man to put away his wife?” tempt- 
ing him. And he anſwered and ſaid 
unto them, * What did Moſes com- 
mand you?” And they ſaid, Mo- 
e ſes ſuffered to write a bill of di- 
* yorcement, and to put her away.” 
And Jeſus anſwered and faid unto 
them, © For the hardneſs of your 
heart he wrote you this precept. 
“ But, from the beginning of the 
& creation, God made them male and 
female. For this caufe ſhall a man 
„leave his father and mother, and 
e cleave to his wife; and they two 
* ſhall be one fleſh: fo then they are 
*no more two, but one fleſh, What 
therefore God hath joined toge- 
* ther, let not man put aſunder.“ 

And in the houſe his diſciples aſk- 
ed him again of the ſame matter. 
And he faith unto them, Whoſo- 
*ever ſhall put away his wife, and 
* marry another, committeth adul- 
*tery againſt her; and if a woman 
* ſhall put away her hufband, and 
* de married to another, ſhe com- 
* mitteth adultery.” 

And they brought young children 
to him, that he ſhould touch them; 
and i diſciples rebuked thoſe that 
brought them. But when Jeſus faw 
t, he was much difpleaſed, and faid 
unto them, © Suffer the little chil- 
*dren to come unto me, and forbid 
them not; for of ſach is the king- 
dom of God. Verily I ſay unto 
you, Whoſoever ſhall not receive 


the kingdom of God as a little 
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„child, he ſhall not enter therein.“ 
And he took them up in his arms, 
put his hands upon them and bleſſed 
them. | 

And when he was gone forth into 
the way, there came one running, 
and kneeled to him, and aſked him, 
„Good Maſter! what ſhall I do that 
«I may inherit eternal life?” And 
Jeſus ſaid unto him, Why calleſt 
thou me good? there is none good 
* but one, that is God, Thou know- 
c eſt the commaridments, Do not 
commit adultery; Do not kill; Do 
“not ſteal; Do not bear - falſe wit- 
* neſs; Defraud not; Honour thy 
* father and mother.“ And he an- 
{wered and ſaid unto him, Maſter, 
* all theſe have I obſerved from my 
* youth.” 

Then Jeſus, beholding him, loved 
him, and ſaid unto him, One thin 
„thou lackeſt: go thy way, ſe 
* whatſoever thou haſt, and give to 
the poor; and thou ſhalt have trea- 
* ſure in heaven: and come, take 
** up the croſs, and follow me!” And 
he was fad at that ſaying, and went 
away grieved; for he had great poſ- 
ſeſſions. 

And Jefus looked round about, 
and faith unto his diſciples, * How 
* hardly ſhall they that have riches 
* enter into the kingdom-of God!“ 
And the diſciples were aſtoniſhed 
at his words, But Jeſus anſwereth 
again, and faith unto them, © Chil- 
* dren, how hard is it for them that 
* truſt in riches to enter into the 
* kingdom of God! It is eaſier for a 
camel to go through the eye of a 
* needle, than for a rich man to enter 
into the Kingdom of God.” 

And they were aſtoniſhed out of 
meaſure, faying among themlelves, 
Who then can be ſaved?”

Then come unto him the Saddu- 
cees, who ſay there is no reſurrec- 
tion; and they aſked him, ſaying,

„take his wife, and raiſe up ſeed

And when 
they had ſung an hymn, they went 
out to the mount of Olives. | 
And Jeſus ſaith unto them, “ All 
* ye ſhall be offended becaule of me 
* this night: for it is written, I will 
* ſmite the ſhepherd, and the ſheep 
e ſhall be ſcattered, But after that 
*I am riſen, I will go before you 
into Galilee.” But Peter ſaid unto 
him, Although all ſhall be offend- 
*ed, yet wil! not I.“ And Jeſus ſaith 
unto him, * Verily I ſay unto thee, 
„That this day, even in this night, 
* before the cock crow twice, thou 
* ſhalt deny me thrice,” But he 
ſpake the more vehemently, If I 
* ſhould die with thee, I will not 
deny thee in any wiſe,” Likewiſe 
alſo ſaid they all. 

And they came to a place which 
was named Gethſemant; and he ſaith 
to his diſciples, Sit ye here, while 
* 1 ſhall pray.” And he taketh with 
him Peter, and James, and John, 
and began to be ſore amazed, and to 
be very heavy, And He faith unto 
them, © My ſoul is exceeding ſorrow- 
* ful unto death: tarry ye here, and 
„watch.“ And he went forward a 
little, and fell on the ground, and 
prayed that, if it were poſſible, the 
hour might paſs from him. And he 
ſaid, “Abba, Father! all things are 
* poſſible unto thee! Take away this 
cup from me! — Nevertheleſs, not 
* what I will, but what thou wilt.“ 

And he cometh, and findeth them 
ſleeping, and faith unto Peter,“ Si- 
mon, ſleepeſt thou? couldeſt not 
* thou watch one hour? Watch ye 
*and pray, leſt ye enter into temp- 
* tation, The ſpirit truly is ready, 
* but the fleſh is weak.“ And again 
he went away, and prayed, and 
ſpake the ſame words, And when he 
returned, he foundthem aſleep again; 
for their eyes were heavy; neither 
wilt [or knew] they what to anſwer 
him. And he cometh the third time, 
and faith unto them, ; Sleep on now, 


85 and take your reſt; it is nm 
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« the hour is come: behold, the Son 
«of man is betrayed into the hands 
* of ſinners! Riſe up, let us go: lo 
he that betrayeth me is at hand!” 

And immediately, while he yet 
ſpoke, cometh Judas, one of the 
twelve, and with him a great multi- 
tude with ſwords and ſtaves, from 
the chief prieſts and the ſcribes and 
the elders. And he that betrayed 
him had given them a token, laying, 
6 Whombbeves I ſhall kiſs, that ſame 
iis he; take him, and lead him 
„away ſaſely.“ And as ſoon as he 
was come, he goeth ſtraightway to 
him, and faith, * Maſter, — 
and kiſſed him.” And they laid 
their hands on him, and took him. 

And one of them that ſtood by 
drew a ſword, and ſmote a ſervant 
of the high prieſt, and cut off his 
ear. And Jeſus anſwered and ſaid 
unto them, Are ye come out as 
« againſt a thief with ſwords and 
© with ſtaves to take me? I was daily 
„with you in the temple teaching; 
and ye took me not. But the ſcrip- 
* tures muſt be fulfilled.” And they 
all forfook him and fled, And 
there followed him a certain young 
man, having a linen cloth caſt about 
his naked body; and the young men 
laid hold on him: and he lett the 
linen cloth, and fled from them 
naked, 

And they led Jeſus away to the 
ligh prieſt; and with him were al- 
ſembled all the chief prieſts, and 
the elders, and the ſcribes. And 
Peter followed him afar off, even 
unto the palace of the high prieſt ; 
and he fat with the ſervants, and 
warmed himſelf at the fire. 

And the chief prieſts, and all the 
council ſought forwitneſs (gg) againſt 
Jelus to put him to death; and found 
none, = many bare falſe witneſs 
againſt him; but their witneſs agreed 
not together. And there aroſe cer- 
tain, and bore falſe witneſs againſt 
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him, ſaying, ©* We heard him ſay, I 
* will deſtroy this temple that is 
made with hands, and within three 
days I will build another made 
+ without hands.“ But neither ſo did 
their witneſs agree together. * 

And the high prieſt ſtood up in 

the midſt, and alked Jeſus, ſaying, 
* Anſwereſt thou nothing? what is it 
* which theſe witnels againſt thee?” 
But he held his peace, and anſwered 
nothing. Again the high prieſt aſked 
him, and ſaid unto him, Art thou 
the Chriſt, the Son of the Blefled?” . 
And Jeſus ſaid, I am: and ye ſhall 
4 ſee the Son of man ſitting on the 
right hand of power, and coming 
5m the clouds of heaven.“ 
Then the high prieſt rent his 
clothes, and faith, + What need we 
any further witneſſes? ye have 
* heard the blaſphemy? what think 
*ye?” And they all condemned 
him to be guilty of death. And ſome 
began to ſpit on him, and to cover 
his face, and to buffet him, and to 
ſay unto him, Propheſy!” And the 
ſervants did ſtrike him with the 
palms of their hands, 

And as Peter was beneath in the 
palace, there comethone of the maids 
of the high prieſt; and when ſhe 
ſaw Peter warming himſelf, ſhe look+ 
ed upon him, and ſaid, And thou 
* alſo waſt with Jeſus of Nazareth.” 
But he denied, ſaying, I know 
*not (69); neither underſtand I 
„what thou ſayeſt.“ And he went 
out into the porch; and the cock 
crowed, 

And a maid ſaw him again, and 
began to ſay to them that ſtood by, 
I his is one of them.” And he de- 
nied it again, Anda little after, they 
that ſtood by faid again to Peter, 
** Surely thou art one of them; for 
thou art a Galilean, and thy ſpeech 
* agreeth thereto.” But he began to 
curſe and to {wear, fjaying, I know 
not this man of whom ye ſpeak.”

And Peter called to mind the word 
that Jeſus ſaid unto him, Before the 
cock crow twice, thou ſhalt deny me 
thrice, And when he thought there- 
on, he wept. 
5 CHAP, XV. 
Fefus brought bound, and arcufed before 
Nilate3 delivered to net 
h between two robbers, and 1s 
honourably buried. 
NP ſtraightway in the morning 
the chief prieſts held a con- 
ſultation with the elders and ſcribes 
and the whole council, and bound 
Jeſus, and carried kim away, and 
elivered him to Pilate. And. Pilate 
aſked him, Art thou the King of 
«the Jews?” And he anſwering ſaid 
unto him, Thou ſayeſt it. And the 
chief prieſts accuſed him of many 
things; but he anſwered nothing. 
And Pilate aſked him again, ſaying, 
& Anſwereſt thou nothing? behold 
% how many things they witneſs a- 
t gainſt thee.” But Jeius yet an- 
ſwered nothing; ſo that Pilate mar- 
vellet. | 


Now at that feaſt he releaſed unto} 


them one priſoner, whomſoever they 
deſired. And there was one named 
-Barabbas, who lay bound. with them 
that had made inſurrection with him, 
who had committed murder in the 
inſurrection. And the multitude 
crying aloud hegan to deſire him to do 
as he hadever 3 unto them: But 
Pilate anſwered them, ſaying, Will 
ye that I rgleaſe unto you the King 
& of the youu. For he knew that 
the chief prieſts had delivered him 
for envy. But the chief prieſts mov- 
ed the people, to deſire that he ſhould 
rather releaſe Barabbas unto them. 
And Pilate anſwered and ſaid 
again unto them, What will ye 
*then that I ſhall do unte him whom 
«ye call the King of the Jews?” 
And they cried out again, Crucify 
him!“ Then Pilate ſaid unto them. 
% Why, what evil hath he done?” 
And they cried out the more excced- 
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ingly, * Crucify him!” And þ Pi. 
late, willing to content the people, 
releaſed Barabbas unto them, and 
delivered Jeſus, when he had ſcourg. 
ed him, to be crucified. 

And the ſoldiers led him away 
into the hall called Pretorium; and 
they call together the whole band, 
And they clothed him with purple, 
and platted a crown of thorns, and 
put 1t about his head; and began to 
ſalute him, Hail king of the 3 
And they ſmote him on the head 
with a reed, and did ſpit upon him, 
and, bowing their knees, worſhipped 
him. And when they had 9 
him, * took off the purple from 
him, and put his own clothes on 
him, and led him out to crucify him. 

And they compel one Simon a Cy- 
renian, who paſſed by, coming out 
of the country, the father of Alexan- 
der and Rufus, to bear his croſs, 
And they bring him'unts the place 
Golgotha, which 15, being interpret- 
ed, The place of a ſcall. And they 
gave him to drink wine mingled 
with myrrh; but he received it not. 
And when they had crucihed him, 
they parted his garments, caſting lots 
upon them what every man ſhould 
take, And it was the third hour, 
and they crucified him. And the 
ſuperſcription of his accuſation was 
written over, THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. And with him they 
crucify two thieves, or robbers] the 
one on his right hand, and the other 
on his left. And the ſcripture was 
fulfilled, which ſaith, © And he was 
numbered with the tranſgreſlors 

And they that paſſed by railed on 
him, wagging their heads, and ſay- 
ing, Ah! thou that deſtroyeſt the 
* temple, and buildeſt it in three 
days, Save thyſelf, and come down 
from the croſs!” Likewiſe alſo the 
chief prieſts mocking, ſaid among 
ee with the ſcribes, He lav- 
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(97) Iſaiah liii. 12. 
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ed others; himſelf he cannot ſave. 
Let Chriſt the King of Iſrael deſcend 
now from the croſs, that we may ſee 
and believe! And they that were 
crucihed with him reviled him, 

And when the ſixth hour was 
come, there was darkneſs over the 
whole land until theninth hour; And 
at the ninth hour Jeſus cried with 
a loud voice, ſaying, © ETO, 1A- 
MA SABACHTHANI?” which is, 
being interpreted, My God! my 
© God! why haſt thou farſaken me?” 
And ſome of them that ſtood by, 
when they heard it, ſaid, Behold he 
calleth Elijah. And one ran, and 
filled a ſpunge full of vinegar, and 
put it on a reed, and gave him to 
drink, ſaying, Let alone, let us ſee 
whether Elijah will come to take 
him down. | 

And Jeſus cried with a loud voice, 
and gave up_the Ghoſt, And the 
veil of the temple was rent in two 
from the top to the bottom. And 
when the centurion (98), who ſtood 
over againſt him, ſa that he ſo cried 
out and gave up the ghoſt, he ſaid, 
*Truly this man was the Son of 
© God!” 

There were alſo women looking 
on afar off, among whom was Mary 
Magdalene, and Mary the mother 
of James the leſs and of Joſes, and Sa- 
lome; who alſo, when he was in Ga- 
lilee, followed him, and miniſtered 
unto him; and many other women 
who came up with him unto Jeru- 
alem. 

And now when the evening was 
come; becauſe it was the prepara- 
tion, that is, the day before the ſab- 
bath; Joſeph of Arimathea, an ho- 
nourable counſellor, who allo wait- 
ed for the kingdom of God, came. 
and went in boldly unto Pilate, and 
craved the body of Jefus. And Pi- 
lite marvelled if he were already 
dead; and calling unto him the cen-

turion, he aſked him, whether he 
had been. any while dead. And 
when he knew eit of the centurion, 
he gave the body to Joſeph. 

And he bought fine linen, and

and rolled a ſtone unto the door of 
the ſepulchre. And Mary Magda- 
lene, and Mary the mother of Joſes, 
beheld where he was laid.

But 
go your way, tell his diſciples and

* into Galilee: there ſhall ye fee 
* him, as he faid unto you.” And 
they went out quickly, and fled from 
the ſepulchre; for they trembled, 
and were amazed; neither ſaid they 
any thing to any man, for they were 
afraid. | 

Now when Jus was riſen early

And they had no child, be- 
cauſe Elizabeth was barren; and 
they both were now well-ſtriken in 
years. | 
And it came to pals, that while he 
executed the prieſt's office before 
God in the order of his courle; ac- 
cording to the cuſtom of the prieſt's 
office, his lot was to burn 1ncenſc 
when he went into the temple of the 


Lord. And the whole multitude of | 
the people were praying without, at 
the time of incenſe, | 


And there appeared unto him an 
angel of the Lord, ſtanding on the 
right fide of the altar of incenſe. 
And when Zachanas faw him, he 
was troubled,” and fear fell upon 
him. But the angel faid unto him, 
* Fear not, Zacharias; for thy prayer 
„ is heard, and thy wife Elizabeth

nd Zacharias ſaid unto the an- 
el, Whereby ſhall I know this? for 
To an old man, and my wite well- 
ſtricken in years. And the angel 
anſwering ſaid unto him, 1 am Ga- 

6 briel, that ſtand in the preſence of 
„God; and am ſent to ſpeak unto 
« thee, and to ſhew thee theſe glad 

« tidings. And behold, thou ſhalt 
« be dumb, and not able to ſpeak 

«until the day that theſe things ſhall 

be performed; becauſe thou be- 

« lieveſt not my words, which ſhall 

& be fulfilled in their ſeaſon.” 

And the people waited for Zacha- 

rias, and marvelled that he tarried 
ſo long in the temple. And when 
he came out, he could not ſpeak 
unto them: and they perceived that 
he had ſeen a viſion in the temple; 
for he beckoned unto them, and 
remained ſpeechleſs. And it came 
to paſs, that as ſoon as the days of 
his miniſtration were accompliſhed, 
he departed to his own houſe, And 
alter thoſe days his wife Elizabeth 
conceived, and hid herſelf five 
months, ſaying, Thus hath the Lord 
dealt with me in the days wherein 
he looked on me, to take away my 
reproach among men.

And tlie angel came in unto 
her, and ſaid, Hail! thou that art 
* highly favoured, the Lord z with 
© thee! bleſſed art thou among wo- 
*men!” And when ſhe ſaw him, 
ſhe was troubled at his ſaying, and 


caſt in her mind what manner of 


ſalutation this ſhould be. 

Andthe angel ſaid unto her, Fear 
„not, Mary; for thou haſt found 
* favour with God. And behold, 
thou ſhalt.conceive in thy womb, 


*and bring forth a fon, and ſhalt 
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call his name JESUS. He ſhall 
be great, and ſhall be called the 
„Son of the Higheſt; and the Lord 
God ſhall give unto him the throne 
of his father David.

And Mary faid, © Behold the 
*handmaid of the Lord; be it unto 
* me according to thy word!” And 
the angel departed from her. And 
Mary aroſe in thoſe days, and went 
into the hill-ceuntry with haſte, into 
a city of juda: end into the 
Boule of Zacharias, and ſaluted Eli- 
zabeth. And it came to paſs, that 
when Elizabeth heard the ſaluta- 
tion of Mary, the babe leaped in her 
womb. ' | 

And Elizabeth was filled with the 
Holy Gholt; and ſhe ſpake out with 
a loud voice, and faid, © Bleſſed art 
thou among women, and bleſſed is 
*the fruit of thy womb! And 
* whence is this to me that the mo- 
*ther of my Lord ſhould come to 
* me? For lo, as ſoon as the voice 
* of thy falutation ſounded n mine 
tc ears, the babe leaped in my womb 
for joy. And bleſſed is he that 
believed; for there ſhall be a per-

her neighbours and her couſins heard 

how the Lord had ſhewed great 
mercy upon her; and they rejoiced 
with her. 

And it came to paſs that on the 
eighth day they came to circumciſe 
the child; and they called him Za- 
charias, after the name of his father. 
And his mother anſwered and ſaid;

* "That we ſhould be faved from our 
enemies, and from the hand of all 
* that hate us; to perſorm the mercy 
* promiſed to our Fathers: and to re- 
* member his holy covenant ; the 
* oath which he {ware to our father 
Abraham, that he would grant 
*unto us; that we, being delivered 
* out of the hands of our enemies, 
might ſerve him without fear, in 
* holineſs and righteouſneſs before 
* him, all the days of our life. 

„And thou, child, ſhalt be called 
* the prophet of the Higheſt: for

ANY it came to paſs in thoſe| 

days that there went out a de- 
cree from Ceſar Auguſtus, that all the 
the world ſhould be taxed (4). And 
this taxing was firſt made when Cy- 
renius Was governor of Syria. And 
all went to be taxed, every one into 
his own City, And . alſo went 
up from Galilee, out of the city of 
Nazareth, into Judea, unto the city 
of David which 1s called Bethlehem; 
(becauſe he was of the houſe and li- 
neage of David;) to be taxed with 
Mary his eſpouſed wife, being great 
with child, 

And ſo it was that, while they 
were there, the days were accom- 
pliſned that ſhe ſnould be delivered. 
And ſhe brought forth her firſt-born 
ſon, and wrapped him in ſwaddling- 
clothes, and laid him in a manger; 
becauſe there was no room for them 
in the inn (5). bak 

And there were in the ſame coun- 
try ſhepherds abiding in the field, 
keeping watch over their flock by 
night, And lo, the angel of the 
Lord came upon them, and the glory 
of the Lord ſhone round about them;

warned you to flee from the wrath 
*to come? Bring forth therefore 
© fruits worthy of repentance, and 
„begin not to ſay within your- 
„ ſelves, We have Abraham to our 
„father; for I ſay unto you, That 
God is able of theſe ſtones to raile 
© up children unto Abraham. And 
© now alſo the ax is laid unto the 
* root of the trees; every tree there-

to every man that aſketh of thee; 
* and of him that taketh away thy 
goods aſk them not again. And as 
ye would that men ſhould do to 
you, do ye allo to them likewiſe. 

& For if ye love them who love 
„you, what thanks have you! for 


e 3 ſinners 
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s finners alſo love thoſe that love 


*them. And if ye do good to 
«them who do good to you, what 
* thanks have ye? for ſinners allo 
do even the ſame. And if ye 
„lend to them of whom ye hope 
eto receive, what thanks have 
«ye? for ſinners alſo lend to ſinners, 
*to receive as much again. But 
love ye y_ enemies; and do 
* good, and lend, hoping for no- 
* thing again; and your reward ſhall 
* be great, and ye ſhall be the chil- 
* dren of the Higheſt: for he is kind 
©unto the unthankful and to the 
* evil. Be ye therefore merciful, as 
your Father alſo is merciful. 

judge not, and ye ſhall not be 
| judged; condemn not, and ye ſhall 
é not be condemned; forgive, and 
«ye ſhall be forgiven: give, and it 
& ſhall be given unto you; good mea- 
«ſure, preſſed down, and ſhaken to- 
* gether, and running over, ſhall 
© men give into your boſom. For 
“with the ſame meaſure that ye 
© mete withal, it ſhall be meaſured 
to you again.” 

And he ſpoke a - parable unto 
them, Can the blind lead the 
* blind? ſhall they not both fall into 
the ditch? The diſciple is not above 
* his maſter; but every one that is 
perfect ſhall be as his maſter. And 
* why beholdeſt thou the mote that 
© is in thy brother's eye, but per- 
© ceiveſt not the beam that is in 
© thine own eye? Either how canſt 
thou ſay to thy brother, Brother, 
let me pull out the mote that is in 
« thine eye, when thou thyſelf be- 
* holdeft not the beam that is 1» 
*thine own eye? Thou hypocrite! 
* caft out firſt the beam out of thine 
* own eye; and then ſhalt thou ſee 
clearly ta pull out the mote that is 


“ jn thy brother's eye. 


„For a good tree bringeth not 
forth corrupt ſruit; neither doth a 
© corrupt tres bring ſorth good fruit. 
* For every tree is known by its 
„oven fruit; for off thorns men do 
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* not gather figs, nor off a bramble- 
* buſh gather they grapes. A good 
* man out of the good treaſure of 
* his heart bringeth forth that which 
eis good; and an evil man out of 
* the evil treaſure of his heart bring- 
*eth forth that which is evil: for 
* of the abundance of the heart his 
* mouth ſpeaketh. | 

* And why call ve me Lord! Lord! 
* and do not the things which I ſay. 
* Whoſoever cometh to me, and 
* heareth my ſayings, and doeth 
*them, I will ſhew you to whom 
*he i like. He is like a man who 
* built a houſe, and digged deep, and 
* laid the foundation on a rock; and 
** when the flood aroſe, the ſtream 
* beat vehemently upon that houſe, 
* and could not make it; for it was 
founded upon a rock. But he that 
„ heareth, and docth not, is like a 
* man that without a foundation 
* built a houſe upon the earth; a- 
* gainſt which the ſtream did beat 
* vehemently, and immediately 1t 
* ſell; and the ruin of that houſe was 


great.“

a O W when he had ended all 
his ſayings in the audience of 
the people, he entered into Caper- 
naum. And a certain centurion's 
ſervant, who was dear unto him, was 
lick and ready to die. And when 
he heard of Jeſus, he ſent unto him 

the elders of the Jews, 3 

him that he would come and hea 

his ſervant. And when they came 
to Jeſus, they beſought him inſtant- 
ly, ſaying, That he was worthy for 
whom he ſhould do this; for he lov- 
eth our nation, and he hath built 
us a ſynagogue, 

Then Jeſus went with them. And 
when he was now not ſar ſrom the 


houſe, the centurion ſent 8 
im 
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him, ſaying unto him, © Lord, trou- 
« ble not thyſelf! for I am not wor- 
« thy that thou ſhouldeſt enter un- 
der my roof; wherefore neither 
« thought I myſelf worthy to come 
e unto thee: but ſay in a word, and 
my fervant ſhall be healed. For 
« ] alſo am a man ſet under autho- 
« rity, having under me ſoldiers, and 
« I ſay unto one, Go, and he goeth; 
«and to another, Come, and he com- 
«eth; and to my ſervant, Do this, 
«and he doeth it.“ | 

When Jeſus heard theſe things, 
he marvelled at him; and turned 
him about, and ſaid unto the people 
that followed him, © I ſay unto you, 
J have not found fo great faith, no 
not in Iſrael,” And they that were] 
ſent, returning to the houſe, found 
the ſervant whole that had been fick. 

And it came to pals the day after, 
that he went into a city called Nain; 
and many of his diſciples went with 
him, mar much people. Now when 
he came nigh to the gate of the city, 
behold, there was a dead man car- 
ried out, the only fon of his mother, 
and ſhe was a widow; and much 
people of the city was with her. 
And when the Lord ſaw her, he had 
compaſiion on her, and faid unto 
her, Weep not!“ And he came 
and touched the bier; and they that 
bore him ſtood ſtill. And he ſaid, 
* Young man, I ſay untothee, Ariſe!” 
And he that was dead fat up, and be- 
gan to fpeak. And he delivered him 
to his mother. 

And there came a fear on all: and 
they glorified God, ſaving, That a! 
great prophet is riſen up among us; 
and, That God hath vihted his peo- 
ple. And this rumour of him went 
forth throughout all Judea, and 
throughout all the region round 
About. | 

And the diſciples of John ſhewed 
him of all theſe things. And John 
calling unto him two of his diſci- 
ples, ſent them unto Jeſus, ſaying, 
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«look (7) we for another?“ When 
the men were come unto him, they 
ſaid, John Baptiſt hath ſent us unto 
thee, laying, Art thou he that ſhould 
come? or 25 we for another? And 
in that ſame hour he cured many of 
their infirmities and plagues, and of 
evil ſpirits; and unto many that were 
blind he gave light. 

Then Jeſus anſwering ſaid unto 
them, © Go your way, and tell John 
„what things ye have ſeen and 
* heard, 'viz. that the blind ſee, the 
„lame walk, the lepers are cleanſed, 
the deaf hear, the dead are raiſed, 
* to the poor the Goſpel is preached. 


„% And bleſſed is he whoſoever ſhall 


* not be offended in me.” 
And whenthe meſſengers of John 
were departed, he begantoſpeakunto 
the people concerning John, © What 
* went ye out into the wildernels to 
* ſee? A reed ſhaken with the wind? 
But what went ye out to ſee? A 
man clothed in ſoſt raiment? Be- 
hold, they who are gorgeoully ap- 
* parelled and live delicately, are in 


kings courts, But what went ye 


* out to ſee? A prophet?. Yes, I lay 
* unto you, and much more than a 
* prophet. This is ke of whom it is 
* written, Behold, I ſend my meſ- 
+ lenger before thy face, who ſhall 
prepare thy way before . thee. 
For I ſay unto you, Among thote 
* that are born of women, there is 
not a greater prophet than john 
the Baptiſt; but he that is leaſt. m 
the kingdom of God is greater 
than he.” 

And all the people that heard him, 
and the publicans, juſtited God, 
being baptized with the baptiſm of 
John. But the Phariſees and lawyers 
rejected the counſel of God againſt 
themſelves, being not baptized by 
him. 

And the Lord faid, © Whereunto 
then ſhall I iken the men of this 
generation? and to what are they

* Art thou he that ſhould come? or 
| 
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*like? They are like children fit- 
ing in the market-place, and calling 
done to another, and ſaying, We 


have piped unto you, and ye have 


* not danced; we have mourned to 


vou, and ye have not wept. For 


John the Baptiſt came neither cat- 
ing bread, nor drinking wine; and 
ye ſay, He hath a devil. The Son 
* of man is come eating and drink- 


e ing; and ye fay, Behold, a glut- 


t torous man and a wine-bibber, a 
& friend of publicans and finners. 
© But wiſdom is juſtified by all her 
& children.” | 

And one of the Phariſees defired 
him that he would eat with him; 
and he went into the Pharilſce's 
houſe, and fat down to meat. And 
behold, a woman in the city who 
was a ſinner, when ſhe knew that 
Jeſus ſat at meat in the Phariſee's 
houſe, brought an alabaſter-box of 
ointment, and ſtood at his feet be- 
hind him weeping; and began to 
waſh his feet with tears, and did 
wipe them with the hairs of her head, 
and kiſſed his feet, and anointed then 
with the ointment. 

Now when the Phariſee who had 
bidden him ſaw it, he ſpake within 
himſelf, ſaying, This man, if he 
were a prophet, would have known 
who, and what manner of woman 
this is that toucheth him; for ſhe is 
a ſinner. And Jeſus anſwering, ſaid 
unto him, Simon, I have ver 
« what to ſav unto thee.” And he 


faith, © Maſter, ſay on.“ „There was 


6 a certain creditor who had two 
& debtors; the one owed five hun- 
„ dred pence, and the other fiſty. 
And when they had nothing to pay, 
& he frankly forgave them both. Tell 
ce me therefore which of them will 
love him moſt?” Simon anſwered 
and ſaid, ©! ſuppoſe that he to whom 
the forgave moſt.” And he ſaid 
unto him, Thou haſt rightly judg- 


„* ed.” 
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* woman? I entered into thine 

* houſe, thou gaveſt me no water 

* for my feet; but ſhe hath waſhed 

*my feet with tears, and wiped 

* them with the hairs of her head. 

Thou gaveſt me no kiſs; but this 

woman, ſince the time I came in, 

* hath not ceaſed to kiſs my feet. 

„Mine head with oil thou didſt 

* not anoint; but this woman hath 

* anointed my feet with ointment, 

** Wherefore I ſay unto thee, Her 

* fins, which are many, are forgiven; 

* for ſhe loved much: but to whom 

little is forgiven, the ſame loveth 

„little.“ | 
And he ſaid unto her, © Thy fins 

*are forgiven!” And they that fat 

at meat with him, began to ſay with- 

in themſelves, © Who is this, that 

* forgiveth ſins alſo ?” And he ſaid 

to the woman, Thy faith hath ſav- 

*ed thee; go in peace!” 

CHAP, VIII. 

Women miniſter unto Chriſt. The parable 
of the fower, and of the candle, The 
legion of devils, 

N D it came to paſs afterward, 

that he went throughout every 
city and village preaching, and ſhew- 
ing the glad tidings of the kingdom 
of Cod: and the twelve were with 
him, and certain women who had 
been healed of evil ſpirits and in- 
firmities, Mary called Magdalene, 
out of whom went ſeven devils; and 

Joanna the wife of Chuza, Heroa's 

ſteward; and Suſanna, and many 

others, who miniſtered unto hun 
of their ſubſtance, 

And when much people were ga- 
thered together, and were come to 
him out of every city, he ſpoke by a 
parable: A ſower went out to low 
his ſeed: and as he ſowed, ſome fell 
by the way ede; and it was trod- 
* den down, and the fowls of the 
* air devoured it. And ſome fell 
* upon a rock; and as ſoon as it was 
* ſprung up, it withered away, be- 


And he turyzd to the woman, and 
{aid unto Simon, * Seeit thou this 


«cauſe it lacked moiſture, An 


F ſome fell among thorns; 2nd the 
& thorns 
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& thorns ſprung up with it, and 
An 


„ choaked it. others fcll on 
good ground, and ſprung up, and 
« bore Fit an hundred-fold.“ And 
when he had ſaid theſe things, he 
cried, © He that hath ears to hear let 
« him hear!” : 

And his diſciples aſked him, ſay- 
ing, What might this parable ber” 
And he faid, © Unto you it is 4 70 
to know the myſteries of the king- 
% dom of God: but to others in pa- 


e rables; that ſecing they might not 


«ſee, and hearing they might not 
« underſtand. 75 

„Now the parable is this; The 
& ſeed is the word of God. Thoſe 
by the way-fide are they that hear; 
% then cometh the devil, andtaketh 
„away the word out of their hearts, 
« leſt they ſhould believe and be ſav- 
* ed. They on the rock are they who, 
hen they hear, receive the word 
„with joy; and theſe have no root, 
„ho for a while believe, and in 
© time of temptation fall away, And 
that which fell among thorns are 
they who, when they have heard, 
go forth, and are choaked with 
© cares, and riches, and pleaſures of 
* this life, and bring no lat to per- 
* fection. But that on the good 
ground are they who in an honeſt 
* and good heart, having heard the 
„word, keep it, and bring forth 
* fruit with patience. . 

No man when he hath lighted a 
candle, covercth it with a veſſel, 
* or putteth it under a bed; but ſet- 
*teth it on a candleſtick, that they 
who enter in may ſee the light. 
For nothing is ſecret that ſhall not 
be made manifeſt; nor any thing 
* hidden that ſhall not be known, 
and come abroad. Take heedthere- 
*lore how ye hear! for whoſoever 
* hath, to him ſhall be given; and 
* whoſoever hath not, from him 
* ſhall be taken even that which he 


( ſeemeth to have.” 


Then came to him his mother and 
bis brethren, and could not come * 


him for the croud. And it was told 
him by certain, who ſaid, © Thy mo- 
* ther and thy brethren ſtand with- 
* out, deſiring to ſee thee.” And he 
anſwered and ſaid unto them, M 
* mother and my brethren are th 
* who hear the word of God, and 
do it.“ 11 8 

Now it came to pals on a certain 
day, that he went into a ſhip with 
his diſciples; and he ſaid unto them, 
Let us go over unto the other fide 
of the lake. And they launched 
forth. But as they ſailed, he fell 
alleep: and there came down a ſtorm 
of wind on the lake; and they were 
filled with water, and were in jeo- 
pardy. And they came to him, and 
awoke him, ſaying, Maſter, maſter, 
* we periſh!” Then he aroſe, and 
rebuked the wind, and the ragin 
of the water; and they ccaſed, a 
there was a calm. And he ſaid unto 
them, * Where is your faith?” And 
they being afraid, wondered, ſayin 
one to another, What manner © 
man is this! for he commandeth 
„even the winds and water, and 
* they obey him.” 

And they arrived at the 
of the Gadarenes, which is over 
againſt Galilee, And when he went 
forth to land, there met him out of 
the city a certain man who had de- 
vils long-time, and wore no clothes, 
neither abode in any houſe, but in 
the tombs : when he ſaw Jeſus, he 
cried out and fell down before him, 
and with a loud voice ſaid. What 
* have I to do with thee; Jeſus, thou 
Son of God moſt high? I beſeech 
* thee, torment me not.” For he 
had commanded the unclean ſpirit to 
come out of the man. For often- 
times it had caught him: and he was 
Kept bound wa chains and in fet- 
ters; and he brake the bands, and 
was driven by the devil into the wil- 
dernels. 

And Jeſus aſked him, ſaying, 
What is thy name?” And he id, 
*Legion;” becauſe many devils 


Were 
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were entered into him. And they 
beſought him that he would not 
command them to go out into the 

And there was there an herd 
of many ſwine feeding on the moun- 
tain: and they beſought him that he 
would ſuffer them to enter intothem. 
And he ſuffered them. Then the de- 
vils went out of the man, and cn- 
tered into the ſwine; and the herd 
ran violently down a ſteep place 
into the lake, and were choked. 
When they that fed them ſaw what 
was done, they fled, and went and 
told it in the city and in the country. 

Then they went out to fee what 
was done, and came to Jeſus, and 
found the man out of whom the de- 
vils were departed fitting at the feet 
of Jeſus, clothed, and in his right 
mind; and they were afraid. They 
alſo who ſaw it, told them by what 
means he that was poſſeſſed by the 
devils was healed. en the whole 
multitude of the country of the Ga- 
darenes round about beſought him 
to depart from them; for they were 
taken with great fear. And he 
went up into the ſhip, and returned 
back again. 

Now the man out of whom the 
devils were departed beſought him 
that he might be with him. But 
Jeſus ſent him away, ſaying, Re- 
* turn to thine own houſe, and ſhew 
* how great things God hath done 
< unto thee.” And he went his way, 
and publiſhed throughout the whole 
city how great things Jeſus had done 
unto him. And it came to pals, that 
when Jeſus was returned, the people 
gladly received him; for they were 
all waiting for him. 

And behold, there came a man 
named Jairus, and he was a ruler of 
the ſynagogue: and he ſell down at 
23 feet, and beſought him that 

e would come into his houſe; for 
he had one only daughter, about 
twelve years of age, and ſhe lay 
dying, But as he went, the people 
thronged him. 
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And a woman having an iſſue of 
blood twelve years, who had ſpent 
all her living upon phyſicians, nei. 
ther could be healed by any, came 
behind him, and touched the botder 
of his garment; and immediately her 
iſſue of blood ſtanched. And Jeſus 
ſaid, Who touched me?” When 
all denied, Peter, and they that 
were with him, ſaid, © Maſter, the 
* multitude throng thee and pref 
* thee, and ſayeſt thou, Who touch- 
«ed me?” 

And Jeſus ſaid, * Somebody hath 
touched me: ſor I perceive that 
* virtue is gone out of me.” And 
when the woman ſaw that ſhe was 
not hidden, ſhe came trembling; and 
falling down before him, ſhe . 
ed unto him before all the people 
for what cauſe ſhe had touched him, 
and how ſhe was healed immediate- 
ly. And he ſaid unto her, Daugh- 
ter, be of good comfort! thy faith 
* hath made thee whole; go in 
* peace!” | 

While he yet ſpoke, there cometh 
one from the ruler of the ſynagogue's 
houſe, ſaying to him, Thy daughter 
*1s dead; trouble not the Maſter, 
But when Jeſus heard it, he anſwer- 
ed him ſaying, © Fear not! believe 
{© only, and ſheſhall be made whole.“ 
And when he came into the houſe 
he ſuffered no man to go in, fave 
Peter and James and John, and the 
father and the mother of the mai- 
den. A 

And all wept, and bewailed her. 
But he ſaid, © Weep not! ſhe is not 
dead, but fleepeth,” And they 
laughed him to ſcorn, knowing that 
ſhe was dead. And he put them all 
out, and took her by the hand, and 
called, ſaying, Maid, ariſe!” And 
her ſpirit came again, and ſhe arole 
ſtraight way; and he commanded to 
give her meat. And her parents 
were aſtoniſhed. But he charged 
them that they ſhould tell no man 
what was done, 
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C H AP. IX. 
Chriſt fendeth out has apoſtles. Herod is 
defirous to fee him. His tranyigration. 

He healeth a lunatic. 

HEN He called his twelve dil- 
1 ciples together, and gave them 

wer and authority over all devils, 
and to cure diſeaſes. And He ſent 
them to preach the kingdom of God, 
and to heal the ſick. 

And He ſaid unto them, Take 
nothing for your journey, neither 
ti ſtaves, nor ſcrip, nor bread, nor mo- 
* ney; neither have two coats apiece. 
« And whatſoever houſe ye enter 
« into there abide, and thence de- 
part. And whoſoever will not re- 
* ceive you; when ye go out of that 
« city, ſhake off the very duſt from 
your feet for a teſtimony _— 
« them.” And they departed and 
went through the towns, preaching 
the Goſpel, and healing every where. 


Now Herod the tetrarch heard of, 


all that was done by him: and he 
was perplexed, becauſe that it was 
ſaid by ſome, that John was riſen 
from the dead; and by ſome, that 
Elijah had appeared; and by others, 
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| * them to eat.“ And they ſaid, We 


have no more than five loaves and 
two fiſhes; except we ſhould go 
and buy meat for all this ople;” 
for they were about five thotiſand 
men. And he ſaid to his diſciples, 
Make them fit down by fiſties in a 
company.“ And they did fo, and 
made them all fit down. Then he 
took the hve loaves and the twohſhes; 
and, looking up to heaven, he bleſs- 
cd them, and brake, and gave to the 
diſciples to ſet before the multitude. 
And they did eat, and were all filled; 
and there were taken up of frag- 
ments that remained to them twelve 
baſkets. 

And it came to paſs, as he was 
alone (8) praying, his diſciples were 
with him: and he aſked them, ſay- 
ing, © Whom fay the people that I 
* am?” They anſwering ſaid, «© John 
* the Baptiſt; but ſome jay, Elijah, 
and others ſay, That one of the old 
© prophets is riſen again.” He ſaid 
unto them, But whom ſay ye that 
* Iam?” Peter anſwering ſaid, The 
** Chriſt of God.” 

And he ſtraitly charged them 


that one of the old prophets was riſen 


again. And Heroi faid, John have 
I beheaded; but who is this of | 


whom I hear ſuch things? And he 
deſired to ſee him. 

And the apoſtles, when they were 
returned, told him all what they had 
done. And he took them, and went 
alide privately into a deſert place, 
belonging to the city called Bethſaida. 
And the people, when they knew it, 
followed him; and he received 
them, and fpoke unto them of the 
kingdom of God, and healed them 
that had need of healing. And when 
the day began to wear away, then 
came the twelve, and faid unto him, 
Send the multitude away, that they 
may go into the towns and country 
round about, and lodge, and get 
* victuals; for we arc here in a «A 
ſert place,” 

But he ſaid unto them, © Give ye 


and commanded them to tell no man 
that thing; ſaying, © The Son of 
man muſt ſuffer many things, and 
be rejected by the elders and chief 
e prieſts and ſcribes; and be lain; 
and be raiſed the third day.” 

And he ſaid to them all, If anv 
man will come after me, let him 
„deny himſelf, and take up his 
« crols daily, and follow me. For 
* whoſoever will fave his life ſhall 
* loſe it; but whoſoever will loſe his 
*life for my fake, the ſame ſhall 
* fave it. For what is a man advan- 
„ taged, if he gain the whole world, 
and loſe himſelf, or be caſt away? 

For whoſoever ſhall be aſhamed 
* of me and of my words, of him 
5 ſhall the Son of man be aſhamed, 
* when he ſhall come in his own

te glory, 
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&* glory, and in his Father's, and o 
*the holy angels. But I tell you of 
a truth, There are ſome ſtanding 
„here, who ſhall not taſte of death 
te till they fee the kingdom of God.” 

And it came to paſs about eight 
days after theſe ſayings, he took Pe- 
ter and John and James, and went 
up into a mountain to pray. And 
as he prayed,. the faſhion of his 
countenance was altered, and his rai- 
ment was white and gliſtering. And 
behold, there talked with him two 
men, who were Moſes and Elijah; 
who appeared in glory, and {poke of 
his deceaſe which he ſhould accom- 
pliſh at Jeruſalem. 

But Peter and they that were with 
him were heavy with ſleep; and 
when they were awake, they ſaw 
his glory, and the two men that 
ſtood with him. And it came to 
pals, as they departed from him, Pe- 
ter faid unto Jeſus, © Maſter, it is 
good for us to be (9) here; and let 
& us make three tabernacles, one for 
- © thee, and one for Moſes, and one 
„for Elijah; not knowing what he 
& faid.” While he thus ſpoke, there 
came a cloud, and overſhadowed 
them; and they feared as they enter- 
ed into the cloud. And there came 
a voice out of the cloud, ſaying, 
This is my beloved Son: hear 
him!“ And when the voice was 
paſt, Jeſus vas found alone. And 
they kept it cloſe, and told no man, 
in thoſe days, any of thole things 
u hich they had ſeen. 

And it came to pals, that on the 
next day, when they wcre come 
doun from the hill, much people 
met him. And behold, a man o 
the company cned out, laying, * Mal. 
* ter, I beſeech thee, look upon my 
* fon! for he is my only child: 
and lo, a ſpirit taketh him, and he; 
* ſuddenly crieth out; and it teareth 
„him that he ſoameth again, and

„rom him. And I beſought thy 
* diſciples to caſt him out; and they 
* could not.” 

And Jefus anſwering, ſaid, © © 
* faithleis and perverſe generation! 
* how long ſhall I be with you, and 
* ſuffer you? Bring thy ſon hither,” 
And as he was yet coming, the de. 
vil threw him down, and tore him, 
And Jeſus rebuked the unclean ſpi- 
rit, and healed the child, and deli- 
vered him again to his father. And 
they were all amazed at the mighty 
power of God. 

But while they wondered every 
one at all things which Jeſus did, 
he ſaid unto his 8 Let theſe 
* ſayings ſink down into your ears! 
* for the Son of man ſhall be de- 
*livered into the hands of men.“ 
But they underſtood not this ſaying, 
and it was hidden from them, that 
they perceived it not; and they fear- 
ed to aſk him of that ſaying. 

Then there aroſe a reaſoning a- 
mong them, which of them ſhould 
be greateſt, And Jeſus perceiving 
the thought of their heart, took a 
child, and ſet him by him, and faid 
unto them, Whoſoever ſhall re- 
*cerve this child in my name re- 
* ceiveth me; and wholoever ſhall 
* receive me, receiveth him that 
«ſent me; for he that is leaſt a- 
* mong you all, the ſame ſhall be 
* great,” ; 

And John anſa ered and faid, 
+ Maſter, we ſa one caſting out 
* devils in thy name; and ve ſor- 
bad him, becauſe he follon eih not 
* 2th us.” And Jeſus ſaid unto him, 
Forbid him not; for he that is not 
* againſt us is ſor us.“ . 

And it came to paſs, when the time 
was come that he ſhould be received 
up, he ſtedfaſtly ſet his face to g0 
to Jeruſalem, and ſent mellengers 
before his face; and they went an! 
entered into a village of the Samar 
tans to make ready for him, Ane 
they did not receive him, on 
we 
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his face was as if he would go to Je- 
rulalem (10). 

And when his diſciples James and 
John ſaw this, they ſaid, “ Lord, 
« wilt thou that we command fire to 
© come down from heaven, and con- 
«ſame them, even as Elijah did?” 
But he turned and rebuked them, 
and ſaid, Ve know not what man- 
*ner of ſpirit ye are of: For the Son 


&« of man is not come to deſtroy men's 


lives, but to ſave them.” And they 
went to another village. 

And it came to pals, that as they 
went in the way, a certain man ſaid 
unto him, © Lord! I will follow 
© thee whitherſoever thou goeſt,” 
And Jeſus ſaid unto him,“ Foxes 
© have holes, and the birds of the 
air have neſts; but the Son of man 
& hath not where to lay his head.” 
And he ſaid unto another, “ Follow

The ſeventy diſciples ſent forth, and ad- 
moniſhed. Martha reprehended. 

FTER theſe things the Lord 

appointed ſeventy others alſo; 
and ſent them two and two before 
his face into every city and place 
whither he himſelf would come: 
Therefore, ſaid he unto them, The 
* harveſt truly is great, but the la- 
* bourers are few; pray ye there- 
* fore the Lord of the harveſt, that 
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he would {end forth labourers into 
* his harveſt. | , 

„Go your ways; behold, I fend 
„you forth as lambs among wolves! 
* carry neither purſe, nor ſerip, nor 
*- ſhoes; and ſalute no man by the 
* way. And into whatſoever houſe 
* ye enter, firſt ſay, Peace be to this 
** houſe! and if the fon of peace be 
* there, your peace ſhall reſt upon 
it; if not, it ſhall turn to you again. 
And in the fame houle remain, 
eating and drinking ſuch things 25 
they give; for the labourer is wor- 
* thy of his hire: Go not from houſe 
to houſe, | 

„And into whatſoever city ye 
* enter, and they receive you, eat 
*ſuch things as are ſet before you. 
And heal the ſick that are therein, 
and fay unto them, The kingdom 
of God is come nigh unto you! 
15 — into whatſoever city ye enter, 
“and they receive you not, ur 
ways — into be 7 he 
* fame, and ſay, Even the very duſt 
* of your city, which cleaveth on 
* us, we wipe off againſt you: not- 
* withſtanding, be ye fure of this, 
that the kingdom of God is come 
nigh unto you (11). But I ſay unto 
**you, That it ſhall be more tolera- 
ble in that day for Sodom, than ſor 
* that city. 

„Wo unto thee, Chorazin! wo 
* unto thee, Bethſaida! for if the 
* mighty works had been done in 
Iyre and Sidon which have been 
done in you, they had a great while 
ago repented, fitting in ſackcloth 
* and aſhes. But it ſhall be more 
* tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at the 
* judgement, than for you. And 
thou, Capernaum! which art ex- 
* alted to heaven, ſhalt be thruſt 
* down to hell. He that heareth 
you, heareth me; and he that de-

«& you power to tread on ſerpents and 
< fcorptons, and over all the power 
* of the enemy; and nothing ſhall 
< by any means hurt you. Notwith- 
* ſtanding, in this rejoice not that 
the ſpirits are ſubje& unto you; 
but rather rejoice becauſe your 
* names are written in heaven.” 

In that hour Jeſus rejoiced in ſpi- 
rit, and ſaid, I thank thee, O Fa- 
„ther, Lord of heaven and earth! 
* that thou haſt hidden theſe things 
* from the wiſe and prudent, and 
& haſt revealed them unto babes: 
„ even ſo Father; for fo it ſeemed 
good in thy fight. All things are 
delivered to me by my Father: and 
no man knoweth who the Son is, 
© but the Father; and who the Fa- 
ee ther is, but the Son, and he to 
* whom the Son will reveal him.” 

And he turned him unto his dil- 
ciples, and ſaid privately, © Blelſed 
© are the eyes which fee the things 
© that ye ſee! For I tell you, That 
© many prophets and kings have de- 
* fired to ſee thoſe things which ye 
© fee, and have not ſeen them; and 
* to hearthole things which ye hear, 
© ard have not heard them.” 

And bchold, a certain lawyer 
ſtood up, and tempted him, . ſaying, 
&* Maſter, what ſhall I do to inherit

+ No man, when he hath lighted

And as he ſpake, a certain Phari-

the Lord ſaid unto him, “ Now, 
*ye Phariſees make clean the out- 
ide of the cup and the platter; but 
your inward part is full of raven- 
ing and wickednels. Ye fools (13), 
did not he that made that which

of ſuch things as ve have; and be- 
hold, all things are clean unto you, 

But wo unto you Phariſces! for 
* ye tithe mint and rue, and all man- 
* ner of herbs, and pals over judge- 
„ment and the love of God; theſe 
* ought ye to have done, and not to 
leave the other undone, Wo unto 
* you Phariſees! for ye love the up- 
t permoſt feats in the ſynagogues, 
* and greetings in the markets. Wo 
*unto you ſcribes and Phariſeecs, 
* hypocrites! for ye are as graves 
*which appear not, and the men 
* that walk over them are not aware 
6c of them.” 

Then anſwered one of the lawyers 
(14), and ſaid unto him,“ Maſter, thus 
„ſaying, thou reproacheſt us alſo.“ 
And he ſaid, © Wo unto you allo, 9e 
* lawyers! for ye lade men with 
* burdens grievous to be borne, and 
ye yourſelves touch not the bur- 
dens with one of your fingers. Wo 
* unto you! for ye build the ſepul-

* fathers killed them. Truly ye bear

To avoid hypocriſy and fearfulneſs in pub- 
bflung Chriſt's doctrine. To beware of 
couetouſneſs, and over-carefulneſs. The 
faithful and wiſe ſteward, 

the mean time, when there 

were gathered together an innu- 
merable multitude of people, inſo- 
much that they trod one upon 
another, he began to ſay unto his 
diſciples firſt of all, © Beware ye of 

* the leaven of the Phariſees, which 

*is hypocriſy. For there is nothing 

covered that ſhall not be revealed; 

*nor hidden that ſhall not be 

* known. Therefore whatſoever ye 

* have ſpoken in darkneſs, ſhall be 

* heard in the light; and that which 

*ye have ſpoken 1n the ear, in clo- 

*lets, ſhall be proclaimed upon the 

* houſe-tops. 

* And 4 ſay unto you, my friends, 
© Be not afraid of them that kill the 
body, and after that have no more 
that they can do. But I will fore- 
*warn you whom ye ſhall fear: 
* Fearhim who, after he hath killed, 
* hath power to caſt into hell; vea, 
* I lay unto yon, Fear him! Are not 
* ave-ſparrows fold for two far- 
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e things? and not one of them is for- 
4 gotten before God. But even the 
very hairs of your Head are all 
„numbered (15). Fear not there- 
fore; ye are of more value than 
many ſparrows, 

* Alſo I fay unto you, Whoſoever 
e ſhall confeſs me before men, him 
* ſhall the Son of man alſo confeſs 
* before the angels of God: But he 
that denieth me before men, ſhall 
be denied before the angels of 
* God. And whoſoever ſhall ſpeak 
* a word againſt the Son of man, it 
* ſhall be forgiven him; but unto 
* him that blaſphemeth againſt the 
Holy Ghoſt, it ſhall not be for- 
given. 

* And when they bring you unto 
* the ſynagogues and unto magiſtrates 
* and powers, take ye no thought 
* how or what thing ye ſhall anſwer, 
* or what ye ſhall 25 for the Holy 
5 Ghoſt ſhall teach you in the ſame 
hour what ye ought to ſay.” | 

And one of the company ſaid unto 
him, © Maſter, ſpeak to my brother,

When thou goeſt with thine 
© adverſary to the magiſtrate; as thou 
*art in the way, give diligence that 
* thou mayeſt be delivered from 


* him; leſt he hale thee to the judge, 


*and the judge deliver thee to the 


*

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miſſi ment of the Galileans, and others, 
The fiz-tree curſed, The ſtrait gate. 
1 were preſent at that ſea- 
ſon ſome that told him of the 
Galileans, whoſe blood Pilate had 
mingled with their ſacrifices. And 
Jeſus anſwering ſaid unto them, 
** Suppoſe ye that theſe Galileans 
* were ſinners above all the Galt . 
jeans, becauſe they ſuffered ſuch 
* things? I tell you, No: but, ex- 
* cept ye rent: ye ſhall all likewiſe 
* periſh, Or thoſe cighteen upon 
* whom the tower in Siloam fell, 
and flew them, think ye that they 
* were ſinners above all men that 
* dwell in Jeruſalem? I tell ye, No; 
but except ye repent, ye ſhall all 
* likewiſe periſh,” 
He ſpoke alſo this parable; A 
* certain man had a fig-tree planted 
* in his vineyard; and he came a 
* fought fruit thereon, and fou 
*none, Then ſaid he unto the 
« dreſſer of his vineyard, Behold, 
t theſe three years 1 come ſeeki 
© fruit on this fig- tree, and find none: 
cut it down; why cumbereth it the 
ground? And he anſwering faid 
„ unto him, Lord let it alone this 
„year alſo, till I ſhall Gig bout it, 
and dung it: and if jt bear fruit, 
tuell; and if not, then after that thou 
* ſhalt cut it down.” 2 
And he was teaching in one of the 
{ynagagues on the ſobbath. And be- 
hold, there was a woman who had 
a ſpirit of infirmity eighteen years, 
and was bowed together, and could 
in no wiſe lift up he. And when + 
Jeſus ſaw her, he called ker to his, 


and faid unto her, Woman, th 


*otficer, and the officer caſt thee]“ art looſed from thine infirmity; 


* into priſon. I tell thee, thou ſhalt 
not depart thence, till thou haſt 
paid the very laſt mite.” 


And he laid /us hands on her; and 
immediately ſhe was made ſtraight, 
and glorified God. 

And the ruler of the ſynagogue

anſwered with indignation, becauſe 
Jeſus had healed on the ſabbath- day, 
and ſaid unto the people, There are

* day.” The Lord then anſwered 
him, and ſaid, Thou hypocrite, 
« doth not each one of you on the 
« ſabbath looſe his ox or his als from 
& the ſtall, and lead him away to wa- 
«tering? And ought not this wo- 
te man, being a daughter of Abra- 
& ham, Arp Satan hath bound, 
lo, theſe eighteen years,) to be lool- 
ted from this bond on the ſabbath- 
« day?” 

And when he had ſaid theſe 
things, all his adverſaries were a- 
ſhamed; and all the people rejoiced 
for all the glorious things that were 
done by him. Then ſaid he, © Unto 
& what is the kingdom of God like? 
te and whereunto ſhall I reſemble it? 
&© It is like a grain of muſtard-ſeed, 
& which a man took and caſt into 
&* his garden; and it grew, and wax- 
tt ed a great tree, and the fowls of 
te the air lodged in the branches of 
Em.” 

And again he ſaid, * Whereunto 
ce ſhall I iken the kingdom of God? 
& It is like leaven, which a woman 
ce took and hid in three meaſures of 
& meal, till the whole was leaven- 
ed.“ And he went through the 
cities and villages, teaching, and 
zourneying towards Jeruſalem. 
Then ſaid one unto him, Lord, 
& are there few that are ſaved?” And 
be ſaid unto them, © Strive to enter

ND He ſaid allo unto his dil 
ciples,“ There was a certain 

© rich man who had a ſteward; and 
the fame was accuſed unto him, 
that he had waſted his goods. And 

* he called him, and ſaid unto him, 

* How 1s it that I hear this of thee? 

* Give an account of thy ſteward- 

* ſhip; for thou mayeſt be no longer 

*ſteward. Then the ſteward faid 

* within himſelf, What ſhall I do? 

* for my lord taketh away from me 

„the ſlewardſhip: I cannot dig; to 


** man's, who ſhall give you that 
* which is your own? No ſervant 
can ſerve two maſters: for either 
he will hate the one, and love the 
ther; or clic he will hold to the 
one, and deſpiſe the other: Ye can- 
by not ſerve God and mammon.” 

And the Phariſees alſo, who were 
covetous, heard all theſe things; and 
they derided him. And he ſaid unto 
them, e are they who juſtify 
* yourſelves before men; but God 
* knoweth your hearts: for that 
© which is highly eſteemed among 
emen is abomination in the fight of 
God. The law and the prophets 
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© and every man preſſeth into it. 
KAnd it is eaſier for heaven and

Whoſoever putteth away his

& mitteth adultery; and whoſoever 
& marrieth her that is put away

“There was a certain rich man,

* to pals that the beggar died, and

«Abraham's boſom. 

& The rich man alſo died, and was

& and ſaid, Father Abraham, have 
* mercy on me! and ſend Lazarus 
e that he may dip the end of his fin- 
ger in water, and cool my tongue;

& But Abraham ſaid, Son, remember

Take heed to yourſelves! If thy

to thee, ſaying, I repent; thou falt

And the apoſtles ſaid unto the

6 them, nor follow them. For as the 
„ lightening, that lighteneth out of 
the one part under heaven, ſhin- 
e eth unto the other part under hea- 
* ven; fo ſhall alſo the Son of man 
© be in his day. But, firſt, he muſt 
e ſuffer many things, and be rejected 
* by this generation.” 

And as it was in the days of 
Noah, ſo ſhall it be alſo in the days 
© of the Son of man. They did eat, 
they drank; they married wives, 
*they were given in marriage, 
© until the day that Noah entered 
into the ark; and the flood came, 
and deſtroyed them all. Like- 
* wiſe alſo as it was in the days of 
Lot; they did eat, thy drank, th 
* bought, they ſold, they Sr dry 
they builded; but the ſame day 
* that Lot went out of Sodom, it 
* rained fire and brimſtone from 
heaven, and deſtroyed them all: 
Even thus ſhall it be in the day

£* every one that exalteth himſelf 
6& ſhall be abaſed; and he that hum-

And they brought unto him alſo 
anfants, that he ſhould touch them;

Tell us, By what unthority doeſt 

© thou theſe things? or who is he 

© that gave thee this authority?“ 
And he anſwered and faid unto 

them, I will allo aſk you one thing; 

and anſwer me: The Baptilm of 

“John, was it from heaven, or of 

© men?” And they reaſoned with 

themſelves, ſaying, If we ſhall fay, 

From heaven; He will fay, Why 

then believed ye him not? But 

if we ſay, Of men; all the people 
will ſtone us: for they are perſuaded 
that John was a prophet.

And they drew nigh unto the 
village whither they went; and He 
made as if he would have gone far- 
ther, But they conſtrained him, 
ſaying, “ Abide with us; for it is to- 
& wards evening, and the day is far 
„ ſpent:” And he went in, to tarry 
with them. And it came to pals, as 
he ſat at meat with them, he took 
bread, and bleſſed it, and broke, and 
gave to them. And their eyes were 
opened, and they knew him; and 
he vaniſhed out of their ſight. 

And they ſaid one to another, 
e Did not our heart burn within us, 
© while he talked with us by the

He 
firſt findeth his own brother Simon, 
and faith unto him, „We have 
found the Meſſiah, which is, be- 
ing interpreted, the Chriſt (32). And 
he brought him to Jeſus. And when 
Jeſus beheld him, he ſaid, Thou 
* art Simon the ſon of Jona: thou 
* ſhalt be called Kephas,” which 
is, by interpretation, A ſtone (33). 
The day following Jeſus would go. 
forth into Galilee, and findeth Phi- 
lip, and faith unto him, Follow 
„me!“ Now Philip was of Beth 
ſaida, the city of Andrew and Peter. 
Philip findeth Nathanael, and faith 
unto him, We have found Him of 
* whom Moſes in the law, and the 
* prophets, did write, Jeſus of Na- 
* zarcth, the ſon of Joſeph.” And 
Nathanael faid unto him, Can 
*there any good thing come out of 


Nazareth? Philip faith unto him, 


“Come and ſee!” 

Jelus ſaw Nathanael coming to 
him, and ſaith of him, Behold an 11- 
*raclite indeed, in whom is no 
* guile!” Nathanael faith unto him, 
* Whence knoweſt thou me?” Jeſus 
anſwered and ſaid unto him, Be 
* fore that Philip called thee, when

This beginning of miracles Jeſus 
did in Cana of Galilee, and mani- 
feſted forth his glory; and his dil- 
ciples believed on him. After this 
he went down to Capernaum, he, 
and his mother, and his brethren, 
and his difciples; and they continu- 
ed there not many days. 

And the Jews paſs-over was at 


hand, and Jeſus went up to Jeruſa- 


lem; and he found in the temple 


thoſe that fold oxen and ſheep and 


doves, and the changers of money 
fitting, And when He had made a 
ſcourge of {mall cords, he drove them 
all out of the temple, and the ſheep, 
and the oxen; and poured out the 
changers money, and overthrew the 
tables; and ſaid unto them that fold 


doves, Take theſe things hence! 
make not my Father's houſe an houſe: 


of merchandiſe. And his diſciples 
remembered that it was written, 
The zeal of thine houſe hath eaten 
©me up (36).“ 

Then the Jews anſwered, and ſaid 
unto him, What ſign ſheweſt thou 
* unto us? ſeeing that thou doeſt 
© theſe things.” Jeſus anſwered and 
ſaid unto them, © Deſtroy this tem- 
*plc; and, in three days, I will raiſe 
eit up.“ Then ſaid the Jews, Forty- 
fix years was this temple in build- 
ing, and wilt thou rear it up in three 
days? But he ſpoke of the temple of 
his body (27). 

When therefore he was riſen from 
the dead, his diſciples remembered 
that he had ſaid this unto them; and 
they believed the ſcripture, and the 
word which Jeſus had ſaid. Now 
when he was in [Jeruſalem at the 
paſs- over, on the feaſt-day many be- 
lieved in his name, when they ſaw 
the miracles which he did. But 
Jelus did not commit himſelf unto 
them, becauſe he knew all men; and 
needed not that any ſhould teſtify

HERE was a man of the Pha- 
riſees named Nicodemus, a ruler 
of the Jews: the ſame came to Jeſus 
by night, and faid unto him, Rabbi! 

* we know that thou art a teacher 

* come from God; for no man can 

do theſe miracles that thou doeſt, 

* except God be with him.” Jeſus 

anſwered and ſaid unto him, “ Ve- 

*rily, verily J ſay unto thee, Except 

* a man be hot again (38), he can- 

not ſee the kingdom of God.” 

Nicodemus faith unto him, How 
*can a man be born when he is old? 
Can he enter the ſecond time into 
* his mother's womb, and be born?” 
Jeſus anſwered, © Verily, verily I 
*ſay unto thee, Except a man be 
* born of water and of the Spirit, he 
cannot enter into the kingdom of 
* God. That which is born of the 
* fleſh is fleſh; and that which is 
* born of the Spirit is ſpirit, 

Marvel not that I faid unto thee, 
«Ye malt be born again. The wind 
* bloweth where it liſteth, and thou 
e heareſt the ſound thereof, but canſt 
„ not tell whence it cometh, and 
* whither it goeth; ſo is every one 
* that is born of the ſpirit.” Nico- 
demus anſwered and ſaid unto him, 
+ How can theſe things be?“ 

Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto him, 
Art thou a maſter of Iſrael, and 
*knoweſt not theſe things? Verily, 
* verily I ſay unto thee, We ſpeak 
* what we know, and teſtify what 
* we have ſeen; and ye receive not 
our teſtimony. If I have told you 
*carthly things, and ye believe not, 
* how ſhall ye believe if 1 tell you 
* of heavenly things?

© For God ſo loved the world, 
te that he gave his only-begotten Son;

© through him, might be ſaved. He 
that believeth on him is not con- 
& demned; but he that believeth not

„And this is the condemnation :

After theſe things Jeſus and his 
diſciples came intothe land of Judea;

baptized, And John alſo was bap- 
tizing in Enon, near Salim; becauſe 
there wasmuch waterthere: and they 
came and were baptized. For John 
was not yet caſt into priſon, 

Then there aroſe a queſtion be- 
tween ſome of John's diſciples and 
the Jews about purifying, And they 
came unto John, and laid unto him, 
7 Rabbi, he that was with thee be- 
* yond Jordan, to whom thou bareſt 
* witneſs, behold, the ſame baptil- 
eth! and all men come to him.” | 
John anſwered and ſaid, A man 
can receive nothing, except it be 
given him from heaven. Ye YOur-

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J am not the Chriſt; but that I am 
i lent before him. He that hath the

V / HEN therefore the Lord 
knew how the Phariſees had 

heard that Jeſus made and baptized 

more diſciples than John, (though Je- 
lus himſelf baptized not, but his diſ- 
ciples,) He leit Judea, and departed 
again into Galilee, And he muſt 
needs go through Samaria. Then 
he cometh to a city of Samaria which 
is called Sichar, near the parcel of 
zround that Jacob gave to his fon 

Joſeph. 

Now Jacob's well was there. Je- 
ſus therefore, being wearied with his 
journey, ſat thus on the well; and it 
was about the ſixth hour. There 
cometh a woman of Samaria to draw

water. Jeſus ſaith unto her, Give

For the Jews have no dealings (39) 
with the Samaritans. 

Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto her, 
& If thou kneweſt the gift of God, 
«and who it is that faith to thee, 
% Give me to drink; thou wouldeſt 
* have aſked of him, and he would 
© have given thee living water.” The 
woman faith unto him, © Sir, thou 
& haſt nothing to draw with, and the 
& well isdeep; from whencethen haſt 
* thou, that living water? Art thou 
& greater than our father Jacob, who 
6 cave us the well, and drank there- 
of himſelf and his children, and 
& his cattle?” 

Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto her, 
. & Whoſoever drinketh of this water 
„ ſpell thirſt again; but whoſoever 
& mnketh of the water that I ſhall 
* give him ſhall never thirſt; but the 
water that I ſhall give him ſhall be 
© in him a well of water ſpringing 
© up into everlaſting life.“ The wo- 
man faith unto him, Sir, give me 
this water, that I thirſt not, nei- 
& ther come hither to draw.” 

Jeſus ſaith unto her, Go, call thy 
© huſband, and come hither!” The 
woman anſwered and faid, © I have 
© no huſband.” Jeſus ſaid unto her,

* huſbands; and he whom thou now 


« haſt is not thy huſband; in that 
* thou ſaideſt truly.” The woman

The woman then left her 
water-pot ; and went her way into 
the city, and faith to the men, Come, 
ſee a man who told me all things 
that ever I did! Is not this the 
Chriſt? Then they went out of the 
city, and came unto him, 

n the mean while his diſciples 
prayed him, ſaying, © Maſter, eat.” 
But he ſaid unto them, I have 
% meat to eat that ye know not of.” 
Therefore ſaid the dilciples one to 
another, Hath any man brought him 
ought to cat! Jelus faith unto them, 
* My meat is to do the will of Him

And many 
more believed, becauſe of his own 
word; and faid unto the woman, 
Now we believe, not becauſe of thy 
ſayings: for we have heard him our- 
ſelves, and know that this is in- 
deed the Chriſt, the Saviour of the 
world, 

Now after two days, he departed 
thence, and went into Galilee, For 
E himſelf teſtified, that a prophet 

ath no honour in his own country. 
Then, when he was come into Gali- 
lee, the Galileans received him, hav- 
ing ſeen all the things that he did at 
Jeruſalem at the feaſt; for they alſo 
went unto the feaſt. 

So Jeſus came again into Cana of 
Galilee, where he made the water 
wine, Arid there was a certain no- 
bleman, whoſe fon was fick at Ca- 
pernaum. When he heard that je- 
ſus was come out of ſudea into Gali- 
lee, he went unto him, and beſought 
him that he would come down, and 
heal his ſon; for he was at the point 
of death. Then faid Jefus unto him, 
Except ye fee figns and wonders, 
ye will not believe.“ The noble- 
man faith unto him, Sir, come 
down ere my child die!” Jeſus 
faith unto him, © Go thy way; thy 
* lon liveth.” And the man believ- 
ed the word that Jeſus had ſpoken 
unto him, and he went his way. 

And as he was now going down, 


his ſervant met him, and told ham, | 


liveth. And he himfelf believed; 
and his whole houſe, This is again 
the ſecond miracle that Jefus did;

| FTER this, there was a feat 
of the Jews; and lefus went 
up to Jeruſalem. Now there is at 
Jeruſalem by the ſheep-markrt, a pool, 
which is called in the Hebrew tongue 
Betheſda, having five porches. In 
theſe lay a great multitude of im 
tent folks, of blind, halt, witheredz 
waiting for the moving of the wa- 
ter. For an angel went down at a 
certain ſeaſon into the pool, and 
troubled the water; whoſoever tlien, 
firſt after the troubling of the water, 
ſtepped in, was made whole of what- 
loever diſeaſe he had. 

And a certain man was there who 
had an infirmity, thirty-eight years. 
When Jefus ſa him lie, and knew 
that he had been now a long time in 
that cafe, he faith unto him, Witt 
thou be made whole?” The impo- 
tent man anſwered him, Sir, I have 
no man, when the water is trou- 
* bled, to put me into the pool; but 
* while I am coming, another ſte 
* peth down before me.” Jefus faith 
unto him, © Arile, take up thy bed, 
and walk!” And immediately the 
man was made whole, and took up 
his bed, and walked: and on the 
ſame day was the ſabbath. 

The Jews therefore ſaid unto him 
that was cured, It is the ſabbath-day ; 
it is not lawful for thee to carry thy 
bed. He anſwered them. He that

For Jeſus had conveyed himſelf a-

* hold, thou art made whole! {in no 
more, leſt a worle thing come unto 
* thee.” The man departed, and told 
the Jews that it was Jelus who had 
made him whole. And therefore 
did the Jews perſecute Jeſus, and 
fought to ſlay him; becauſe he had 
done theſe things on the ſabbath- 
day. 

But Jeſus anſwered them, “ My 
ce Father worketly hitherto, and I 
& work.” Thereſore the Jews ſought 
the more to kill him, becauſe he not 
only had broken the {ſabbath ; but ſaid 
allo that God was his Father, mak- 
ing himfelt equal with God, 

Ihen anſwered Jeſus, and ſaid 
unto them, Verxily, verily I ſay 
& unio you, The Son can do nothing 
& of hiratclt, but what he ſecth the. 
& Father do; for what things ſoever 
& He doeth, theſe alſo doeth the Son 
4 likewiſe. For the. Father loveth 
the Son, and ſheweth him al 
things that He himſelf doeth; and 
* he will ſhew him greater works 
„than theſe, that ye may marvel. 
For as the Father raiſeth up the 
dead, and quickeneth them; even 
* ſo the Son quickeneth whom he 
& will. | 

For the Father judgeth no man; 
but hath committed all judgement

is the lake of Tiberias: and a great 
multitude followed him; becauſe 
they ſaw his miracles which he did 
on them that were diſeaſed.

When Jefus then lifted up his 
eyes, and ſa a great company come

* theſe may eat?” And this he ſaid 
to prove him; for he himſelf knew 
what he would do. - Philip anſwered 
him, „Tuo hundred -penny-worth 
* of bread is not ſufficient for them, 
* that every one of them may take a 
* little.” One of his diſciples, An- 
drew, Simon Peter's brother, faith 
unto him, There is a lad here who 
hath five barley-loaves, and two 
!:nall-fiſhes; but what are they a- 
mong fo many? 

And Jeſus ſaid, Make the men 
* lit down,” (Now there was much 
vals in the place.) So the men fat 
down in number about five thou- 
land, And Jeſus took the loaves; 
and when he had given thanks, he 
Witrtbuted to the diſciples, and the 
Uiciples to them that were ſet down; 
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and likewiſe of the fiſhes as much as 
they would. When they were filled, 
he faid unto his diſciples, Gather up 
the fragments that remain, that no- 
thing be loſt. Therefore they ga- 
thered them together, and filled 
twelve baſkets with the fragments of 
the five barley-loaves, which re- 
mained over and above unto them 
that had eaten. 

Then thoſe men, when they had 
ſeen the miracle that Jeſus did, ſaid, 
This is of a truth that prophet 
that ſhould come into the world; 
When Jeſus therefore perceived that 
they would come and take him by 
force to make him a king, he de- 
parted again into a mountain him- 
ſelf alone. And when the evening 
was come, his diſciples went down 
unto the ſea, and entered into a ſhip, 
and went over the ſea toward Caper- 
naum. And it was now dark, and 
Jeſus was not come to them. 

And the ſca aroſe, by reaſon of 2 
great wind that blew. So when they 
had rowed about five and twenty or 
thirty furlongs, they ſee Jeſus walk- 
ing on the 54 and drawing nigh 
unto the ſhip; and they were afraid. 
But he faith unto them, It is I, be 
** not afraid:” Then they willingly 
received him into the ſhip: and im- 
mediately the {hip was at the land 
 whither they went. 

The day following, when the 
ple who ſtood on the other fide of 
the ſea, ſaw that there was no other 
boat there, fave that one whereinto 
his diſciples were entered, and that 
Jeſus went not with his diſciples into 
the boat, but that his diſciples were 
gone away alone; (Howbeit, there 
came other boats from Tiberias, nigh 
unto the place where they did eat 
bread, alter that the Lord had given 
thanks;) when the people therefore 
aw that jeſus was not there, nor his 
diſciples, they alſo took ſhipping, 
and came to Capernaum, ſeeking for 
[eſus. And when they had found 
him on the other tide of the fea, they 
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faid unto him, Rabbi! when cameſt 
* thou hither?” 

Jeſus anſwered them and ſaid, 
*Verily, verily I ſay unto you, Ye 
& ſeek me, not becauſe ye ſaw the 
* miracles; but becauſe ye did cat of 
e the loaves, and were filled. La- 
hour not for the meat which pe- 
ce riſheth, but for that meat which 
© endureth unto everlaſting life, 
* which the Son of man ſhall give 
«unto you; for him hath God the 
Father ſealed.” Then ſaid they 
unto him, What ſhall we do, that 
& we may work the works of God?” 
Jeſus anfwered and ſaid unto them,

Now Jeſus loved Martha, and her 
fiſter, and Lazarus. When He had 
heard therefore that he was ſick, he 
abode two days ſtill in the ſame place 
where. he was. Then after that, 
he ſaith to his diſciples, * Let us go 
into Judea again.”

Then the foldiers, when they had 
crucified Jeſus, took his garments and 
made four parts, to every ſoldier a 
part; and alfo his coat: now the coat 
was without feam, woven from the 
top throughout. They faid therefore 
among themſelves, © Let us not rend 
„it, but caſt lots for it, whoſe it 
* ſhall be;” that the ſcripture might 
be fulfilled, which faith, © They 
<« parted my raiment among them, 
«and for my veſture they did caſt 
ots.“ Theſe things therefore the 
ſoldiers did. gu 

Now there ſtood by the croſs of 
Jeſus, his mother, and his mother's 
filter, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and 
Mary Magdalene. When Jefus there- 
fore ſaw his mother, and the diſcipte 
ſtanding by whom he loved, He 
faith unto his mother, Woman, 
* behold thy ſon!” Then faith He to

But when 
they came to Jeſus, and ſaw that he 
was dead already, they broke not 
his legs. | | 

But one of the foldiers with a ſpear 
pierced his ſide, and forthwith there 
came out blood and water. And he 
that ſaw it, bore record, and his re- 
cord is true; and he knoweth that he 
faith true, that ye might believe. 
For thefe things were done that the 
ſcripture ſhould be fulfilted, * A 
* bone of him ſhall not be brok- 
* en (76).” And again another ſcrip- 
ture faith, They ſhall look on him

And aſter this, Joleph of Arima- 
thea (being a diſciple of Jeſus, but 
ſecretly for fear of the Jews,) be- 
ſought Pilate that he might take away 
the body of Jelis; and Pilate gave 
him leave. He came therefore and 
took the body of Jeſus, And there 
came alſo Nicodemns, who at the 
firſt came to Jeſus by night, and 
brought a mixture of myrrhe an 
aloes, about an hundred pound weig/tt.

likewiſe. This is now the third time 
that Jeſus ſhewed himſelf to his dil. 
ciples, after he was riſen from the 
dead, as Fo 

So when. they had dined, Jeſus 
ſaith to Simon Peter, © Simon jon of 
** Jonas, loveſt thou me more than 
* theſe?” He faith unto him,“ Yes, 
*Lord! thou knoweſt that I love 
** thee,” He faithunto him, Feedmy 
* lambs.” He faith to him again the 
ſecond time, * Simon fon of Jonas, 
*loveſt thou me?” He faith unto 
him. © Yes, Lord; thou knoweli

ruſalem; and we cannot deny it. But 
that it ſpread no farther among the 
people, let us ſtraitly threaten them, 
that they ſpeak henceforth to no man 
in this name.

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as ſtrangers in the land of Egypt, 
* and with an high arm he brought 
* them out of it, And about the time 
* of forty years he ſuffered their man- 
ners in the wilderneſs. And when 
* he had deſtroyed ſeven nations in 
the land of Chanaan, he divided 
„their land to them by lot. And 
* after that, he gave unto them judges 
* about the ſpace of four hundred 
* and fifty years, until Samuel the

« And when they had fulfilled all 
that was written of him, they took 
© kim down from the tree, and laid 
* kim in a ſepulchre. But God raiſed 
him from the dead. And he was 
© {een many days by them who came 
* up with him from Galilee to Jeru- 
* falem, who are his witneſſes unto 
the people. And we declare unto 
* you glad tidings, that the promiſe 
„which was made unto the fathers. 
God hath fulfilled the ſame unto 
* us their children, in that he hath 
e raiſed up Jelus again; as it is alſo 
& written in the ſecond pſalm, Thou 
* art my Son, this day have I begot- 
ten thee! - 

* And as concerning that he raiſed 
him up from the dead, now no more 
to return to corruption, he ſaid on 
* this wiſe, I will give you the ſure 
* mercies of David. Wherefore he 
& ſaith alſo in another alm, Thou 
« ſhalt not ſuffer thine Holy One to 
ſee corruption. For David, after 
© he had ſerved his own generation 
5 by the will of God, fell on ſleep, 
and was laid unto his fathers, and 
© ſaw corruption; but he, whom 
God raiſed again, ſaw no corrup- 
tion. 

« Be it known unto you there- 
fore, menand brethren! that through 
this man is preached unto you the 
< forgiveneſs of ſins; and by him 
& all that believe are juſtified from 
* all things, from which ye could 

not be juſtified by the law of Mo- 
*ſes, Beware therefore leſt that 
come upon you which is ſpoken of 
„in the prophets, Behold, ye de- 
& ſaiſers, and wonder, and periſh! for 
«1 work a work in your days; a 
« work which ye ſhall in no wile 
believe, though a man declareitun- 
*to you (g).“ 

And when the Jews were gone 
out of the ſynagogue, the Gentiles 


beſought that theſe words might be 
preached to them the next ſabbath.

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Now when the congregation was 
broken up, many of the Jews and 
religious proſelytes followed Paul 
and — who, ſpeak ing tothem, 
perſuaded them to continue in the 
grace of God. 

And the next ſabbath - day almoſt 
the whole city came together to hear 
the word of God. But when the 
Jews ſaw the multitudes, they were 
filled with envy, and {poke againſt 
thoſe things which were ſpoken by 
Paul, contradicting and blaſphem- 
ing, 
ed bold, and ſaid, It was neceſſary 
* that the word of God ſhould firſt 
© have been ſpoken to you; but ſce- 
ing ye put it from you, and judge 
** yourſelves unworthy of everlaſting 
„life, lo, we turn to the Gentiles, 
For fo hath the Lord commanded 
* us, ſaying, I have ſet thee to be 
a light of the Gentiles, that thou 
* ſhouldeſt be for ſalvation unto the 
ends of the earth (4).” 

And when the Gentiles heard this 


they were glad, and glorified the 


word of the Lord; and as many as 
were ordained (5) to eternal life be- 
lieved. And the word of the Lord 
was publiſhed throughout all the re- 
gion. But the Jews ſtirred up the 
devout and honourable women, and 
the chief men of the city, and raiſed 
nerſecution againſt Paul and Barna- 
bas, and expelled them out of their 
coaſts. But they ſhook off the duſt 
of their feet againſt them, and came 
unto Iconium. And the diſciples 
were filled with joy and with the 
Holy Ghoſt. | 
C HAP. . 

Paul and Barnabas are perfecuted. Paul 
healeth a _— they are reputed as 
gods, Paul is ſtoned. They paſs 

through divers churches, and return 

to Antioch. 
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ND it came to paſs in Iconium 
A that they went both (6) toge- 
mer into the ſynagogue of the Jews, 
and fo ſpoke that a great mulitude 
both of the Jews and alſo of the 
Greeks believed. But the unbeliev- 
ing Jews ſtirred up the Gentiles, and 
made their —_ evil affected a- 
gainſt the brethren. Long time 
therefore they abode ſpeaking boldly 
in the Lord, who gave teſtimony 
unto the word of his grace, and grant- 
ed ſigns and wonders to be done by 
their hands, 

But the multitude of the city was 
divided; and part held with the 
Jews, and part with the —— 
And when there was an aſſault made 
both by the Gentiles and alſo by the 
Jews, with their rulers, to uſe them 
deſpitefully, and to ſtone them, they 
were ware of it, and fled unto Lyſtra 
and Derbè, cities of Lycaonia, and 
unto the region that lieth round a- 
bout: and there they preached the 
Goſpel, 

And there ſat a certain man at Lyſ- 
tra impotent in his feet, being a crip- 
ple from his mother's womb, who 
never had walked: the ſame heard 
Paul ſpeak ; who, ſtedfaſtly behold- 
ing him, and perceiving that he had 
faith to be healed, ſaid with a loud 
voice, Stand upright on thy feet!” 
And he leaped, and walked, And 
when the people ſaw what Paul had 
done, they lifted up their voices, 
laying in the ſpeech of Lycaonia, 
* The gods are come down to us in 
the likeneſs of men.” And they 
called Barnabas, Jupiter; and Paul, 
Mercury, becauſe he was the chief 
Ipeaker, 

Then the prieſts of Jupiter, which 
Was before the city, brought oxen 
and . unto the gates, and 
would have done ſacrifice with the 
people. IVhick when the apoſtles 
Barnabas and Paul heard /, they 
ent their clothes, and ran in among

And there came thither Certain 
Jews from Antioch and Icontum, 
who perſuaded the people; and hav- 
ing ſtoned Paul, drew A m out of the 
city, ſuppoling he had been, dead. 
How beit, as the diſciples ſtood round 
about him, he aroſe up, and came 
into the city; and the next day, he. 
departed with Barnabas to Derbe, 
And when they had preached the 
Goſpel to that city, and had taught 
many, they returned again to 7 — | 
and to Iconium and Antioch; con- 
firming the ſouls of the diſciples, and 
exhorting them to continue in the 
faith, and that we muſt through 


much tribulation enter into the king- 
dom of God. And when they had 
ordained them elders in every 
church, and had prayed with faſt- 
ing, they commended them to the 
Lord, on whom they believed. And 
after they had paſſed throughout Pi- 
lidia, they came to Pamphylia. 

And when they had preached the 
word in Perga, they went down into « 
Attalia; and thence ſailed to An- 
tioch, from whence they had been 
recommended to the grace of God 
for the work which they fulfilled. 
And when they were come and had

ND certain men who came 
1 down from Judea taught the 
| brethren, and aid, © Except ye are

fmall diſſenſion and diſputation with 
them, they determined that Paul 
and Barnabas and certain others of 
them ſhould go up to Jeruſalem unto 
* the apoſtles and elders about this 
queſtion. 
And being brought on their wa 
by the church, they paſſed hah 
enice and Samaria, declaring the 
| converſion of the Gentiles; and they 
cauſed great joy unto all the bre- 
thren. And when they were come 
to Jeruſalem, they were received by 
the church and the apoſtles and el- 
ders, and they declared all things 
that God had done with them. But 
there roſe up certain of the ſect of 
the Phariſees who believed, faying, 
That it was needful to circumciſe 
them, and to command them to keep 
the law of Moſes. 
And the apoſtles and elders came 
together to conſider of this matter. 
And when there had been much di- 
puting, Peter aroſe up and ſaid unto 
them, * Men and brethren! ye know 
* how that a good while ago God 
amade choice among us, that the 
& Gentiles by my mouth ſhould hear 
« the word of the Goſpel, and be- 
«lieve. And God, who knoweth 
«the hearts, bore them witneſs, giv- 
L ing them the Holy Ghoſt, even as 
he did unto us; and put no differ- 
« ence between us and them, puriſy- 
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„ing their hearts by faith. Nor 
lint therefore why tempt ye God, u 
„put a yoke upon the neck of the 
* diſciples, which neither our fx 
„ thers nor we were able to bear? 
But we believe that, through the

*and I will build again the ruins 
thereof, and I will ſet it up; that 
the reſidue of men might ſeek after 
*the Lord, and all the Gentiles 
* upon whom my name is called,

* Known unto God are all his

And 
we were in that city abiding certain 
days. And on the ſabbath we went 
out of the city by a river ſide, where 
prayer was wont to be made. And 
we fat down, and ſpoke unto the 
women who reſorted thither. 

And a certain woman named Ly- 
dia, a ſeller of purple, of the city of 
Thyatira, who worſhipped God, 
heard us; whoſe heart the Lord 
opened, that ſhe attended unto the 
things which were ſpoken by Paul. 
And when ſhe was baptized, and 
her houſhold, ſhe beſought us, ſay- 


ing, If ye have judged me to be|fl 


& faithful to the Lord, come into my 
& houſe and abide there.” And ſhe 
conſtrained us. | 
And it came to paſs, as we went 
to prayer, a certain damſel poſſeſſed 
with a ſpirit of divination met us, 
who brought her maſters much gain 
by ſoothſaying. The ſame followed 
Paul and us, andcricd, ſaying,* Theſe 
© men are the ſervants of the moſt 
© high God, who ſhew unto us the 
& way of ſalvation.” And this ſhe 
did many days. But Paul, being gricv- 
ed, turned and faid to the ſpirit, © 1 
& command thee in the name of ]cſus 
“ Chriſt to come out of her!” And 
he came out the ſame hour, 

And when her maſters ſaw that 
the hope of their gains was gone, 
they caught Paul — Silas, and drew 
them unto the market - place beſore the 
rulers, and brought them to the ma- 
giſtrates, ſaying, © Theſe men being 
« Jews do excecdingly trouble our 
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* city, and teach cuſtoms which are 
not lawful for us to receive, nor to 
* obſerve, being Romans.” 

And the multitude roſe up toge. 
ther againſt them; and the magil. 
trates rent off their clothes, and com- 
manded to beat them. And when 
they had laid many. ſtripes upon 
them, they caſt them into priſon, 
charging the jaylor to keep them 
ſafely. Who, having reccived ſuch a 
charge, thruſt. them into the inner 
priſon, and made their feet faſt in 
the ſtocks.” | 

And at midnight Paul and Silas 
prayed, and. ſang praiſes unto God; 
and the priſoners heard them, And 
luddenly there was a great earth- 
quake, fo that the foundatigns of the 
pon were ſhaken; and — 
y all the doors were opened, and 
every one's bands were looſed. And 
the keeper of the priſon awaking out 
of his {leep, and ſeeing the priſon- 
doors open, he drew out his ſword, 
and would have killed himſelf, ſup- 
pong that the priſoners had been 
ed. 

But Paul cried with a loud voice, 

ſaying, Do thyſelf no harm; for 
© we are all here.” Then he called 
ſor a light, and ſprung in, and came 
trembling, and fell down before 
Paul and Silas; and brought them 
out, and faid, © Sirs! what muſt 1 
& do to be ſaved?” And they faid, 
Believe on the Lord Jeſus Chriſt! 
and thou ſhalt be ſaved, and thy 
5 houſe.” 

And they ſpoke unto him the 
word of the Lord, and to all that 
were in his houſe. And he took 
them the ſame hour of the night, and 
waſhed therr ſtripes; and was bap- 
tized, he, and all his, ſtraightway. 
And when he had brought them 
into his houſe, he ſet meat before 
them, and rejoiced; believing in 
God with all his houſe. And when 
it was day, the magiſtrates ſent the 
lerjeants, laying, Let thoſe men ge.

And they 
troubled the people and the rulers 
of the city, when they heard theſe 
things. And when they had taken

away Paul and Silas by night into 
Berea; who coming t/uther went into 
the ſynagogue of the Jews. Theſe 
were more noble than thoſe of Theſ- 
ſalonica, in that they received the 
word with all readineſs of mind, and 
ſcarched the ſcriptures daily, whe- 


ther thoſe things were ſo. There- - 


fore many of them believed; alſo 
of honourable women who were 
Greeks, and of men not a few. 

But when the Jews of Theſſalo- 
nica had knowledge that the word of 
God was preached by Paul at Berea, 
they came thither alſo, and ſtirred 
up the people. And then immedi- 
ately the brethren ſent away Paul to 


go as it were to the ſea; but Silas and 


Timothy abode there ſtill. And they 
that conducted Paul brought him 
unto Athens; and receiving a com- 
mandment unto Silas and Timothy 
to come to him with all ſpeed, they 


riſen again from the dead; that chis departed. 


Now while Paul waited for them 
at Athens, his ſpirit was ſtirred in 
him, x hen he ſaw the city wholly 
given to idolatry. Therefore he diſ- 

uted in the ſynagogue with the 

eus and with the devout perſons, 


few. But the Jews who believed 
not, moved with envy, took unto; 
them certain lewd fellows of the 
baſer ſort, and gathered a company, 
and ſet all the city on an uproar, and 
allaulted the houſe of Jaſon, and

And when they found them not, 
they drew Jaſon and certain brethren 
unto the rulers of the city, crying,

this inſcription, TO THE UN- 
© KNOWN GOD. Whom there- 
© fore ye ignorantly worſhip, him I

& and earth, dwelleth not in tem- 
* ples made with hands; neither is 


„ worſhipped with men's hands, as

And when Gallio was the deputy 
of Achaia, the Jews made inſurrec- 
tion with one accord againſt Paul, 
and brought him to the judgement- 
ſeat, ſaying, * This fellow perluadeth 
men to worſhip God contrary to 
© the law.” And when Paul was 
now about to open his mouth, Gal- 
lio ſaid unto the Jews, © If it were q 
matter of wrong or wicked lewd- 
v neſs, O ye Jews, reaſon would that 
4 ſhould bear with you; but if it 
be a queſtion of words and names, 
* and of your law, look ye to it! for 
will be no judge of ſuch matters.” 
And he drove them from the judge.

Then all the Greeks took Soſthe- 
nes the chief ruler of the ſynagogue, 

and beat him before the judgement- 
ſeat, And Gallio cared for none of 
thoſe things. And Paul after this tar- 
ried there yet a good while; and then 
ook his leave of the brethren, and 
Jailed thence into Syria, (and with 
him Priſcilla and Aquila) having 
thorn Jus head in Cenchrea; for he 
had a vow, And he came to Ephe- 
us, and left them there; but he him- 
ell entered into the ſynagogue, and 
eaſoned with the Jews. 

When they deſired him to tarry 
onger time with them, he conſent- 
d not; but bade them fare wel, ſay- 
ng. * I muſt by all means keep this 

leaſt that cometh, in Jeruſalem; but 
will return again unto you, if 
Cod will.” And he failed from 
-phefus, And when he had land- 
dat Ceſarea, and gone up and ſa- 
uted the. church, he went down to 
pntioch, And after he had ſpent 
me time there, he departed, and 
ent over all the country of Galatia 
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all the diſciples. 

And a certain Jew named Apol- 
los, born at Alexandria, an eloquent 
man, and mighty in the fcriptures, . 
came to Epheſus. This man was in- 
{truſted in the way of the Lord; and, 
being fervent in the ſpirit, he ſpoke 
and taught diligently the things of 
the Lord, knowing: only the WT 
tiſm of John. And he began to ſpeak 
boldly in the ſynagogue: whom 
when Aquila and Priſcilla had heard, 
they took him unto them, and ex- 
pounded unto him the way oi God 
more perfettly. 

. he was diſpoſed to paſs 
into Achaia, the brethren wrote, ex- 
horting the diſciples to receive him. 
Who, when he was come, helped 
them much who had believed 
through grace; for he mightily con- 
vinced the Jews, and that publicly, 
ſhewing by the ſcripture that Jekis 
was the Chriſt. | 

LEAP. AX. ; 
The Holy Ghoſt is given by Paul's hands. 
ND it came to paſs that, while 
Apollos was at Corinth, Paul, 
having paſſed through the up 
coaſts, came to Epheſus; and finding 
certain diſciples, he ſaid unto them, 
Have ye received the Holy Ghoſt 
* fince ye believed?” And they ſaid 
unto him, We have not fo much 
*as heard whether there be any 
Holy Ghoſt.” And he ſaid unto 
them, Unto what then were ye 
* baptized?” And they ſaid, Unto 
** John's baptiſm.” Then ſaid Paul, 
* John — baptized with the bap- 
* tiſm of repentance, ſaying unto the 
people, That they ſhould believe 
* on him who ſhould come after 
him, that is, on Chriſt Jeſus.” 

When they heard ths, they were 
baptized in the name of the Lord 
CET And when Paul had laid his 
hands upon them, the Holy Ghoſt 
came on them; and they ſpoke with 
tongues, and propheſied. And all 
the men were about twelve, And

and believed not, but ſpoke evil of 


both Jews and Greeks. And God 
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he went intothe ſynagogue, and ſpoke 
boldly for the ſpade dee ths 
diſputing and perſuading the things 
concerning the kingdom of God. 
But when divers were hardened, 


that way before the multitude; he 
departed from them, and ſeparated 
the diſciples, diſputing daily in the 
ſchool of one Tyrannus. And this 
continued for the ſpace of two years; 
ſo that all they who dwelt in Aſia 
heard the word of the Lord Jeſus, 


wrought ſpecial miracles by the 
hands of Paul; ſo that from his bod 
were brought unto the fick, hand: 
kerchiefs or aprons, and the diſeaſes] 
departed from them, and the evil 
ſpirits went out of them. 

Then certain of the yagabond 
Jews, exorciſts, took upon them to 
'call over them who had evil ſpirits, 
the name of the Lord Jeſus, ſaying, 
% We adjure you by Jeſus whom 
-<« Paul preacheth.“ And there were 
ſeven ſons of one Skeva a Jew, and 
chief of the prieſts, who did fo. 
And the cvil fpirit anſwered and 
aid, © Jeſus I Low: and Paul I 
know; but who are ye?” And the 
man, in whom the evil ſpirit was, 
lept on them, and overcame them, 
and prevailed againſt them; ſo that 
they fled out of that houſe naked and 
wounded. 

And this was known to all the 
Jews and Greeks alſo dwelling at 
Epheſus; and fear fell on them all, 
and the name of the Lord Jeſus was 
magnified. And many that believed, 
came, and Sate and ſhewed 
their deeds. Many alſo, of them who 
uſed curious arts, brought their books 
together, and burned them before all 
men; and they counted the price of 
them, and found it fifty thouſand 
pieces of ſilver. So mightily 355 the 
word of God, and prevailed. 

After theſe things were ended, 
Paul purpoſed in.the ſpirit, when he

And 
mb when he had gone over thoſe parts, 
paß and had given them much exhorta- 
com don, he came into Greece, and 
exan i abode there three months. And when 
Jeu che Jews laid wait for him as he 
exang Was about to ſail into Syria, he pur- 
|, a poſed to return through Macedonia. 


e unte there accompanied him into 
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Afia Sopater of Berea, and of the 
Theſſalonians, Ariſtarchus and Se- 
cundus; and Gaius of Derbè, and 
Timothy; and of Afia, Tychicus, 
and Trophimus. Theſe going before 
tarried for us at Troas. 

And we failed away from Philip- 
pi after the days of unleavened bread, 
and came unto them to Troas in five 
days; where we abode ſeven days. 
And upon the firſt day of the week, 
when the diſciples came together to 
break bread, Paul preached - unto 
them, ready to depart on the mor- 
row; and continued his ſpeech un- 
til midnight. And there were many 
lights in the upper chamber where 
they were gathered together, 

And there ſat in awindowacertain 
young man named Eutychus, _ 
fallen into a deep ſleep: and as Pau 
was long preaching, he ſunk down 
with ſleep, and fell down from the 
third loft, and was taken up dead. 
And Paul went down and fell on 
him, and embracing him, ſaid, * Trou- 
ble not yourſelves; for his life is 
* in him.” Therefore when he was 
come up again, and had broken 
bread, and eaten, and talked a long 
while, even till break of day, he 
departed. And they brought the 
young man alive, and were not a 
little comforted. 

And we went before to ſhip, and 
ſailed unto Aſſos, there . » 6 to 
take in Paul; for ſo he had appoint- 
ed, minding himſelf to go afoot. And 
when he met with us at Aſſos, we 
took him in, and came to Mitylent. 
And we failed thence, and came the 
next day over againſt Chios; and 
the next day we arrived at Samos, 
and tarried at Trogyllium; and the 
next day we came to Miletus. For 
Paul had determined to {ail by Ephe- 
ſus, becauſe he would not ſpend the 
time in Aſia; for he haſted, if it 
were poſſible for him, to be at Jeru- 
lalem the day of Pentecoſt, , 

And from Miletas he ſent toEphe- 
ſus, and called the elders of the

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church. And when they were come 
to him, he ſaid unto them, © Ye 
« know, from the firſt day that I came 
«into Aſia, after what manner 
© have been with you at all ſeaſons,

& the lying in wait of the Jews: and 
* how I kept back nothing that was 
& profitable unto you; but have ſhew- 
ed you, and have taught you pub- 
& licly, and from houſe to houſe, 
« teſtifying both to the Jews and alſo 
& to the Greeks repentance toward 
“God, and faith toward our Lord 
„ Jeſus Chriſt, | 

„And now, behold, I go bound in 
© the Spirit unto Jeruſalem, not 
© knowing the things that ſhall befal 
© me there; ſave that the Holy Ghoſt 
é witneſſeth in every city, ſaying, 
“That bonds and afflictions abide 
© me. But none of thele things move 
© me, neither count I my life dear 
&* unto myſelf; ſo that I might finiſh 
& my courſe with joy, and the mi- 
t niſtery which I have received of 
«the Lord Jeſus, to teſtify the goſ- 
6 pel of the grace of God. 

& And now, behold, I know that 
all ye, among whom I have gone 
& preaching the kingdom of God, 
&* ſhall ſee my face no more. Where- 
& fore I take you to record this day, 
te that I am pure from the blood of all 
* men: for I have not ſhunned to 
$ declare unto you all the counſel of 
* God. Take heed therefore unto

A D it came to paſs that after

we went aboard, and ſet forth. Now 
when we had diſcovered Cyprus, we 
left it on the left hand, and failed 
into Syria, and landed at Tyre; for 
there the ſhip was to unlade her bur- 
den, And finding diſciples, we tat- 
ried there ſeven days; who faid to 
Paul through the ſpirit, thathe ſhould 
not go up to Jeruſalem, : 
And when we had accompliſhed 
thoſe days, we departed, and went

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dren, till we were out of the city: and 
we kneeled down on the ſhore, and 
prayed. And when we had taken 
our leave one of another, we took 
ſhip; and they returned home again. 
And when we had finiſhed our 


courſe from Tyre, we came to Ptole- 


mais, and ſaluted the brethren, and 
abode with them one day. And the 
next day we that were of Paul's com- 
pany departed, and came unto Cela- 
rea; and we entered into the houſe 
of Philip the evangeliſt, who was 
one of the ſeven (10), and abode with 
him, 

And the ſame man had four daugh- 
ters, virgins, who did propheſy. And 
as we tarried there many days, there 
came down from Judea a certain pro- 
phet named Agabus. And when he 
was come unto us, he took Paul's gir- 
dle, and bound his own hands, and 
feet, and ſaid, * Thus faith the Holy 
& Ghoſt, So ſhall the Jews at Jeru- 
*falem bind the man that owneth 
© this girdle, and ſhall deliver kim 
into the hands of the Gentiles.” 
And when we. heard theſe things, 
both we and they of that place be- 
3 him not to go up to Jeruſa- 
em. 

Then Paul anſwered, © What mean 
*ye to weep, and_to break mine 
*heart? For I am ready not to be 
bound only; but alſo to die at je- 
* rulalem for the name of the Lord 
* Jelus.” And when he would not 
be perſuaded, we - ceaſed, ſaying, 
„The will of the Lord be done!” 
And after thoſe days, we took up 
our carriages, and went up to Jeru- 
lalem. There went with us allo cer- 
tain of the diſciples of Ceſarea, and 
brought with them one Mnaſon of 
Cyprus, an old diſciple, with whom 
we ſhould lodge. 

And when we were come to Jeru- 
lalem, the brethren received us glad- 
ly. And the day following Paul went 
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in with us unto James; and all the 
elders were preſent. And when he 
had ſaluted them, he declared par- 
ticularly what things God bad 
2 among the Centiles by his 
miniſtery. 

And when they heard it, they glo- 
riſied the Lord, and ſaid unto him, 
Thou ſeeſt, brother, how many 
* thouſands of Jews there are who 
© believe; and they are all zealous 
* of the law: and they are informed 
of thee that thou teacheſt all the 


+ Jews who are among the Gentiles, 


* to forſake Moſes, aß That th 

© ought not to circumciſe their chil 
© dren, nor to walk after the cuſtoms. 
„What is it therefore? the multi- 
© tude muſt needs come tegether; 
*for they will hear that thou art 
© come. 


Do therefore this that we ſay to 


© thee: we have four men who have 
*2 vow on them; take them, and 
* purity thyſelf with them, and be 
at charges with them, that they 
may ſhave their heads: and all may 
* know that thoſe things whereof 
* they were informed concerning 
* thee are nothing, but that thou thy- 
+ ſelfallo walkeſtorderly and keepeſt 
* the law. As touching the Gem. 
tiles who believe, we have writ« 
* ten and concluded, that they ob- 
ſerve no ſuch things; ſave only that 
* they keep themſelves from things 
* offered to idols, and from hl 
and from things ſtrangled, and from 
„ fornication.” | 

Then Paul took the men; and the 
next day purifying himſelf with 
them, entered into the temple, to ſig- 
nify the accompliſhment of the days 
of purification, until an offering 
ſhould be offered for every one of 
them. And when the ſeven days 
were almoſt ended, the Jews who 


were of Afia, when _ faw him 


in the temple, ſtirred up all the peo-

ple, and laid hands on him, crying 
out, Men of Ifrael, help! this is 
&« the man that teacheth all men every 
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„here againſt the people, and the 
& law, and this place: and farther, 
© hath brought Greeks alſo into the 
© temple, and hath polluted this 
& holy place.” For they had ſeen 
before with him in the city Trophi- 
mus an Epheſian, whom they ſup- 
poled that Paul had brought into the 
temple. 

And all the city was moved, and 
the people ran together; and they 
took Paul and drew him out of the 
temple: and forthwith the doors 
were ſhut. And as they went about 
to kill him, tidings came unto the 
chief captain of the band, that all 
Jeruſalem was in an uproar: who im- 
mediately took ſoldiers and centu- 
rions, and ran down unto them. 
And when they ſaw the chief cap- 
tain and the ſoldiers, they leſt off 
beating Paul, 

Then the chief captain came near 
and took him, and commanded him 
to be bound with two chains; and 
demanded who he was, and what 
he had done. And ſome cried one 
thing, ſome another, among the mul- 
titude; and when he could not know 
the certainty for the tumult, he com- 
manded him to be carried into the 
caſtle. And when he came upon 


the ſtairs, fo it was that he was 


borne by the ſoldiers, for the vio- 
lence of the people. For the multi- 
tude of .the people followed after, 
crying, Away with him! 

And as Paul was to be led into the 
caſtle, he ſaid unto the chief cap- 
tain, * May I ſpeak unto thee?” 
Who ſaid, ** Canſt thouſpeak Greek ? 
« Art not thou that Egyptian who, 
& before theſe days, madeſt an up- 
& roar, and leddeſt out into the wil- 
& derneſs four thouſand men that 
& were murderers?” But Paul ſaid, 
« am a man who am a Jew of Tar- 
& ſus, 'a city of Cilicia, a citizen of 
«no mean city; I beſeech thee ſuf- 
te fer me to ſpeak unto the people.” 
And when he had given him li. 
cence, Paul ſtood on the ſtairs, and

beckoned with the hand unto the 
people, And when there was made 
a great ſilence, he ſpoke unto them 


in the Hebrew tongue, faying,

And when 
they heard that he ſpoke in the He- 
brew tongue to them, they kept the 
more filence: and he faith, I am 
* verily a man who am a Jew, born 
* in Tarſus, a city of Cilicia; yet 
brought up in this city at the Pts 
* of Gamaliel, and taught according 
*to the perfect manner of the law 
of the fathers, and was zealous to- 
© wards God, as ye all are this day, 

And I perſecuted this way unto 
* the death, binding and delivering 
* into priſons both men and women. 
* As alſo the high prieſt doth bear 
* me witneſs, and all the eſtate of 
* the elders; from whom alſo I re- 
* ceived letters unto the brethren, 
* and went to Damaſcus, to bring 
* them who were there, bound un- 
to Jeruſalem, to be puniſhed, 
And it came to pals, that as! 
made my journey, and was come 
* nigh unto Damaſcus, about noon, 
* ſuddenly there ſhone from heaven 
* a great light round about me. And 
* fell unto the ground and heard 
*a voice ſaying unto me, Saul! 
* Saul! why perſecuteſt thou me! 
* And I anſwered, Who art thou, 
* Lord? And he ſaid unto me, I am 
ſeſus of Nazareth whom thou per- 
* ſecuteſt, And they that were with 
me ſaw indeed the light, and were 
* afraid? but they heard not the 
* voice of him that ſpoke to me.

Lord? And the Lord ſaid unto me, 
* Ariſe, and go into Damaſcus! and 
there it ſhall be told thee of all 
things which are appointed for 
{© thee to do. And when I could 


3 not ſec for the glory of that — 
4 & beg. 


Paul declareth his converſion. He eſcapeth 


„And I faid, What ſhall I do, 
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© being led by the hand by them 
« that were with me, I came into 
« Damaſcus, And one Ananias, a 
«devout man according to the law, 
« having a good report of all the 
« Jews who dwelt there, came unto 
me, and ſtood, and aid unto me, 
„Brother Saul, receive thy fight! 
„And the ſame hour I — up 
upon him. 

And he ſaid, The God of our 
© {xthers hath choſen thee, that thou 
„ ſhouldeſt know his will, and ſee 
© that Juſt One, and ſhouldeſt hear 
© the voice of his mouth. For thou 
« ſhalt be his witneſs unto all men of 
„hat thou haſt ſeen and heard. 
And now why tarrieſt thou? ariſe! 
and be baptized, and waſh away 
«thy fins, calling on the name of 
© the Lord.” 

And it came to paſs that when | 
„I was come again to Jeruſalem, 
„even while I prayed in the tem- 
«ple, I was in a trance; and ſaw: 
„Him ſaying unto me, Make haſte, 
C and get thee quickly out of Jeruſa- 
*lem; for they will not receive thy 
* teſtimony concerning me. And I 
* ſaid, Lord, they know that I im- 
* priſoned and beat in every ſyna- 
gogue them that believed on thee: 
* 2nd when the blood of thy martyr 
stephen was ſhed, I alſo was ſtand- 
* ing by, and conſenting unto his 
death; and kept the raiment of 
them that ſlew him. And he ſaid 
K unto me, Depart: for I will ſend 
*thee far hence unto the Gentiles.” 

And they gave him audience unto 
this word, and then lifted up their 
voices, and ſaid, Away with ſuch 
* a ſelloꝛo from the earth! for it is not 
* fit that he ſhould live.” And as 
they cried out, and calt - off their 
clothes, and threw duſt into the air, 
the chief captain commanded him 
to be brought into the caſtle, and 

bade that he ſhould be examined 
by ſcourging; that he might know 
Wherefore they cried ſo againſt him. 

And as they bound him with 


thongs, Paul ſaid unto the centurion 
that ſtood by, © Is it lawful for you 
* to ſcourge a man that is a Roman, 
and uncondemned?*” When the 
centurion heard that, he went and 
told the chief captain, ſaying, Take 
* heed what thou doeſt! for this man 
is a Roman.“ Then the chief ca 

tain came and ſaid unto him, Tell 
me, art thou a Roman?” He ſaid, 
* Yes.” And the chief captain an- 


fwered, With a great ſum I obtain- 


* ed this freedom.” And Paul ſaid, 
But I was free-born.” . 
Then ſtraightway they departed 
from him who ſhould have examin- 
ed | or ſcourged] him; and the chief 
captain alſo was afraid after he 
knew that he was a Roman, and be- 
cauſe he had bound him. On the 
morrow, becauſe he would have 
known thecertainty wherefore he was 
accuſed by the Jews, he looſed him 
from his bands, and commanded the 
chief prieſts and all their council to 
appear; and brought Paul down, and 
ſet him before them. | 
C HAP. XXIII. 
Paul pleadeth his cauſe. Diſſention a- 
mong his accuſers. He 1s ſent to Felix. 
AS D Paul, earneſtly beholding 
the council, ſaid, Men and 
* brethren! I have lived in all good 
* conſcience before God until this 
* day.” And the high prieſt Ana- 
nias commanded them that ſtood by 
him, to ſmite him on the mouth. 
Then faid Paul unto him, © God 
e ſhall ſmite thee, thou whited wall! 
for fitteſt thou to judge me after 
the law, and commandeſt me to be 
* ſmitten contrary to the law?” And 
they that ft by ſaid, Revileſt 
thou God's high prieſt?. Then ſaid 
Paul, © I wiſt not brethren, that he 
Was the high prieſt, © For it is writ- 
„ten, Thou ſhalt not ſpeak evil of 
the ruler of thy people (14). 
But when Paul perceived that the 
one part were Sadducees, and the 


— 
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other Phariſees, he cried out in the 
council, Men and Brethren! I am 
* Phariſee, the ſon of a Phariſee;' 
of the hope and reſurrection of the 
dead I am called in queſtion.” 
And when he had faid fo, ode aroſe 
a diſſenſion between the Phariſees 
and the Sadducees; and the multi- 
tude was divided. For the Saddu- 
cees lay that there is no reſurre&ion, 
nor angel, nor ſpirit : but the Pha- 
riſees confeſs both. 

And there aroſe a great cry: and 
the ſcribes that were as Phariſees' 
part aroſe and ftrove, ſaying, © We 

find no evil in this man; but if a 
„ ſpirit or an angel hath ſpoken to 
him, let us not fight againſt God.“ 
And when there aroſe great diſſen- 
fion, the chief captain, fearing leſt 
Paul ſhould have been pulled in 
pieces by them, commanded the ſol- 
diers to go don, and to take him by 
force from among them, and to bring 
him into the caſtle. 

And the night following the Lord 
ſtood by him, and ſaid, Be of good 
& cheer, Paul! for as thou haſt teſti- 
ce fied of me in Jeruſalem, ſo muſt 
te thou bear witneſs alſo at Rome.” 
And when it was day, certain of the 
Jews banded together, and bound 
themſelves under a curſe, ſaying, 
That they would neither eat nor 
drink till they had killed Paul. And 
they were more than forty who had 
made this conſpiracy. 

And they came to the chief prieſts 
and elders, and ſaid, © We have 
„ bound ourſelves under a great 
« curſe, that we will eat nothing un- 
& ti] we have ſlain Paul, Now there- 
& fore do ye, with the council, ſigni- 
« fy to the chief captain that he bring 
* him down unto you to morrow, as 
«if ye would enquire ſomething 
« more perfectly concerning him; 
« and we, or ever. he come near, are 
 *%ready to kill him,” And when 
Paul's ſiſter's ſon heard of their lying 
in wait, he went and entered into the 
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Then Paul called one of the cen. 
turions unto him, and faid, Bring 
this young man unto the chief cap- 
tain; for he hath a certain thing to 
tell him. So he took him, and 
brought him to the chief captain, 
and ſaid, Paul the priſoner called 
me unto him, and prayed me to 
bring this young man unto thee, who 
hath ſomething to ſay unto thee, 
Then the chief captain took him by 
the hand, and went with him aſide 
privately, and aſked him, What is 
it that thou haſt to tell me? 

And he ſaid, The Jews are a- 
* greed to deſire thee, that thou 
* wouldeſt bring down Paul to-mor- 
* row into the council, as if they 
* would inquire ſomewhat of him 
* more — But do not thou 
yield unto them: for there lie in 
wait for him more than forty men 
* of them, who have bound them- 
* {elves with an oath that they will 
neither eat nor drink till they have 
* killed him; and now they are rea- 
* dy, looking for a promiſe from 
* thee.” So the chief captain then 
let the young man depart, and charg- 
ed him, See thou tell no man that thou 
haſt ſhewed theſe things to me. 

And he called unto Fim tu o cen- 
turions, ſaying, Make ready tuo 
* hundred ſoldiers to go to Ceſarea, 
* and horſemen threeſcore and ten, 
* and ſpearmen two hundred, at the 
* third hour of the night; and pro- 
vide them beaſts, that they may ſet 
Paul on, and bring him ſafe unto 
„Felix the governor.” And he 
wrote a letter after this manner; 
* Claudius Lyfias unto the moſt ex- 
*cellent governor Felix jendeth greet- 
6 ing. 

„This man was taken by the Jews, 
*and would have been killed by 
* them; then I came with an army, 
*and reſcued him, having under- 
* ſtood that he was a Roman. And 
* when I would have known the 
* cauſe wherefore they accuſed him, 


caſtle, and told Paul. 


©1 brought him fonh into their 
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« council; whom I perceived to be 
« accuſed of queſtions of their law, 
& but to have nothing laid to his 
« charge worthy of death or of bonds. 
« And when it was told me, that the 
60 Jews laid wait for the man, I ſent 


« ſtraightway to thee, and gave com- 


« mandment to his accuſers alſo to 
« ſay before thee what they had againſt 
„him. Farewell.” 

Then the foldiers, as it was com- 
manded them, took Paul and brought 
him by night to Antipatris. On the 
morrow they left the horſemen to go 
with him, and returned to the caſtle. 
Who, when they came to Cefarea 
and delivered the epiſtle to the go- 
vernor, preſented Paul alſo before 
him. And when the governor had 
read the letter, he aſked of what pro- 
vince he was: and when he under- 
ſtood that he was of Cilicia, 1 will 
© hear thee, ſaid he, when thine 
« accuſers are alſo come.” And he 
commanded him to be kept in He- 
rod's judgement-hall.

A D after five days, Ananias 
the high moo deſcended with 


the elders, and with a certain orator 
named Tertullus, who informed the 
governor againſt Paul. And when 
he was called forth, Tertullus began 
to accuſe Jum, ſaying, 5 Seeing that 
by thee we enjoy great quietneſs, 
*and that very worthy deeds are 
done unto this nation by thy pro- 
*vidence, we accept it always and 
*in all places, moſt noble Felix! 
* with all thankfulneſs. Notwith- 
* ſtanding, that I be not farther te- 
* dious unto thee, I pray thee that 
thou wouldeſt hear us of thy cle- 
mency a few words, | 

For we have found this man «a 
" peſtilent fellow, and a mover of ſe- 
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* out the world, and a ringleader of 
the ſect of the Nazarenes; who 
* alſo hath gone about to profane the 
e temple; whom we took; and would 
* have judged according to our law; 
* But the chief captain Lyſias came 
upon us, and with great violence, 
* took him away out of our hands; 
* commanding his accuſers to come 
** unto thee; by * of whom 
thou thyſelf mayeſt take knowledge 
* of all theſe things whereof we ac- 
cuſe him.” And the Jews alſo af- 
ſented; ſaying, That theſe things 
were ſo. 

Then Paul, after the governor had 
beckoned unto him to ſpeak, anſwer- 
ed, * Foraſmuch as I know that thou 
** haſt been of many years a judge 
* unto this nation, I do the more 
* chearfully anſwer for myſelf; be- 
* cauſe that thou mayeſt underſtand 
that there are yet but twelve days 
* ſince I went up to Jeruſalem to 
* worſhip. And they neither found 
me in the temple diſputing with 
* any man; nor raifing up the peo- 
ple, neither in the ſynagogues, nor 
in the city: neither can they prove 
** theſe things whereof they now ac- 
* cule me. 

5+ But this I confeſs unto thee, that 
* after the way which they call he- 
* rely, ſo worſhip I the God of 
* fathers, believing all things which 
are written in the law and in the 
** prophets; and have hope towards 
God, which they themſelves alſo 
* allow, that there ſhall be a reſur- 
* rettion of the dead, both of the 
* juſt and unjuſt. And herein do I 
* exerciſe myſelf, to have always a 
* conſcience void of offence toward 
God, and toward men. 

Nou after many years I came 
** to bring alms to my nation, and of- 
* ferings. Whereupon certain Jews 
from Afia found me purified in the 
** temple, neither with multitude, 
„nor with tumult; who ought to 
have been here before thee, and 


* dition among all the Jews chrough- 


object if they had ought againſt 
114 me. 
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* * council, except it be for this one 
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© me. Or elſe, let theſe ſame here ſay, 
& if they have found any evil-doing 
© in me while I ſtood before the 


& voice, that I cried ſtanding among 
& them, Touching the reſurrection 
© of the dead I am called in queſtion 
& by you this day.“ 

And when Felix heard theſe 
things, having more perfect know- 
ledge of that way, he deferred them; 
and ſaid, When Lyfias the chief 
ée captain ſhall come down I will 
© know the uttermoſt of your mat- 
& ter.” And he commanded a cen- 
turion to keep Paul, and to let him 
have liberty, and that he ſhould for- 
bid none of his acquaintance to mi- 
niſter, or come unto him. 

And after certain days, when Fe- 
lix came with his wife Druſilla, who 
was a Jewels, he ſent for Paul, and 
heard him concerning the. faith in 
Chriſt. And as he reaſoned of 
righteouſneſs, temperance, * 
ment to come, Felix trembled, and 
anſwered, © Go thy way for this 
time; when I have a convenient 
& ſeaſon, I will call for thee.” He 
hoped alſo that money ſhould have 
been given him by Paul, that he 
might looſe him; wherefore he ſent 
for him the oftener, and communed 
with him. But after two years, Por- 
cius Feſtus came into Felix's room; 
and Felix, willing to ſhew the Jews 
a pleaſure, left Paul bound. 

CHAP. XXV. 
Paul accuſed by the Fetus before Feſtus, 

| appealeth unto Ceſar. 
OW when Feſtus was come 
into the province, after three 
days he aſcended from Ceſarea to 
Jeruſalem. «Then the high prieſt and 
the chief of gu os informed him 
againſt Paul, and beſought him, and 
defired favour againſt him, that he 
would ſend for him to Jeruſalem; 
laying wait in the way to kill him. 
But Feſtus anſwered, That Paul 
ſhould be kept at Ceſarea, and that 
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ther, Let them therefore, ſaid he, 
who among you are able, go down 
with me, and accuſe this man, if 
there be any wickedneſs in him, 
And when he had tarried among 
them more than ten days, he went 
down unto Ceſarea; and the next 
day fitting on the Judgement-ſeat, 
commanded Paul to be brought, 
And when he was come, the Jews 
who came down . from Jeruſalem 
ſtood round about, and laid many 
and grievous complaints againſt Paul, 
which they could not prove; while 
he anſwered for himſelf, © Neither 
* againſt the law of the Jews, nor a- 


*gainſt the temple, nor yet againſt 


* Ceſar, have I offended any thing 
+ at all.” t 

But Feſtus, willing to do the Jews 
a * anſwered Paul, and ſaid, 
Wilt thou go up to Jeruſalem, and 
* there be —— of theſe things be- 
* fore mep Then faid Paul, *1 
* ftand at Ceſar's judgement-ſeat, 
* where I ought to be judged. To 


„the Jews I have done no wrong, 


as thou very well knoweſt : for if I' 


* be an offender, or have committed 
any thing worthy of death, I refuſe 
*not to die: but if there be none 
of theſe things whereof theſe ac- 
** cule me, no man may deliver me 
* unto them; I appeal unto Ceſar.” 
Then Feſtus, when he had conferred 
with the council, anſwered, * Haſt 
thou appealed unto Ceſar ? unto 
** Ceſar ſhalt thou go.“ 

And after certain days, king A- 
grippa and Bernice came unto Ce- 
larca to ſalute Feſtus. And when 
they had been there many days, 
Feſtus declared Paul's cauſe unto the 
king, ſaying, „ There is a certain 
man leſt in bonds by Felix; about 
* whom, when I was at Jeruſalem, 
* the chief prieſts and the elders of 
the Jews informed me, defiring to 
* have judgement againſt him. Jo 
* whom I anſwered, It is not the 


manner of the Romans to deliver 


he himſelf would depart ſhortly d. 


any man to die, before that he 
8 «yho 
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& who is accuſed have the accuſers 
«face to face, and have licence to 
« anſxer for himſelf concerning the 
crime laid againſt him.“ k 

« Therefore when they were come 
«hither, without any delay on the 
« morrow | ſat on the judgement- 
& ſeat, and I commanded the man to 
be brought forth; againſt whom, 
hen the accuſers ſtood up, they 
brought no accuſation of ſuch 
things as I ſuppoſed: but had cer- 
* tain queſtions againſt him of their 
& own ſuperſtition, and of one Jelus, 
h was dead, whom Paul affirm- 
«ed to be alive. And becauſe 1 
& doubted of ſuch manner of queſti- 
& ons, I aſked hi whether he would 
go to Jeruſalem, and there be judg- 
ed of theſe matters. 

« But when Paul had appealed to 
be reſerved unto the hearing of 
* Auguſtus, I commanded him to be 
*kept till I might ſend him to Ce- 
*{ar,” Then Agrippa ſaid unto Fel- 
tus, I would alſo hear the man my- 
ſelf, To-morrow, ſaid he, thou ſhalt 
hearhim. And on the morrow, when 
Agrippa was come, and Bernice, 
with great pomp, and was entered 
into the place of hearing with the 
chief captains and principal men of 
the city, at Feſtas's commandment 
Paul u as brought forth. 

And Feſtus ſaid, © King Agrippa, 
*and all men who are here preſent 
«with us, ye ſee this man, about 
«enhom all the multitude of the 
* les have dealt with me both at 
* ſeruſalem and alſo here, crying, 
„That he ought not to live any 
„longer. But when I found that 
*he had committed nothing worthy 
"of death, and that he himſelf hath 
"appealed to Auguſtus, I have de- 
*termined to ſend him: Of whom 
have no certain thing to write 
*unto my lord, Wherefore I have 
*brought him forth before you, and 
"eſpecially before thee, O king A- 
p grippa! that after examination had, 
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For it ſeemeth to me unreaſonable 

*to lend a priſoner, and not withal 

*to ſignify the crimes laid againſt 

* him.” | | 

CHAP. AI. 

Paul before Agrippa declareth hit life, 
and Ins converfion. Feſtus chargeth, 
tum unth madneſs. 

LY EN Agrippa ſaid unto Paul, 

* Thou art permitted to ſpeak 

* for thyſelf.” Then Paul ſtretched 

forth the hand, and anſiered for 

himſelf; © I think myſelf happy, 

* king Agrippa, becauſe I ſhall an- 

* {wer for myſelf this day before thee 

* touching all the things whereof I 

* am acculed by the Jews; eſpecial- 

lx, becauſe I know thee to be ex- 

* pert in all cuſtoms and queſtions 

* which are among the Jews: where- 

** ſore I beſeech thee to hear me pa- 

* tiently. A: 

„My manner of life from my 
„youth, which was at the firſt a- 
* mong mine own nation at Jeruſa- 
lem, all the Jews know; who knew 
me from the beginning, (if they 
* vould teſtify) that after the ſtrait- 
* eſt ſect of our religion I lived a 
** Phariſee, And now I ſtand, and 
i am judged for the hope of the pro- 
* miſe made by God unto our fa- 
**thers: unto which promiſe our 
* twelve tribes inſtantly ſerving Gad 
day and night hope to come; for 
„which hope's ſake, king Agrippa! 
I am accuſed by the Jews. _ 

* Why ſhould it be thought a 
„thing incredible with you, that 
„God ſhould raiſe the dead? I veri- 
„ly thought with myſelf, that I 
* ought to do many things contrary - 
to the name of Jeſus of Nazareth; 
* which thing I alſo did in Jeruſa- 
lem, and many of the ſaints did L 
+ ſhut up RC having received 
authority from the chief prieſts; 
and when they were put to death, 
] gave my voice againſt them. And 
] puniſhed them often in every ſy- 
** nagogue, and compelled them to 
e blaſpheme; and being excecding- 


might have ſomewhat to a 
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iy mad againſt them, I perſecuted 
them even unto ſtrange cities, 

© Whereupon, as I went to Da- 

& maſcus with authority and com- 
* miſſion from the chief prieſts, at 
* mid-day, O king! I ſaw in the way 
„ light from heaven, above the 
& brightneſs of the ſun, ſhining round 
about me and them who journey: 
* ed with me. And when they were 
& all fallen to the earth, I heard a 
* voice ſpeaking unto me, and ſay- 
ing in the Hebrew tongue, Saul! 
& Saul! why perſecuteſt thou me? 
t is hard for thee to kick againſt 
the pricks. 
And I faid, Who art thou, 
Lord? And he ſaid, I am Jeſus 
hom thou perſecuteſt. But ariſe, 
Land ſtand upon thy feet: for 1 
have appeared unto thee for this 
& purpoſe, to make thec a miniſter 
& and a witneſs both of theſe things 
& which thou haſt ſeen, and of thole 
© things in the which I will appear 
© to thee; delivering thee from the 
people, and from the Gentiles, unto 
* whom I now fend thee, to open 
& their eyes, and to turn them from 
* darkneſs to light, and from the 
& power of Satan unto God; that 
© they may receive forgiveneſs of 
< fins, and inheritance among them 
& who are ſanftified, by faith that is 
cin me. 

„ Whereupon, O king Agrippa! 
J was not N * 
© heavenly viſion; but ſhewed, firſt

 EGentiles, that they ſhould repent 
& 2nd turn to God, and do works 
meet for repentance, For theſe 
& cauſes the Jews caught me in the 
* temple, and went about to kill 
I 

Having therefore obtained help 
of God, I continue unto this day 
t witneſſing both to ſinall and great, 
« ſaying no other things than thole 
@ which 
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the prophets and Moſes ey 
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** ſay ſhould come; that Chriſt ſhould 
* ſuffer, and that he ſhould be the 
* firſt that ſhould riſe from the dead, 
and ſhould ſhew light unto the peo- 
* ple, and to the Gentiles.” 

And as he thus ſpoke for himſelf, 
Feſtus ſaid with a loud voice, *Paul, 
66 thou art beſide thyſelf; much learn. 
ing doth make thee mad.” But he 
ſaid, I am not mad, moſt noble 
© Feſtus! but ſpeak forth the words 
*of truth and ſoberneſs. For the 
„king knoweth of theſe things, be- 
fore whom allo I ſpeak freely: for 
J am perſuaded that none of thee 
things are hidden from him; for 
* this thing was not done in a cor- 
* ner. King Agrippa, believeſt thou 
* the prophets? id, know that thou 
*believeſt.” Then Agrippa faid 
unto Paul, * Almoſt thou perſuadeſi 


me to be a Chriſtian?” 
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And Paul ſaid, I would to Gd Now 
* that not only thou, but alſo all that nd whe 
* hear me this day, were both almoſt, {Wſpecauſe

I ſpeak after the manner of men, 
becauſe of the infirmity of your fleſh. 
For as ye have yielded your mem- 
bers ſervants to uncleanneſs and to 
iniquity, unto iniquity; even ſo now 
yield your members ſervants to righ- 
teouſneſs, unto holineſs. For when 

were the ſevants of fin, ye were 
free from righteouſneſs. What fruit 
had ye then in thoſe things whereof 
ye are now aſhamed? for the end of 
thoſe things is death. But now be- 
ing made free from fin, and become 
ſervants to God, ye have your fruit 
unto holineſs, and the end everlaſt-

CHAP. VIII. 
Who are free from condemnation. What 
harm cometh of the fleſh, what good of 
the Spirit. 
HERE is therefore now no con- 
demnation to them who are in 
Chriſt Jeſus, who walk not after the 
fleſh, but after the Spirit: for the 
law of the Spirit of life, in Chriſt 
ſus, hath made me free from the 
aw of fin and death. For what the 
law could not do, in that it was 
weak through the fleſh, God, ſend- 
ing his own Son in the likeneſs of 
linful fleſh, hath done, and for fin (26) 
condemned fin in the fleſh; that the 
righteoulneſs of the law might be ful. 
filled in us, who walk not after the 
fleſh, but after the Spirit. 

For they that are after the fleſh, 
do mind the things of the fleſh; but 
they that are after the Spirit, the 
things of the Spirit, For to be car- 
nally minded is death; but to be ſpi- 
ritually minded is life and peace; be- 
cauſe the carnal mind is enmity a- 
gainſt God; for it is not ſubject to 
the law of God, neither indeed can 
be: ſo then they that are in the fleſh 
cannot pleaſe God. 

But ye are not in the fleſh, but in 
the Spirit, if ſo be that the Spirit of 
God dwell in you. (Now if any 
man have not the Spirit of Chriſt, 
he 1s none of his.) jr if Chriſt * 
in you, the body is dead becaule of 
lin; but the Spirit is life becauſe of 
righteouſneſs. But if the Spirit of

Fooliſh Galatians! who hath 
bewitched you, that ye ſhould 
not obey the truth, before whoſe 
eyes Jeſus Chrift hath been evident- 
ly ſet forth, crucified among you? 
This only I would learn of you, 

Did ye receive the Spirit by the works 
of the law, or by the hearing of 
faith? Are ye fo fooliſh? having be- 
gun in the Pick, are e now made 
perfect by the fleſh? Have ye ſuffer- 
ed ſo many things in vain? if it & yet 
in vain. He therefore that miniſter- 
eth to you the Spirit, and worketh 
miracles among you, doth hedoit by the 
works of the law, or by the hearing 
of faith? 

Even as Abraham believed God, 
and it was accounted to him for 
righteouſneſs (5). Know ye there- 
fore that they who are of faith, the 
ſame are the children of Abraham, 
And the ſcripture, foreſeeing that 
God would juſtify the heathen 
through faith (6), preached before 
the goſpel unto Abraham, Jong, 
„In thee ſhall all nations be blels- 
ed.“ So then they who are of 
faith, are bleſſed with faithful Abra- 
ham. } 

For as many as are of the works 
of the law, are under the curſe. For 
it is written, © Curled is every one 
* that continueth not in all things 
& which are written in the book of 

the law to do them (7).“ But, that 
no man is juſtified by the law in the 
ſight of God, it is evident; for, © The 
« juſt, ſhall live by faith,” And the 
law is not of faith; but, The man

tiles through Jeſus Chriſt, that we 
might receive the promiſe of the 
Spirit through faith, # * 

Is the law then againſt the pro- 
miles of God? God forbid! for if 
there had been a law given which 
could have given life, verily righ- 
teouſneſs ſhould have been by the 
law. But the ſcripture hath con- 


.cluded (8) all under fin, that the 


promiſe by faith of Jeſus Chriſt 
might be given to them that believe. 
But before faith came, we were kept 
under. the law, ſhut up unto the faith 
which ſhould afterwards be reveal- 
ed. Wherefore the law was our 
ſchool- maſter to bring us unto Chriſt, 
that we might be juſtified by faith, 
But after that faith is come, we 
are no longer under a {chool-maſter, 
For ye are all the children of God, 
by faith in Chriſt Jeſus, For as 
many of you as have been baptized 
into Chriſt, have put on Ghrift, 
There is neither Jew nor Greek, 
there is neither bond nor free, there 
1s neither male nor female (g); for 
ye are all one in Chriſt Jeſus, And 
if ye be Chriſt's, then are ye Abra- 
ham's ſeed, and heirs according to 
the promiſe, _

He exhorteth them to ſtand in their liberty, 
and not to obſerve circumciſion; but ra- 
ther love.

hath made us free, and be not en- 
tangled again with the yoke of bon- 
dage. Behold, I Paul fay unto you, 
That, if ye be circumciſed, Chriſt 
ſhall profit you nothing. 

For I teſtify again to every man 
that is circumciſed, that he is a deb- 
tor to do the whole law. Chriſt is 
become of no effect unto you, who- 
ſever of you are juſtiſied by the 
law; ye are fallen from grace: for 
we, through the Spirit, wait for the 
hope of righteouſneſs by faith. For 
in Jeſus Chriſt neither circumciſion 
availeth any thing, nor uncircum- 
ciſion; but faith Which worketh by 
love. * * 

For, brethren, ye have been call- 
ed unto liberty: only uf not liberty 
for an occaſion to the fleſh; but by 
love ſerve one another. For all the 
law is fulfilled in one word, even in 
this, * Thou ſhalt love thy neigh- 
* bour as thyſelf,” But if ye bite 
and devour one another, take heed 
that ye be not conſumed one by an- 
other, 

This I ſay then, Walk in the Spi- 
rit; and ye ſhall not fulfil the luſt of 
the fleſh, For the fleſh luſteth a- 
gainſt the Spirit, and the Spirit 
againſt the fleſh: and theſe are con- 
trary the one to the other; ſo that ye 
cannot do the things that ye would. 
But if ye be led by the Spirit, ye are 
not under the law. 

Now the works of the fleſh are 
manifeſt, which are the, adultery, 
fornication, uncleannels, laſciviouſ- 
neſs, idolatry, witchcraft | or poiſon- 
ing], hatred, variance, emulations, 
wrath, ſtrife, ſeditions, hereſies, en- 
ryings, murders, drunkenneſs, re- 
vellings, and ſuch like; of which I 
tell you before, as I have alſo told 
you in time paſt, that they who do- 
luch things ſhall not inherit the: 
kingdom of Cod. ö : 

But the fruit of the Spirit is love, 
Joy, cace, long-ſuffering, gentleneſs, 
goodneſs, faith, ineekneſs, temper- 
ance; againſt ſuch there is no law.

And they that are Chriſt's have cru» 
cified the fleſh with the affections 
and luſts. If we live in the Spirit, 
let us allo walk in the Spirit. Let us 
not be deſirous of vain- glory, pro- 
voking one another, envying one 
another. þ

Rethren, if a man be overtaken 

in a fault, do ye who are 4piritual 
reſtore ſuch a one in the ſpirit of 
meekneſs; conſidering thyſelf, leſt 
thou alſo be tempted. Bear ye one 
another's burdens; and fo fulfil the 
law of Chrift (11). For if a mari 
think himſelf to be ſomething, when 
he is nothing, he deceiveth himſelf: 
but let every man prove his own. 
work; and then he ſhall have re- 
joicing in himſelf alone, and not in 
another. For every man fhall bear 
his on burden. 

Let him that 1s taught in the word 
communicate unto him that teach- 
eth in all thin Be not de- 
ceived; 4 4 mocked: for 
whatſoever a man ſoweth, that ſhall 
he alſo reap. For he that ſoweth to 
his fleſh, Kan of the fleſh reap cor- 
ruption; but he that ſoweth to the 
Spirit, ſhall of the Spirit reap life 
everlaſting. | 1 

And let us not be weary in well. 
doing; for in due ſeaſon we ſhall 
reap, if we faint not. As we have 
therefore opportunity, let us do good 
unto all men, eſpecially unto tens 
who are of the houſhold of faith; 
Ye fee how large a letter I have 
written unto you. with my own 
hand. As many as deſire to make 
a fair ſhew in the fleſh, they con- 
ſtrain you to be circumciſed; only 
left they ſhould ſuffer perſecution 
for the croſs of Chriſt. For neither 
they themſelves who are circum-
